THURSDAY  MORNING. 

January  4, 1883. 

The  Fifty-third  Session  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Indiana^began  and  was  held  in  the  Court  House,  in  the  city 
of  Indianapolis,  on  Thursday,  the  4th  day  of  January,  A.  D. 
1883,  at  10  o'clock,  being  the  day  fixed  by  law  for  the  meeting 
of  the  same. 

The  House  of  Representatives,  being  called  to  order  by  Hon. 
E.  R.  Hawn,  Secretary  of  State,  by  authority  of  an  act  of  the 
Q-eneral  Assembly, 

Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  Myron  W.  Reed. 

Mr.  Hawn  then  announced  that  the  roll  would  be  called  and 
the  members  present  would  appear  at  the  bar  of  the  House  and 
be  Bwom  in.

Mr.  Bynum  having  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast, 
was  declared  duly  elected  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives for  and  during  the  present  session,  whereupon  the  pre- 
siding officer,  Secretary  of  State  Hawn,  appointed  Messrs. 
Wright  and  Moody  to  conduct  the  Speaker  to  the  Chair. 

The  Speaker,  escorted  by  this  committee,  was  conducted  to 
the  Speaker's  stand,  where  the  oath  of  his  office  was  adminis- 
tered by  Judge  William  E.  Niblack. 

Mr.  Bynum  took  the  Chair  and  addressed  the  House  as  fol- 
lows: 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representatives: 

I  thank  you  for  the  honor  you  have  conferred  upon  me  by 
selecting  me  to  preside  over  your  deliberations.  I  regret  that 
I  do  not  bring  to  the  position  that  legislative  experience  so 
necessary  to  a  prompt  and  efficient  discharge  of  the  duties.  I 
promise  you,  however,  that  I  will  strive  to  obtain  a  perfect

knowledge  of  the  rules  which  may  be  adopted  for  our  govern- 
ment, and  when  so  obtained,  shall  endeavor  to  enforce  them 
impartially. 

I  am  cognizant  of  the  fact,  that  no  presiding  officer  can  suc- 
cessfully discharge  the  duties  of  his  position  without  the  unqual- 
ified support  of  all  the  members  of  the  body  over  which  he  has 
control.  I  shall  endeavor  to  bo  conduct  myself  as  to  merit  not 
only  your  support,  but  also  your  confidence  and  esteem.  If  I 
am  successful  I  have  no  fears  but  what  I  shall  receive  them. 

The  time  allotted  to  us  in  which  to  transact  the  necessary 
business  of  the  State  is  short ;  yet  by  diligent  labor  we  can  and 
we  ought  to  complete  our  work  within  the  regular  constitu- 
tional period. 

The  mistake,  if  it  can  be  called  a  mistake,  of  the  last  Legis- 
lature was  in  the  enactment  of  many  laws  upon  important  sub- 
jects without  due  consideration. 

The  people  are  seldom,  if  ever,  profited  by  hasty  and  incon- 
siderate legislation.  It  has  been  truly  said  that  the  unforeseen 
far  out  number  the  foreseen  consequences  of  the  law.  If  this  be 
true  of  well  prepared  and  well  matured  decisions  by  the  most 
acute  legal  minds,  what  may  we  exp#ct,  at  best,  from  statutes 
enacted  by  a  legislative  body  in  the  brief  period  of  time  fixed 
by  our  Constitution.  We  can  avoid  the  errors  and  escape  the 
censure  of  former  legislatures  by  confining  our  labors  strictly 
to  matters  of  necessity  and  importance.  "Whatever  laws  we 
may  pass  should  be  duly  considered  and  well  understood  before- 
hand. 

It  is  certainly  gratifying  to  us  all  that  after  so  many  contests, 
within  and  without  these  halls  we  meet  to  legislate  for  the  in- 
terests of  the  State  without  any  important  or  exciting  political 
questions  to  distract  our  thoughts  or  duties,  or  disturb  our  delib- 
erations. 

Under  such  circumstances  we  ought  to  be  able  to  accomplish 
our  labors  with  credit  to  ourselves  and  with  satisfaction  to  our 
constituents. 

Again  thanking  you  for  the  honor  bestowed  upon  me,  I  now 
announce  that  the  House  is  ready  to  complete  its  organization.

present  session  of  the  General  Assembly.

Resolved^  That  a  committee  of  two  upon  the  part  of  the 
House  be  appointed,  to  act  with  a  similar  committee  upon  the 
part  of  the  Senate,  to  wait  on  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  to 
inform  him  of  the  organization  of  the  two  Houses  and  learn  of 
him  at  what  time  it  will  suit  his  convenience  to  make  whatever 
communication  he  may  desire  to  make  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly.

Sesolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  House  be  tendered  the  Sec- 
retary of  State,  Hon.  Wm.  E.  Niblack  and  Rev.  Myron  W.

House.

Sesolved^  That  the  Doorkeeper  be  instructed  to  invite  minis- 
ters of  the  Gospel  to  open  the  sessions  by  prayer  each  day.

Sesolved f  That  a  committee  of  three  members  be  appointed 
by  the  Speaker  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  ascertain  and  report  to 
the  House  at  as  early  a  day  as  possible  how  many  committee 
rooms  are  at  the  disposal  of  the  House,  and  what  kind  of  rooms 
may  be  had  from  the  Commissioners  of  Marion  county  and  also 
what  rooms  may  be  procured  of  other  persons,  and  at  what  price 
such  rooms  may  be  had.

Mesolvedy  That  the  officers  of  this  House  be  requested,  when 
the  occasion  will  permit,  to  give  the  preference  in  their  appoint- 
ment of  subordinates  to  soldiers  who  have  lost  limbs  in  the  de- 
fense of  our  country.

Besolvedj  That  the  thanks  of  this  House  are  hereby  tendered 
to  the  State  Librarian,  Mrs.  Winsor,  for  the  manner  in  which 
she  has  arranged  this  hall  for  our  reception,  and  for  courtesies 
extended  to  the  members.

Mr.  Sutton  moved  that  when  the  House  adjourn  it  adjourn 
until  10  o'clock  to-morrow.

The  Senate  appeared  on  the  floor  of  the  House,  and  the  joint 
convention  assembled.  Lieutenant  Governor  Hanna  presiding. 

The  Lieutienant  G6vernor  announced  that  the  joint  conven- 
tion was  organized  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  the  biennial 
message  of  his  Excel lenqy,  Albert  G.  Porter,  Governor,  and 
thereupon  introduced  his  Excellency,  who  delivered  the  follow- 
ing message : 

Gentlemen: 

The  circumstances  under  which  you  assemble  could  not  well 
be  more  satisfactory.  The  condition  of  the  State  has  never 
been  more  prosperous.  During  the  year  just  ended  the  products 
of  our  fields  have  been  unusually  abundant.  Our  manufactur- 
ing and  mining  industries  have  yields  good  returns.  Within 
the  past  year  five  hundred  and  sixty  miles  of  railway  have  been 
built  within  the  State — a  larger  number  than  in  any  previous 
year.  Of  the  ninety-two  counties  in  the  State,  there  are  only 
four  through  which  railroads  do  not  pass,  and  three  of  these 
happily  border  on  the  Ohio  river.  More  than  225,000  acres  of 
land  have,  during  the  year,  been  brought  for  the  first  time  into 
cultivation.  The  practice  of  under-draining  soils  charged  with 
an  excess  of  moisture  has  never  been  so  energetically  prose- 
cuted. Along  with  it  has  come  increased  productiveness,  and 
a  lessening  of  all  malarial  diseases.  Our  common  schools,  un- 
der the  careful  superintendence  of  a  diligent  and  capable  ofli- 
cer,  have  increased  in  usefulness  and  in  public  favor.

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This  amount,  it  will  be  perceived,  falls  considerably  below 
the  estimate  for  1882. 

The  estimate  required  by  law  to  be  made  by  the  Auditor  of 
State  to  the  General  Assembly,  at  each  biennial  meeting,  of  the 
expenditures  to  be  paid  from  the  treasury  for  the  ensuing  two 
fiscal  years,  can  not,  of  course,  anticipate  all  the  expenditures 
which  may  prove  to  be  necessary.  There  are  always,  in  the  case 
even  of  items  included  in  his  estimate,  appropriations  which  ex- 
ceed the  sums  estimated,  and  there  are  always  appropriations  for 
other  proper  and  necessary  objects  which  naturally  could  not 
be  foreseen  when  the  Auditor's  estimate  was  made.  A  chief 
purpose  of  the  Auditor's  estimate  is  to  enable  the  Legislature 
to  perceive  within  what  limits  other  disbursements  must  be 
confined  in  order  to  avoid  the  necessity  of  a  higher  rate  of  tax- 
ation. When  appropriations,  however,  have  been  made  by  the 
Legislature  in  excess  of  sums  estimated,  or  for  objects  not  in- 
cluded within  the  estimates,  it  is  proper  that  they  shall  be 
brought  to  public  attention  in  order  to  undergo  a  fair  public 
scrutiny. 

It  will  be  perceived  that  the  receipts  to  the  General  Fund 
from  all  sources  during  the  fiscal  years  1881  and  1882,  have 
fallen  short  of  like  receipts  during  the  fiscal  year  1880. 

The  receipts  to  the  General  Fund  in  1880  were  $1,477,609.92, 
and  in  1882  were  only  $1,260,401.64,  a  falling  ofi' of  $217,208.28 
during  the  latter  year.  The  cause  of  this  decrease  is  as  follows  : 

The  appraisement  of  all  taxable  real  estate  in  this  State,  was, 
prior  to  the  passage  of  the  statute  of  1881,  required  by  law  to 
be  made  once  in  five  years.  The  last  appraisement  was  made 
in  1880.  The  next  preceding  one  was  in  1875,  when  the  prices 
of  real  estate  were  yet  inflated. 

The  appraisement  of  1880  fell  below  that  of  1875,  $155,424,- 
697. 

The  assessed  value  of  personal  property  in  1880  was  also  less 
than  in  1879,  by  $54,223,545. 

None  of  the  taxes  levied  under  this  lower  assessment  were 
payable  to  the  State  Treasurer  until  in  May,  1881.  At  that 
time  half  of  the  State  taxes  for  1880  were  required,  by  law,  to 
be  paid  into  the  treasury.     The  other  half  was  not  required  to 
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be'  paid  into  the  treasury  until  in  January,  1882.  The  taxes 
collected  for  the  fiscal  year  1881  were  one-half  collected  under 
the  lower  valuation  of  1880.  The  taxes  for  the  fiscal  year  1882 
were  all  collected  under  the  lower  valuation  of  1880. 

The  taxes  received  into  the  General  Fund  of  the  State  Treas- 
ury in  1881  fell  short  of  the  taxes  received  in  1879,  for  the  rea- 
sons above  stated,  $40,974.27,  and,  in  1882,  fell  short  of  the 
taxes  received  in  1879,  $158,068.97. 

During  the  last  fiscal  year  the  State  government  has  had  to 
be  conducted  on  less  revenue  than  for  several  years  preceding. 
Although,  however,  no  new  appraisement  of  the  real  estate  will 
be  made  for  purposes  of  taxation  until  the  year  1886,  the  great 
increase  of  personal  property  has  begun  to  be  apparent  on  the 
tax  lists,  and  by  1884  will  probably  have  swollen  the  total  value 
of  taxables  to  as  high  an  amount  as  they  have  been  in  any 
recent  period  of  the  State's  history. 

An  addition  to  the  revenues  of  the  State  will  be  apparent 
hereafter  by  the  higher  appraisement  of  the  State  Board  of 
Equalization,  during  the  years  1881  and  1882,  of  the  right  of 
way  and  other  property  of  railroad  companies. 

The  enlarged  earnings  of  these  companies  were  deemed  to 
justify  an  average  increase  to  the  extent  of  ten  per  cent,  in  the 
valuation  of  property  returned  by  them  for  taxation. 

In  addition  to  this  increase  there  has  been  an  increased  as- 
sessment, through  the  vigilance  of  the  Auditor  of  State,  by 
securing  an  assessment  of  buildings  and  improvements,  such  as 
machine  shops  and  other  expensive  structures,  situate  on 
what  the  courts  have  interpreted  to  be  the  "  right  of  way  "  of 
these  companies,  which,  since  1872,  had  for  the  most  part 
escaped  taxation.  The  revenue,  however,  from  the  taxation  of 
such  btrildings  and  improvements,  would  be  still  further  aug- 
mented, without  an  infraction  of  justice,  by  a  requirement  that 
they  shall  be  appraised  by  local  oflicers  in  the  townships  in 
which  they  are  situate. 

The  State  Board  of  Equalization  can  never  ascertain  their 
value  with  satisfactory  accuracy.  Under  a  loose  interpretation 
given  to  our  statute  concerning  voluntary  associations,  the 
State's  revenues  from  insurance  companies  are  being  diminished, 
and  an  injury  is  being  inflicted  upon  many  communities  by 
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irresponsible  and  fraudulent  insurance  companies,  from  other 
States  and  at  home,  which  are  engaged  in  the  transaction  of 
business  under  the  shelter  of  that  enactment.  These  compa- 
nies have  so  far  aftected  the  business  of  sound  and  responsible 
companies,  doing  a  fair  and  legitimate  business,  and  honestly 
paying  their  taxes,  as  seriously  to  diminish  their  earnings,  and 
to  make  some  of  them  contemplate  a  withdrawal  of  their  agen- 
cies from  the  State.  There  is  need  for  a  prompt  adoption  of 
such  measures  as  will  put  a  stop  to  fraudulent  and  speculative 
schemes,  which,  sheltering  themselves  under  the  law  of  the 
State,  inflict  great  injury  upon  our  citizens  and  bring  reproach 
upon  the  State  itself. 


THB   BENEVOLENT  INSTITUTIONS. 

The  average  daily  number  of  inmates  in  the  Hospital  for  the 
Insane,  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  was  1,070.  The  average 
cost  per  capita  for  maintenance,  exclusive  of  clothing,  is  stated 
to  have  been  $184.97. 

The  number  of  pupils  at  the  Institution  for  the  Education  of 
the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  at  the  end  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  was  344. 
The  average  daily  attendance  is  not  given  in  the  reports.  The 
cost  per  capita  is  stated  to  have  been  $156.32. 

The  number  of  pupils  enrolled  at  the  Institute  for  the  Edu- 
cation of  the  Blind,  during  the  fiscal  year,  was  126.  The  re- 
ports do  not  give  the  average  daily  attendance.  The  cost  per 
capita  is  stated  to  have  been  $216.17. 

The  number  of  pupils  at  the  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home  and 
the  Asylum  for  Feeble-Minded  Children,  institutions  under  one 
roof  and  one  government,  is  stated  in  the  Superintendent's  re- 
port to  have  been  as  follows : 

Soldiers'  orphans  present  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  137. 
Twenty  other  orphans  are  accounted  for  by  the  Superinten- 
dent's statement,  that  three  have  "eloped,"  and  that  seventeen 
have  failed  to  return  after  the  summer  vacation. 

Of  feeble-minded  children,  eighty-one  pupils  are  reported  as 
having  been  present  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  fourteen 
as  discharged  or  away  temporarily.     The  latter  fourteen  are 
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said,  in  the  Trustee's  report,  not  to  have  returned  from  the 
summer  vacation.  The  cost  of  maintenance  is  stated  by  the 
Superintendent  to  have  been  $125.00  per  capita.  The  average 
daily  attendance  is  not  specified. 

The  two  last  named  institutions  are  not,  with  respect  to  the 
reports  required  by  the  Trustees  and  Superintendent,  governed 
by  the  statute  relating  to  the  other  benevolent  institutions. 
The  statute  does  not  define  with  the  same  particularity  what 
the  reports  shall  contain,  nor  does  the  statute  relating  to  any 
of  them  define  the  mode  of  determining  the  cost  per  capita  of 
maintaining  their  inmates.  An  examination  of  the  reports  of 
the  several  institutions  will,  I  "think,  show  that  a  uniform  rule 
of  ascertainment  does  not  prevail,  and  that  the  mode  of  ascer- 
tainment in  one  or  two  of  them,  quite  unintentionally,  no  doubt, 
is  untrustworthy. 

I  recommend  that  a  common  requirement  be  adopted  with 
respect  to  what  shall  be  shown  in  the  reports  of  the  Trustees 
and  Superintendents  of  the  several  institutions,  and  that  the 
manner  in  which  the  cost  per  capita  of  maintaining  the  inmates 
shall  be  ascertained  shall  be  specifically  defined  by  law. 

Your  attention  is  specially  invited  to  the  recommendations 
contained  in  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Hospital  for  the 
Insane,  and  which  are  strongly  reinforced  in  the  able  and  in- 
structive report  of  the  Superintendent  of  that  institution. 

The  capacity  of  the  buildings  erected  by  the  State  for  the 
care  of  the  insane,  spacious  and  imposing  as  they  are,  is  suf- 
ficient for  little  more  than  half  of  the  State's  insane.  Those 
who  are  unable,  from  lack  of  room  in  the  State's  hospital,  to 
be  admitted  as  patients,  suffer  great,  and  often  cruel,  neglect. 
They  are  confined  in  uncomfortable,  and  sometimes  shocking, 
quarters  in  poor-houses,  where  they  receive  insufficient  atten- 
tion or  they  are  a  burden  upon  poor  kindred,  who  are  unable 
to  make  adequate  provision  for  them,  and  to  whom  they  are  a 
source  of  distressitig  anxiety,  and  often  of  danger.  Our  pro- 
vision for  the  insane  is  so  inadequate  that  it  falls  quite  below 
the  provision  made  for  the  same  class  of  sufferers  by  neighbor- 
ing States.  The  mode  suggested  by  the  Superintendent  for 
enlarging  hospital  accommodations  is  commended  to  your 
earnest  consideration. 
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The  provision  contained  in  our  statutes  for  ascertaining  the 
number  of  insane,  deaf  and  dumb,  blind  and  idiotic  persons,  is 
imperfectly  executed.  Township  Assessors  are  charged  with 
the  duty  of  ascertaining,  at  the  time  of  assessing  personal 
property,  the  number  of  such  persons  in  their  respective  town- 
ships; but  this  requirement  is  so  frequently  neglected  that  these 
lists  furnish  very  imperfect  information.  A  specific  penalty 
should  be  prescribed  for  a  neglect  to  perform  this  important 
duty. 

The  clause  in  the  revised  code,  which  provides  that  a  summons 
against  an  insane  person  who  has  no  guardian  shall,  when  such 
person  is  confined  in  a  hospital,  be  served  upon  the  Superin- 
tendent, is  regarded  generally  by  the  legal  profession  as  not 
being  applicable  to  writs  of  summons  issued  in  divorce  cases, 
and  against  administrators  and  guardians  in  the  course  of  the 
settlement  of  estates.  The  consequence  is  that  inmates  of  the 
Insane  Hospital  are  often  greatly  excited,  and  their  recovery 
retarded,  by  a  personal  service  upon  them  by  writs.  This  clause 
of  the  statute  should,  it  would  seem,  be  made  to  include  all 
writs  of  summons  in  civil  proceedings. 

I  recommend  that  in  the  Department  for  "Women  in  this 
hospital  it  shall  be  required  by  law  that  at  least  one  of  the 
physicians  shall  be  a  woman.  There  are  now  in  this  State  not 
a  few  women  who  bear  diplomas  from  respectable  medical  col- 
leges, and  who  are  qualified  by  professional  attainijnents  and 
experience  to  fill  places  as  physicians  in  public  institutions  with 
credit  and  usefulness.  It  would  be  peculiarly  fit  thai  their 
services  should  be  sought  in  cases  of  insanity  among  members 
of  their  own  sex. 

Three  claims  of  considerable  magnitude  are  pending  against 
the  State,  for  work  and  materials  under  contracts  entered  into 
with  the  Provisional  Board  of  the  Insane  Hospital — it  being 
the  Board  charged  by  law  with  the  duty  of 'constructing  the 
buildings  for  the  Department  for  Women.  Two  of  the  claims 
have  been  refused.  One  has  been  allowed  by  a  compromise 
with  the  contractor,  subject  to  a  condition  that  the  Legislature 
shall  make  an  appropriation  for  its  payment,  there  being  now 
no  appropriation  available  for  that  use.  The  facts  relating  to 
the  case,  briefly  stated,  are  these : 
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The  Provisional  Board  advertised  for  bidfe  for  the  brick  work 
of  the  buildings,  the  work  to  be  executed  and  paid  for  accord- 
ing to  the  plans  and  specifications  of  the  State's  architect. 
The  specifications  provided  for  a  measurement  of  the  work  in 
the  wall,  as  the  work  progressed,  according  to  the  rule  of 
mason  measurement  in  Indiatjapolis.  The  bid  of  the  claimant, 
John  Martin,  was  accepted.  Before,  however,  a  formal  con- 
tract had  been  entered  into  with  him,  the  State's  Superintendent 
of  Construction,  being  himself  a  member  of  the  Board,  desiring 
that  what  were  the  rules  of  mason  measurement  of  brick  in  the 
wall  at  Indianapolis  should  be  precisely  defined  in  the  contract, 
requested  the  claimant  to  allow  a  clause  to  be  inserted,  pro- 
viding that  the  measurement  contemplated  should  be  according 
to  the  printed  rules  of  the  master  builders  and  contractors  for 
brick  work  in  this  city.  The  clause  having  been  inserted,  the 
contract  was  reported  to  the  Board  and  signed  on  behalf  of  the 
State  by  Governor  Hendricks,  the  President,  and  by  every 
other  member. 

Before  the  allowance  to  the  claimant  was  made,  for  which  he 
will  ask  an  appropriation,  the  work  was  carefully  measured  by 
the  State's  architect  and  by  two  experts  specially  appointed  by 
the  Board  for  that  purpose,  and  their  several  measurements 
having  agreed,  the  allowance  was  made  in  conformity  thereto. 
It  is  perhaps  due  to  Mr.  Martin  to  state  that  in  a  report  made 
to  the  Grovernor  by  the  Superintendent  of  Construction  when 
the  work  was  nearly  completed,  he  referred  to  his  work  as 
having  been  prosecuted  diligently  and  in  the  most  satisfactory 
manner,  and  added  that  he  felt  that  he  had,  from  the  beginning, 
manifested  a  constant  and  active  and  earnest  interest  in  his 
work,  with  an  evident  purpose  that  it  should  be  an  honest  job, 
creditable  to  the  State  as  well  as  to  himself. 

The  capacity  of  the  Institute  for  the  Education  of  the  Blind 
is  not  sufficient  for  the  accommodation  of  more  than  half  of  the 
blind  youth  who  by  law  are  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  insti- 
tution. The  edifice  was  completed  for  the  admission  of  blind 
pupils  more  than  thirty  years  ago,  and  has  never  been  enlarged. 
Applicants  are  constantly  refused  admission  to  the  institution 
on  account  of  a  want  of  room.  Provision  should  be  made  by 
law  for  an  enlargement  of  the  building. 
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The  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home  and  Asylum  for  Feeble- 
Minded  Children  should  be  regarded,  on  account  of  both 
iclasses  of  pupils,  with  particular  favor.  It  has  had  to  strug- 
gle under  the  difficulty  of  narrow  appropriations,  and  during 
A  part  of  its  history  with  other  difficulties  hardly  less  seri- 
ous. The  instructors  have,  however,  been  diligent  and  de- 
voted to  duty,  and  the  progress  of  the  pupils  has  been  highly 
satisfactory.  The  soldiers'  orphans  have  been  particularly 
proficient  in  their  studies,  and  the  success  attained  in  un- 
folding and  strengthening  the  faculties  of  the  feeble-minded 
children  has  been  most  encouraging.  A  sufficient  appropria- 
tion should  be  immediately  made  to  provide  additional  securi- 
ties against  fire.  The  means  of  escape  in  case  of  a  sudden  fire 
are  wholly  inadequate.  Outside  stairways  at  the  outer  end  of 
the  main  walls  should  be  erected  as  soon  as  possible,  and  as  the 
building  is  already  furnished  with  gas  pipes,  a  gas  generator 
should  be  erected  so  as  to  supply  the  building  with  a  safe  light 
for  illumination,  so  that  the  use  of  oil  lamps  may  be  discon- 
tinued. 

PENAL   AND   RBFORMATORY   INSTITUTIONS. 

Your  attention  is  particularly  invited  to  the  report  of  the 
House  of  Refuge  for  Juvenile  OiFenders.  The  average  number 
of  inmates  during  the  year  was  850.  The  expense  of  provid- 
ing the  equipments  and  instructors  requisite  for  teaching  the 
boys  in  this  institution  the  most  useful  manual  occupations  has 
been  found  too  great,  in  the  opinion  of  past  Legislatures,  to 
warrant  them  in  making  the  necessary  appropriations.  A  boy, 
as  the  case  now  is,  though  instructed  in  the  simpler  branches 
of  education,  leaves  the  institution  in  most  cases  little  better 
fitted  to  earn  a  livelihood,  so  far  as  manual  skill  is  concerned, 
than  when  he  entered  it.  He  is  too  apt,  on  that  account,  to 
fall  back  into  a  life  of  crime.  A  system  of  industrial  educa- 
tion has  recently  found  much  favor,  which,  not  professing  to 
teach  manuel  trades,  gives  boys  a  dexterity  in  handicraft  which 
may  be  equally  useful  in  many  difterent  trades.  It  instructs 
them  in  the  use  of  what  it  has  been  said  are  the  half  dozen 
universal  tools,  viz. :  The  hammer,  saw,  plane,  chisel,  file  and 
square. 
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It  is  said,  "  In  all  constructions  a  certain  number  of  typical 
forms  are  found  which,  being  more  or  less  modified,  adapt 
themselves  to  special  cases.  These  forms  will  also  shape  them- 
selves into  groups,  each  to  be  worked  out  in  a  certain  way,  with 
special  tools,  and  the  student  taught  to  work  out  these  forms, 
each  in  the  best  way  and  with  the  tools  best  suited  for  the  work, 
will  be  far  advanced  in  the  skill  which  will  make  him  available 
and  useful  in  construction." 

A  boy  instructed  in  this  way  in  a  knowledge  of  forms  and 
acquiring  aptness  and  dexterity  in  the  use  of  tools,  would  leave 
the  institution  with  a  feeling  of  capability  and  of  self-confidence, 
could  more  readily  obtain  employment,  and  could  speedily 
qualify  himself  for  almost  any  of  the  various  lucrative  trades. 
One  teacher,  it  has  been  found,  can  instruct  thirty-two  students 
at  a  time  in  this  system,  and  boys  going  through  the  exercises 
in  separate  classes  at  different  times,  the  education  can  be  im- 
parted with  very  little  cost  either  in  implements  or  materials. 
I  invite  your  attention  to  the  schools  at  Boston,  St.  Louis,  and 
elsewhere,  which  have  recently  entered  upon  this  new  system 
of  indnstrial  education  for  indigent  boys,  and  to  the  propriety 
of  such  legislation  as  will  give  it  a  fair  trial  in  our  House  of 
Refuge. 

Under  the  guise  of  committing  children  to  this  institution 
as  incorrigible,  or  as  juvenile  offenders,  children  are  often  sent 
to  it  by  the  courts  who  are  simply  poor,  or  whose  parents,  de- 
siring to  get  rid  of  the  cost  or  care  of  rearing  them,  are  willing 
to  make  them  a  charge  upon  the  State.  Children  merely  poor 
should  not  be  allowed  to  be  thrown  into  association  with  juve- 
nile oflfenders,  and  the  sternest  vigilance  should  be  practiced  to 
prevent  negligent  parents  from  shifting  upon  the  State  the 
responsibility  of  maintaining  and  rearing  their  oflfepring.  Be- 
sides, it  is  not  possible  to  ascertain  to  what  extent  the  class  of 
boys  intended  to  be  received  into  this  institution  are  reformed, 
if  children  not  criminal  or  incorrigible  are  admitted.  Suflicient 
provision  should  promptly  be  made,  by  law,  against  the  abuse 
of  admitting  boys  not  belonging  to  the  classes  of  criminal  and 
incorrigible. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Superintendent,  that  boys  re- 
leased from  the  institution  upon  tickets-of-leave  shall  be  placed. 
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by  law,  under  the  surveillance  of  the  township  trustees  in  the 
counties  to  which  they  are  sent,  seems  to  be  a  most  judicious 
one.  A  knowledge-  by  boys  thus  released,  that  their  conduct 
was  watched  by  persons  of  character  for  an  honest  purpose  of 
preserving  their  morals,  would  help  to  restrain  them  from  re- 
turning to  crime.  The  additional  advantage  would  also  be 
gained,  that  if  they  should  fall  again  into  a  profligate  life,  they 
could  promptly  be  returned  to  the  institution  for  further  dis- 
cipline. 

The  management  of  the  Reformatory  for  Women  and  Girls 
deserves  unqualified  commendation.  A  desire  to  keep  expend- 
itures within  the  limits  of  appropriations,  and  to  administer  the 
institution  with  proper  economy,  has  been  constantly  evident. 
The  proportion  of  inmates  who,  after  their  return  to  their 
homes,  lead  correct  lives  is  greater  than  the  most  sanguine 
might  reasonably  have  expected.  There  is  reason  for  regret 
that  in  selecting  a  site  for  the  Reformatory  more  Regard  was 
not  had  of  conveying  the  sewage  from  the  building,  which 
is  done  by  the  current  of  a  rivulet  that,  after  passing  through 
the  grounds,  runs  through  a  populous  part  of  Indianapolis. 
With  all  the  care  that  can  be  exercised,  and  an  exhaustion  of 
all  means  of  purification,  complaints  are  made  of  oflTensive 
odors.  The  stream,  after  passing  through  the  grounds  of  the 
Reformatory,  runs  in  part  through,  and  in  part  near  the  edge 
of  the  United  States  Arsenal  grounds,  and  persons  there  em- 
ployed have  induced  the  authorities  at  Washington  to  cause  a 
suit  to  be  instituted  in  the  United  States  Circuit  Court,  at  Indi- 
anapolis, to  enjoin  the  trustees  from  allowing  the  sewage  to  be 
conveyed  through  said  stream. 

Nothing  but  a  belief,  that  the  present  Legislature  will,  by  a 
proper  law,  provide  for  building  a  sewer  by  which  the  waste 
from  the  Reformatory  will  be  carried  off  by  other  means  than 
said  stream,  has,  it  is  believed,  prevented  an  allowance  of  an 
injunction.  Provision  by  law  for  the  construction  of  a  proper 
sewer  is  imperatively  necessary. 

An  act  was  passed  by  the  last  General  Assembly,  providing 
for  the  construction  of  such  a  sewer  at  the  joint  expense  of 
the  State  and  the  city  of  Indianapolis;   but,  as  the  consent 
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of  the  city  to  bear  its  proportion  of  the  outlay  was  requisite 
before  the  work  could  be  undertaken,  the  work  fell  through, 
the  city  not  having  given  the  needed  consent.  As  the  sewer 
will  be  of  material  benefit  to  the  city,  it  is  just  that  it  should 
bear  a  due  proportion  of  the  expense. 

The  necessity  for  a  walled  inclosure  for  the  purpose  of  allow- 
ing a  space  for  needful  exercise  for  women  sentenced  for  crimes, 
whom  it  would  be  unsafe  to  permit  to  be  at  large  upon  open 
grounds,  is  evident,  and  an  appropriation  of  the  comparatively 
small  amount  asked  for  by  the  managers  would  seem  to  be 
most  proper. 

The  State's  Prisons  at  Jeffersonville  and  at  Michigan  City 
are  more  nearly  self-supporting  than  they  have  been  for  several 
y^ars. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  at  the  former  prison  during 
the  past  year  was  564.  The  average  number  of  prisoners  at 
the  Prison  at  Michigan  City  was  621, 

The  Specific  Appropriation  bill  which  failed  at  the  last  ses- 
sion of  the  General  Assembly,  on  account  of  its  consideration 
having  been  deferred  to  too  late  a  period  of  the  session,  con- 
tained an  appropriation  of  $5,000  for  building  special  wards 
At  the  Prison  at  Michigan  City,  for  the  use  of  insane  prisoners, 
And  for  a  transfer  to  that  prison  of  all  insane  prisoners  in  the 
prison  at  Jeffersonville.  I  earnestly  urge  the  appropriation  of 
A  proper  sum  of  money  for  the  building  of  cells  at  the  former 
prison  for  insane  prisoners,  which  shall  be  remote  from  the 
-cells  of  other  convicts.  The  insane  convicts  are  at  present,  for 
want  of  any  other  provision,  kept  in  cells  so  near  those  of  other 
prisoners  that  their  cries  at  night  disturb  and  frequently  de- 
stroy the  rest  of  these  hard-worked  men,  whose  condition  at 
the  end  of  each  day's  labor  requires  that  they  should  have  un- 
<ii8turbed  repose.  It  is  cruel  and  discreditable  to  require  pris- 
oners deprived  night  after  night  successively  of  needful  sleep, 
to  perform  the  laborious  daily  tasks  demanded  of  them  by  the 
practice  of  the  prisons.  Insane  persons  require,  also,  a  very 
different  attention  from  that  given  to  the  sane,  and  from  that 
which  necessarily  they  are  now  accustomed  to  receive. 

The  abbreviation  of  the  terms  of  sentences  allowed  by  stat- 
ute to  prisoners  for  good  conduct  is  believed  not  to  be  suffi-

cieutly  liberal.  No  incentive  to  good  behavior  is  found  to  be 
so  strong  with  them  as  a  knowledge  that  such  behavior  will 
shorten  the  terra  of  imprisonment.  I  earnestly  recommend 
legislation  giving  to  prisoners  whose  conduct  has  been  contin- 
ually exemplary,  a  larger  credit  for  good  conduct  on  their  sen- 
tences. The  effect  of  such  legislation  would  be  followed,  I 
have  uo  doubt,  by  a  great  improvement  in  discipline  and  a 
lessening  of  expense  in  the  conduct  of  the  prison. 

Complaint  is  made  by  the  city  authorities  of  Michigan  City 
that  the  sewage  of  the  prison  at  that  city,  which  is  conveyed 
into  a  small  stream  called  Fish  Lake  creek,  occasions  a  nuisance 
injurious  to  the  health  of  the  inhabitants.  The  growth  of  the 
city  has  recently  been  rapid,  and  its  limits  now  extend  beyond 
the  point  at  which  this  refuse  is  conveyed  into  the  stream.  The 
necessity  for  the  construction  of  a  sewer  by  the  State  seems  ta 
be  urgent. 

EDUCATION. 

The  number  of  persons  in  the  State  of  school  age,  viz.,  be- 
tween the  ages  of  six  and  twenty-one  years,  is  709,424.  The 
number  admitted  to  the  schools  was,  in  1882,  498,792.  The 
average  daily  attendance  of  pupils  last  year  was  305,513.  The 
number  of  school  teachers  is  13,259.  The  number  of  school 
houses  in  the  State  is  9,556,  of  which  48  are  log,  83  are  stone, 
2,481  are  brick,  and  6,944  are  frame. 

The  amount  of  the  public  school  fund  is  $9,138,408.31.  The 
addition  made  to  it  annually,  taking  as  a  basis  an  average  of 
the  past  five  years,  exceeds  fifty-four  thousand  dollars.  Thi& 
sum  does  not  include  the  large  sum — about  $260,000  a  year — re- 
ceived from  particular  licenses  and  other  sources,  and  applied 
each  year  to  tuition. 

The  amount  of  tuition  money  derived  from  interest  on  the 
school  funds  in  1882,  was  $650,17-3.41.  The  whole  amount  re- 
ceived from  State  and  local  tuition  taxes,  was,  $2,059,616.44. 

The  proportion  of  the  entire  expense  of  tuition  paid  from 
taxes,  State  and  local,  was  seventy-five  per  cent. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that,  ample  as  our  school  fund  is,  three- 
fourths  of  the  expenses  of  tuition  are  derived  from  publie 
taxes.     The  fact  that  these  taxes  are  paid  without  complaint 
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18  the  highest  evidence  of  the  esteem  in  which  the  public 
school  system  is  held. 

The  report  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion, is  replete  with  interesting  facts  and  suggestions. 

The  State  Normal  School  is  shown,  by  the  report  of  the  Trus- 
tees and  Superintendent,  to  be  in  a  highly  flourishing  condi- 
tion. The  average  number  of  students  during  the  last  year 
wa«  302.  The  need  for  a  moderate  appropriation  for  the  pur- 
<chase  of  apparatus  for  instruction  in  the  sciences,  is  urgent. 

The  important  suggestions  contained  in  the  reports  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  State  University,  and  of  the  Trustees  and 
President  of  Purdue  University,  will  properly  engage  your  most 
considerate  attention. 

STATE   BOABD   OF   AGRICULTURE. 

•  The  State  Board  of  Agriculture  has  shown  commendable 
2eal  during  the  past  year  in  the  discharge  of  its  official  duties. 
It  is  required  by  law  to  hold  a  meeting  in  the  month  of  Janu- 
ary of  every  year,  together  with  the  delegates  from  the  several 
•county  societies,  for  the  purpose  of  deliberation  and  consul- 
tation respecting  the  "wants,  prospect,  and  condition  of  agri- 
-culture  throughout  the  State."  At  this  meeting  reports  from 
the  county  societies,  required  to  be  made  annually,  with  regard 
to  the  condition  of  agriculture  in  the  several  counties,  are  de- 
livered, pursuant  to  law,  to  the  President  of  the  State  Board. 
It  was  doubtless  the  expectation  of  the  framers  of  this  statute 
that  these  county  reports  would  furnish  the  chief  basis  for  the 
-deliberations  and  consultations  of  the  Board  relating  to  the 
condition  and  prospects  of  agriculture  in  the  State.  If  filed  a 
proper  time  before  the  January  meeting  they  doubtless  would, 
but  not  being  delivered  until  after  the  meeting  has  begun,  they 
•can  not  be  examined  during  the  meeting  with  any  care,  and 
therefore  form  no  basis  for  consultation  or  deliberation.  The 
•consequence  is  that  they  are,  as  a  general  rule,  hastily  prepared, 
•contain  little  varied  or  specific  information,  and  fail  to  present 
with  fullness  or  vividness  the  condition  of  agriculture  in  the 
i^ounties. 

If  the  reports  were  required  to  be  delivered  to  the  Secretary 
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of  the  State  Board  by  the  let  of  December  of  each  year,  an  J 
it  were  made  hie  duty  to  present  to  the  Board  at  its  Januarys 
meeting  a  copious  abstract  of  their  contents,  and  to  arrange- 
and  index  them  so  that  the  several  subjects  could  be  readily 
referred  to,  they  would  soon  form  a  basis  for  the  deliberations 
and  discussions  of  the  Board,  and  their  quality  would  be 
greatly  improved.  It  would  be  good  policy  for  the  State  t& 
offer  a  reasonable  premium  annually  for  the  best  county  report- 
This  would  excite  emulation,  and  in  the  end  would  make  these 
reports  of  much  value  to  our  farmers. 

Some  of  the  professors  of  Purdue  University — ^the  State's 
agricultural  college — devote  the  greater  part  of  every  year  ta 
studies  and  experiments  in  agriculture.  If  these  particular 
professors  were  made  members  of  the  State  Board,  they  would 
impart  much  freshness  and  interest  to  its  discussions,  and  give 
to  it  increased  energy  and  spirit.  I  recommend  that  two  mem- 
bers of  the  Faculty. of  Purdue  University  be  made  ex-officio 
members  of  the  Board. 

MINES    AND    MINERS. 

The  number  of  coal  mines  in  the  State  is  150.     The  number 
of  miners  employed  in  them  is  5,100.     The  production  exceeds^ 
,  2,000,000  tons  a  year. 

The  law  in  relation  to  coal  mines,  though  carefully  framed^ 
is  believed  to  need  some  amendment  in  order  to  give  proper 
security  to  the  lives  of  miners.  The  State  Inspector  is  a  prac- 
tical miner  of  long  experience,  and  thoroughly  acquainted 
with  the  needs  of  mines..  Hempen  ropes  for  hoisting,  are,  in 
his  opinion,  unsafe  in  cases  of  fire.  Besides,  no  ordinary  in- 
spection can  detect  with  certainty  secret  defects  which  often 
render  them  unreliable.  Steel  wire  ropes  should  be  required 
to  be  substituted  in  their  place.  Every  mine,  in  the  Inspector's 
opinion,  should  have  at  least  two  outlets.  Where  a  furnace  is 
employed  for  purposes  of  ventilation,  and  one  of  the  outlets  is 
used  for  the  escape  of  smoke  and  steam,  the  outlet  so  used  is- 
useless  as  a  means  of  retreat  in  case  of  sudden  danger.  A  mine 
in  this  condition  has  practically  but  one  outlet.  An  additional 
one  should,  in  such  cases,  be  required. 

It  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Mine  Inspector  to  examine  all  scales 
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used  in  any  coal  mine,  for  the  purpose  of  weighing  coal  taken 
out  of  the  mine.  Miners  are  usually  paid  by  the  ton  for  their 
work.  Justice  to  them  and  the  preservation  of  harmony  be- 
tween them  and  their  employers  require  that  correct  scales 
ehall  be  used.  The  State,  however,  not  having  provided  the 
Inspector  with  sealed  weights,  he  has  no  accurate  means  of  de- 
termining satisfactorily  whether  scales  are  correct.  The  State 
should  provide  him  with  a  set  of  sealed  weights. 

COMMISSIONER   OF   FISHERIES. 

The  General  Assembly,  at  its  special  session  in  1881,  enacted 
a  law  providing  for  an  appointment  by  the  Governor  of  a  Com- 
missioner of  Fisheries.  Commissioners  had  previously  been  ap- 
pointed, under  provisions  of  law,  in  thirity-one  States  of  the 
Union  and  two  of  the  Territories.  I  appointed  to  the  office  a 
gentleman  who  had  given  much  study  to  the  habits  of  fishes 
and  to  their  propagation,  and  had  been  specially  successful  in 
the  cultivation  of  the  carp.  I  invite  your  attention  to  the  sug- 
gestions contained  in  his  report.  The  law  of  1881  seems  to  have 
been  intended  rather  to  set  on  toot  an  intelligent  investigation 
into  the  best  means  of  restoring  our  many  fishing  streams  and 
of  preventing  a  renewal  of  the  reprehensible  practices  by  which 
they  have  been  impoverished,  than  to  provide  an  efficient  plan 
for  supplying  these  streams,  or  to  prevent  a  wanton  or  thought- 
less depopulation  of  them.  The  business  of  fishing,  if  our  fishes 
were  undisturbed  in  the  spawning  season,  would  soon  become 
a  profitable  industry,  and  would  give  employmant  to  many  cit- 
izens. A  most  wholesome  and  nutritious  fo#d  would  soon  be 
made  abundant.  The  temperture  of  our  streams  and  lakes, 
and  their  purity,  adapt  them  to  a  great  variety  of  fishes.  The 
black  bass,  which  multiply  so  rapidly  when  their  spawning 
grounds  are  undisturbed  that  artificial  propagation  is  never 
necessary,  is  native  to  our  streams.  The  carp  can  be  success- 
fully and  inexpensively  cultivated.  It  has  been  described  by 
Prof.  Baird,  the  United  States  Fish  Commissioner,  as  being 
emphatically  a  farmer's  fish,  on  account  of  requiring  little  more 
care  than  his  swine  and  poultry.  If  Indiana  has  lagged  some- 
what behind  a  majority  of  her  sister  States  in  providing  for  re- 
stocking her  nearly  numberless  streams  and  the  beautiful  lakes 
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which  abound  near  her  northern  border,  shall  she  not  make  up 
for  time  neglected  by  a  prompt  adoption  of  the  best  methods, 
by  the  passage  of  wise  protective  laws,  and  by  a  resolute  spirit 
on  the  part  of  her  inhabitants  to  secure  their  enforcement? 

THE   DEPARTMENT   OF   STATISTICS. 

The  Department  of  Statistics,  separated  by  the  last  General 
Assembly  from  the  Department  of  Geology,  has  been  conducted 
with  zeal  and  energy,  and  has  collected  statistics  on  a  variety 
of  subjects  of  general  popular  interest.  Its  monthly  crop  reports 
have  been  received  with  much  favor  by  farmers  and  by  dealers 
in  produce.  It  has,  during  the  past  year,  organized  a  corps  of 
efficient  weather  observers,  who  have  reported  monthly  to  the 
head  of  the  department  their  daily  observations.  These  re- 
ports, having  been  transmitted  regularly  to  the  office  of  the 
Signal  Service  at  Washington,  have  been  commended  for  their 
fullness  and  accuracy,  and  they  are  contributing  to  the  stock  of 
knowledge  which  will  gradually  enable  skillful  observers  to  make 
longer  and  more  accurate  forecasts  of  the  weather.  The  corps 
has  been  equipped  with  a  small  outtit  of  instruments  by  the 
United  States  Signal  Service,  but  has  served  without  any  com- 
pensation. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioner  is  so  replete  with  informa- 
tion of  general  value,  that  it  will,  no  doubt,  be  examined  by 
you  with  interest,  and  aid  you  in  some  parts  of  the  work  of* 
legislation. 

DEPARTMENT   OF   GEOLOGY. 

The  report  of  the  State  Geologist  has  attracted  much  atten- 
tion among  scientists  on  account  of  its  bringing  to  light  new- 
organic  remains  found  among  the  rocks  of  the  State,  and  on 
account  of  surface  discoveries  of  a  novel  and  important  charac- 
ter. His  tests  of  Indiana  building  stone,  showing  the  superior 
quality  thereof  with  respect  to  the  important  features  of  en- 
durance and  elasticity,  have  opened  new  markets  for  the  stone 
and  much  increased  the  sale  thereof.  Beds  of  gravel  have  also 
been  I'ound  by  him,  at  places  where  the  existence  of  such  de- 
posits had  not  before  been  suspected,  which  are  furnishing  ma- 
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terial  for  improved  roads.  The  State  Geological  cabinet  has 
been  increased  during  the  past  year  by  an  addition,  with  tri- 
fling expense,  of  more  than  forty-thousand  interesting  and  val- 
uable specimens.  New  coal  deposits  have  also  been  discovered 
and  public  attention  directed  to  them. 

STATE   BOARD   OP   HEALTH. 

This  Board  was  established  by  an  act  of  the  last  General  As- 
sembly. Twenty-six  States  had  previously  established  like 
boards.  The  work  of  the  Board  has  been  prosecuted  with  zeal. 
Its  report,  and  the  report  of  its  executive  officer,  give  a  full  state- 
ment of  the  work  done  since  it  entered  upon  the  discharge  of 
its  duties. 

ATTORNEY  GENERAL's  REPORT. 

The  large  collections  made  by  the  Attorney  General  of  moneys 
received  by  various  officers,  which  were  payable  to  the  State, 
but  had  been  withheld,  and  the  result  of  important  suits  in 
which  the  State  has  been  interested,  as  well  as  the  condition  of 
pending  suits,  are  shown  by  his  report.  The  litigation  involv- 
ing the  title  to  the  valuable  tract  of  land  near  Indianapolis,  pur- 
chased many  years  since  as  a  site  for  the  House  of  Refuge,  but 
not  used  as  such,  consisting  of  an  hundred  acres,  has  been  de- 
cided in  favor  of  the  State,  and  the  State  has  quiet  possession 
of  the  land. 

PUBLIC   PRINTING. 

By  a  reference  to  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  it  will 
be  seen  that  a  deficiency  has  existed  for  several  years  in  the 
appropriations  for  public  printing.  The  work  is  done  for  a 
fair  price,  but  the  cost  of  what  necessarily  must  be  done  exceeds 
somewhat  the  sums  appropriated.  In  this  connection  I  beg  to 
call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  law  should  define  with 
more  precision  what  printing  shall  be  paid  for  out  of  the  gen- 
eral approbriation. 

THE   STATE   MILITIA. 

Attention  is  called  with  pleasure  to  the  energetic  and  suc- 
cessful efibrts  of  the  Adjutant  General  to  increase  the  numbers

and  improve  the  discipline  of  our  active  militia.  The  encamp- 
ment held  at  Indianapolis  last  summer,  at  which  some  of  the 
most  prominent  militia  companies  of  the  country  engaged  in  a 
competition  for  prizes  with  our  own  companies,  and  wnth  one^ 
another,  drew  to  it  a  vast  number  of  interested  spectators,  gave 
a  renewed  impulse  to  the  martial  spirit,  and  has  been  produc- 
tive of  excellent  results.  I  take  this  occasion  to  render  ac- 
knowledgments to  the  gentlemen  composing  my  stafl'  for  their 
arduous,  and  disinterested  seryices  on  that  occasion.  Since  the 
encampment  broke  up,  many  new  companies  have  been  formed, 
and  a  disposition  to  elevate  the  standard  of  attainment  in  all 
military  exercises  has  been  manifest.  The  recommendations 
contained  in  the  Adjutant  General's  report,  are  commended  to 
your  careful  consideration.  I  particularly  urge  upon  you  the 
importance  of  passing  a  law,  in  conformity  to  his  recommenda- 
tion, to  provide  for  copying  into  record  books,  to  be  procured 
for  that  purpose,  the  muster-in  and  muster-out  rolls  of  the  In- 
diana soldiers.  These  contain  an  account  of  the  service  of  each 
soldier.  When  this  record  shall  have  been  made,  a  frequent 
handling  of  original  papers  will  be  unnecessary,  and  the  papers 
will  thus  be  preserved  from  injury.  It  will  be  a  reproach  to  the 
State  if  a  performance  of  this  duty  shall  be  longer  neglected. 

There  is  a  necessity,  also,  that  you  shall  provide,  without 
delay,  a  fire-proof  vault  for  the  pupose  of  securing  these  papers 
against  the  hazards  of  fire.  Their  destruction  would  do  incal- 
culable injustice  to  persons  having  the  strongest  claims  to  grate- 
ful recognition  by  the  State. 

REVISED    STATUTES. 

In  a  conformity  to  a  requirement  contained  in  the  act  of  1881, 
concerning  the  publication  of  the  new  Revised  Statutes,  I  ap- 
pointed the  gentlemen  composing  the  Board  of  Revision,  Com- 
missioners to  prepare  these  statutes  for  publication,  and  to  su- 
perintend the  publication  thereof.  The  last  delivery  of  the 
copies  required  by  law  to  be  filed  in  the  Clerks'  offices  of  the 
several  counties  was  made  in  July,  1882. 

The  act  of  1881  provided  that  the  commissioners  should  hold 
their  positions  until  the  first  day  of  November  of  that  year, 
and  that  the  Commissioners  and  the  Governor  should,  on  the 
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final  adjournment  of  the  General  Assembly,  advertise  for  bids 
for  the  printing  and  delivery  of  the  Statutes.  A  clause  required 
tlie  Commissioners  to  annotate  the  contents  of  the  volume,  so 
^as  to  show,  by  proper  reference,  the  time  when  all  statutes  in- 
cluded in  the  volume  went  into  force. 

A  literal  compliance  with  the  terms  of  the  act  of  1881,  with 
respect  to  the  time  for  completing  the  work  assigned  to  the 
Commissioners,  and  to  the  time  for  advertising  for  bids,  was 
found  to  be  impossible.  The  work  assigned  to  the  Commis- 
sioners, could  not,  by  the  utmost  labor  they  could  bestow,  be 
completed  within  the  time  prescribed,  and  no  intelligent  bid, 
or  bid  at  all  favorable  to  the  State,  could  have  been  expected, 
had  bids  been  solicited  when  the  work  was  in  the  incomplete 
condition  in  which  it  was  at  the  time  of  the  adjournment  of  the 
Legislature.  Besides,  the  volume  containing  the  session  acts 
of  1881  was  so  large,  on  account  of  the  bills  brought  before  the 
Legislature  by  the  Board  for  the  Revision  of  Laws,  that  the 
printing  could  not  be  completed  until  a  period  much  later  than 
had  been  usual  in  the  printing  of  the  session  acts.  Hence,  the 
annotation  of  the  time  when  the  act  passed  at  the  session  of  1881 
took  effect,  could  not  be  made  as  early  as  the  Legislature  had 
contemplated.  When  the  time  fixed  for  the  expiration  of  the 
offices  of  the  Commissioners  arrived,  they,  therefore,  from  pub- 
lic motives,  and  at  much  personal  inconvenience,  continued  in 
the  performance  of  their  labor,  without  any  provision  for  fur- 
ther compensation,  until  the  work  contemplated  by  law  had 
been  completed  and  the  Statutes  were  ready  for  delivery. 

The  act  of  1881  prescribed  with  particularity  with  what  kind 
of  type  and  in  what  style  the  Revised  Statutes  should  be  printed. 
The  contract  was  let  in  conformity  to  the  terms  of  the  act. 
Had  the  volume,  however,  been  prepared  in  that  manner,  it 
would  have  been  most  inconvenient  and  unsightly.  Fortu- 
nately, the  contractor  was  willing  to  print  the  volume  in  a  much 
better  type,  and  to  bind  it  in  a  much  more  attractive  style,  at 
the  price  which  had  been  named  in  the  contract,  and  it  wtis  ac- 
cordingly prepared  in  this  manner,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Commissioners  and  to  the  general  satisfaction  of  the  legal  pro- 
fession. It  is  a  volume  which  the  Commissioners  have  truly 
said  is  "a  credit  to  the  printers'  art." 
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The  cost  of  the  printing,  binding  and  delivery  was  $22,233.76, 
being  $2,766.24  less  than  the  appropriation  for  the  purpose. 

The  Commissioners,  in  their  contract,  took  the  precaution  to 
provide,  that  as  soon  as  the  number  of  volumes  prescribed  by' 
law  had  been  printed,  the  stereotype  plates  employed  in  print- 
ing it  should,  without  additional  charge,  be  turned  over  to  the 
State. 

No  provision  having  been  made  by  law  for  securing  a  copy- 
right, the  Commissioners  took  out  a  copyright  in  their  own 
names,  which  they  promptly  assigned  to  the  State.  In  compli- 
ance with  a  request  from  them,  I  recommend  the  passage  of  an 
act  formally  accepting  the  assignment. 

The  stereotype  plates  can  occasionally  be  used  to  advantage 
by  the  State,  and  could  also  be  used  by  private  parties,  in  print- 
ing separately  for  circulation,  particular  acts  contained  in  the 
volume.  I  recommend  that  provision  be  made  by  law,  for  a 
temporary  use  of  the  plates  by  private  parties,  for  a  proper  con- 
sideration, at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Public  Printing. 

For  the  laborious  work  performed  by  the  commissioners  after 
the  end  of  their  term  of  office,  I  have  no  doubt  it  will  be  the 
pleasure  of  the  General  Assembly  to  provide  a  proper  com- 
pensation. 

THE   NEW   STATE   HOUSE. 

The  progress  of  the  work  upon  the  new  State  House  since 
the  General  Assembly  last  met  has,  on  the  whole,  been  satis- 
factory. While  in  1881  the  work  did  not  proceed  quite  as  ac- 
tively has  had  been  anticipated,  it  has  during  the  year  just 
closed  been  prosecuted  as  diligently  as  the  most  sanguine  could 
well  have  hoped.  Under  the  careful  and  vigilant  supervision 
of  the  Commissioners,  it  is  believed  that  it  has  been  thoroughly 
well  executed,  and  will  bear  the  sternest  tests.  It  is  a  subject 
of  great  regret  that  the  execution  of  the  remainder  of  the  work 
is  liable  to  be  retarded  by  a  dissatisfaction  on  the  part  of  the 
contractors,  arising  from  losses  said  by  them  to  have  been  nec- 
cessarily  incurred  while  they  have  been  engaged  in  a  diligent 
and  faithful  performance  of  their  contract.  The  cost  of  mate- 
rials and  the  prices  of  lafeor  have  risen,  as  they  claim,  altogether 
above  what  they  expected,  or  what  might  reasonably  have  been 
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expected,  when  they  entered  upon  their  undertaking.  If  they 
should  decline  to  proceed  further  under  existing  circumstances, 
a  grave  duty  will  be  devolved  upon  you  in  determining  what 
course  will  he  wisest  to  secure  an  early  and  satisfactory  execu- 
tion of  the  unfinished  part  of  the  work. 

Provision  was  made  in  the  contract  that  changes  directed  by 
the  Commissioners,  with  the  consent  of  the  contractors,  during 
the  progress  of  the  work,  should  not  operate  to  discharge  the 
liability  of  the  sureties  upon  the  contractors'  bond,  and  in  every 
instance  where  changes  have  been  made,  they  have  been  made 
with  the  consent  of  the  contractors  and  in  conformity  to  an 
opinion  of  the  Attorney  General,  that  the  change  would  not 
release  the  sureties. 

THE   KANKAKBS  MARSH. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly  an  act  was  passed 
empowering  the  Governor  to  appoint  a  civil  engineer  to  make 
a  survey  of  the  wet  land  and  swamp  lands  of  the  Kankakee 
region  in  this  State,  and  to  take  levels,  and  to  make  careful  esti- 
mates, with  a  view  of  ascertaining  the  cheapest  and  most  prac- 
ticable outlets  and  routes,  by  which  to  eflfect  successfully  a  drain- 
age of  that  vast  body  of  fertile  lands.  An  appropriation  of 
five  thousand  dollars  was  made  to  enable  the  Engineer  to  pros- 
ecute the  work,  and  the  Governor  was  empowered  at  his  discre- 
tion, to  direct  surveys  to  be  made  of  other  wet  lands  for  a  like 
purpose. 

On  the  fifth  day  of  May,  1881, 1  appointed  as  the  civil  engineer 
for  the  purpose  contemplated  in  the  act,  Prof.  John  L.  Camp- 
bell, of  Wabash  College,  who  had  been  successfully  conducting 
the  U.  8.  Geodetic  Survey  in  this  State,  He  accepted  the  ap- 
pointment, and,  having  organized  a  corps  of  assistants,  enter- 
ed promptly  upon  his  important  work,  I  can  not  too  highly 
commend  the  manner  in  which  he  and  his  able  corps  of  assist- 
ants have  discharged  their  duties.  His  clear  and  exhaustive 
report  should  receive  your  most  attentive  consideration. 
•  The  vast  region  of  the  Kankakee  is  shown  to  be  one  of  the 
most  fertile  regions  of  the  State,  and  by  the  excavation  of  a 
nearly  straight  channel  to  conduct  the  water  of  the  river,  a 
sufficient  fall  can  be  obtained  to  efiTect  a  thorough  drainage. 
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The  ease  with  which  the  channel  can  he  constructed  is  most 
gratifying,  and  the  cost  of  effecting  a  drainage,  however  con- 
siderable it  may  appear,  bears  no  sort  of  proportion  to  the  addi- 
tional value  which  drainage  will  impart  to  the  lands.  These 
lands,  on  account  of  their  proximity  to  Chicago,  are  covered 
by  a  net  work  of  leading  lines  of  railroads.  The  estimates 
of  the  engineer,  who  is  of  a  cautious  and  conservative  temper, 
maybe  regarded  as  being  certainly  above,  rather  than  below, 
what  would  be  the  actual  cost  of  the  work  required  to  be  done. 

It  was  hoped  that  the  rocky  bottom  of  the  bed  of  the  river, 
which  begins  in  Illinois,  two  miles  west  of  our  State  line, 
w^ould  not  at  that  point  oppose  any  obstacle  to  a  thorough 
drainage,  but  the  engineer  beleives  that  the  water,  flowing 
through  its  new  channel,  holding  particles  of  earth  in  suspen- 
sion, would  be  likely  to  deposit  a  sediment  at  that  point  and 
make  a  bar  which  might  render  lands  adjacent  to  the  river  lia- 
ble to  overflow.  He  thinks  that  for  a  distance  of  half  the 
length  of  the  contemplated  channel  the  work  of  drainage  can 
safely  be  prosecuted  without  delay,  but  that  the  rest  of  the  work 
should  await  an  acquisition  of  the  right  to  remove  for  a  speci- 
fied distance  the  rocky  obstruction  referred  to.  A  belief  has 
been  expressed,  however,  by  some  hydraulic  engineers,  that 
until  the  new  channel  shall  practically  cease  to  make  the  stream 
muddy,  any  tendency  to  create  a  bar  at  the  point  mentioned 
might  probably  be  prevented  by  one  of  the  small  vessels 
needed  at  any  rate  to  be  maintained  in  the  river  for  some  time 
after  the  completion  of  the  work,  being  fitted  with  simple  me- 
chanical appliances,  enabling  it  to  stir  the  sediment  and  keep  it 
in  suspension  until  it  can  pass  oft'  in  the  current  which  flows 
freely  over  the  rocky  bottom  of  the  river  at  that  point. 

With  respect  to  the  manner  in  which  this  important  under- 
taking shall  be  prosecuted,  there  will  no  doubt  bcfound  a  di- 
versity of  opinion.  The  law  of  18^)9,  which  was  intended  to 
provide  a  practical  scheme  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  work 
was  repealed  by  the  General  Assembly  soon  after  its  enactment. 
It  was  found  that  ttie  eftect  of  the  law  would  be  to  subject  to 
sale  for  a  non-payment  of  assesments  the  lands  of  most  of  the 
small  proprietors.  Such  proprietors  can  not  pay  any  consider- 
able assesnients  until  an  increase  of  crops,  occasioned  by  a 
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Teclanaatioii  of  their  lands,  provides  them  with  the  means  of 
payment.      Some  method  must  be  devised,  if  they  are  to  be 
protected,  by  which  the  work  may  go  on  and  there  may  be  a 
reasonable  delay  in  the  collection  of  the  assessments.     With 
respect  to  the  portion  of  these  lands  included  in  the  grant  of 
«wamp  lands  made  to  the  State  by  the  United  States,  the  State 
-engaged,   when  it  sold  them,   that  the   proceeds  of  the  sales 
should  be  applied  toward  draining  them.     It  must  be  confessed 
that  this  engagement  was  imperfectly  kept.     The  more  sanguine 
proprietors,  have  hoped  that,  in  consideration  of  this  fact,  the 
State  would  at  its  own  expense  undertake  to  drain  these  lands. 
It  does  not,  however,  seem  to  me  to  be  likely  that  tlie  Legis- 
lature would  be  willing  to  charge  the  State  with  the  expense  of 
so  considerable  an  undertaking.     But  the  fact  that  the  State 
fio  imperfectly  kept  its  engagement  should  certainly  incline  it 
to  a  couree  of  liberal  legislation.     It  is  believed  that  it  would 
be  competent  for  the  State  itself  to  advance  money,  retaining 
a  lien  on  the  lands  for  a  return  thereof;  but  if  this  should  be 
deemed  inexpedient  it  might  empower  the  counties  to  be  bene- 
fited by  the  drainage  to  guarantee  bonds  to  be  issued  in  pay- 
ment for  the  work,  retaining  a  lien  on  lands  benetited  in  anal- 
ogy to  the  provision  respecting  aid  to  gravel  road  companies. 
The  subject  is  one  of  so  great  importance  that  it  should  engage 
jour  early  and  most  earnest  attention. 

FEES    AND    SALARIES. 

For  many  years  complaints  have  been  made  in  the  more 
populous  counties  that  the  fees  and  salaries  of  officers  were  too 
large  for  the  services  performed.  It  has  also  been  asserted 
that  the  means  to  which  there  are  often  strong  temptations  to 
resort,  for  obtaining  nominations  for  offices  so  lucrative,  and  for 
ftecuring  success  at  the  polls,  have  a  corrupting  eftect  upon 
elections.  Before  the  adoption  of  the  Constitutional  Amend- 
ments of  1881,  the  Legislature  was  deprived  of  the  power  of 
curing  this  supposed  evil.  In  that  year  an  amendment  was 
passed  which  has  removed  the  difficulty.  This  amendment 
was  submitted  to  the  electors  of  the  State,  and  prevailed  by  a 
majority  of  more  than  90,000  votes.  A  session  of  the  Legisla-' 
ture  has  intervened  since   this  amendtnent   was   adopted,  but 
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no  act  has  been  passed  regulating  the  compensation  of  officer* 
in  the  manner  comtemplated.  Every  officer  should  be  ade- 
quately paid  for  his  services,  but  it  is  due  to  the  people  that  no- 
greater  sum  shall  be  taken  from  them,  in  the  way  of  fees  and 
salaries,  than  is  necessary  to  pay  to  the  officer  a  fair  compensa- 
tion. Officers  frequently,  however,  relinquish  regular  occupa- 
tions to  obtain  these  places,  under  an  expectation  that  the  rate 
of  fees  prevailing  when  they  were  elected  will  be  substantially 
maintained.  It  might  be  just,  therefore,  to  postpone  the  oper- 
ation of  the  regulating  act  for  a  reasonable  time  after  its  pas- 
sage. A  bill  properly  regulating  fees  and  salaries  will  require 
much  thoughtful  consideration,  and  should  engage  your  atten- 
tion at  a  very  early  period  of  the  session. 

CONSTITUTIONAL   AMENDMENTS. 

The  first  section  of  the  sixteenth  article  of  the  State  Consti- 
tution is  in  the  following  language : 

"Any  amendment  or  amendments  to  this  Constitution  may 
be  proposed  in  either  branch  of  the  General  Assembly ;  and  if 
the  same  shall  be  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
elected  to  each  of  the  two  Houses,  such  proposed  amendments 
shall  with  the  yeas  and  nays  thereon,  be  entered  on  their  jour- 
nals and  referred  to  the  General  Assembly,  to  be  chosen  at  the 
next  general  election;  and  if,  in  the  General  Assembly  so  next 
chosen,  such  proposed  amendment  or  amendments  shall  be 
agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each 
House,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Assembly  to 
submit  such  amendment  or  amendments  to  the  electors  of  the. 
State ;  and  if  a  majority  of  said  electors  shall  ratify  the  same, 
such  amendment  or  amendments  shall  become  a  part  of  this 
Constitution." 

At  the  special  session  of  the  General  Assembly  in  1881,  sev- 
eral joint  resolutions  were  introduced,  which  were  passed  by  a 
vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  elected  to  each  of  the  two 
Houses,  proposing  certain  amendments  to  the  Constitution. 
The  titles  of  the  several  resolutions,  and  their  numbers,  were 
entered  on  the  journals  of  the  two  Houses,  together  with  the 
yeas  and  nays  on  the  passage.  An  enrolled  copy  of  each  res- 
olution, containing  the  amendment  set  out  at  full  length,  was 
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«igned  by  the  President  of  the  Senate  ahd  the  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  transmitted  to  the  Governor,  and 
filed  by  him,  in  conformity  to  law,  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
of  State.  In  the  canvass  for  the  election  of  Senators  and  Rep- 
resentatives to  the  present  General  Assembly,  the  point,  it  is 
believed,  was  not  raised  that  proper  steps  had  not  been  taken 
in  the  last  General  Assembly  to  enable  the  present  one  to  con- 
sider the  amendments.  Since  the  election,  however,  the  point 
has  been  raised,  through  the  public  press,  that  the  proposed 
amendments  are  not  in  a  condition  to  be  considered  by  the 
present  General  Assembly,  because,  it  is  said,  they  were  not 
entered  at  length  in  the  journals  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  last 
General  Assembly.  Neither  of  the  points  raised  has  been  set- 
tled in  this  State  by  any  judicial  decision.  An  executive  con- 
struction was  given,  however,  to  one  of  the;n  in  a  message  of 
Governor  Baker,  in  the  case  of  what  is  known  as  the  Wabash 
and  Erie  Canal  amendment.  That  amendment  was  not  entered 
at  length  upon  the  journal  of  either  of  the  two  Houses.  The 
resolution  by  which  the  amendment  was  proposed  was  referred 
to  in  the  journal  of  each  House  by  its  title  merely,  and. the 
enrolled  copy  thereof  was  signed  by  the  presiding  officer  of 
each  House,  and  was  duly  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
of  State.  Governor  Baker  maintained  that  this  was  a  suffi- 
cient compliance  with  the  terms  of  the  Constitution. 

The  Constitution  requires,  in  the  case  of  bills,  that  upon  the 
passage  thereof  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays  and 
entered  upon  the  journals  of  the  two  Houses.  In  a  case  where 
the  point  was  urged  that  an  act  was  not  in  force  because  no 
entry  of  the  ayes  and  nays  on  its  passage  appeared  in  the  jour- 
nals, the  Supreme  Court  held  that  the  signatures  of  the  pre- 
siding officers  were  conclusive  evidence  of  the  passage. 

The  Constitution  is  silent  respecting  the  manner  in  which  a 
proposed  amendment  shall  be  referred  from  the  first  to  the 
second  General  Assembly.  The  main  object,  no  doubt,  is  to 
get  it  before  the  second  Assembly.  If  the  genuine  resolution 
passed  comes  before  the  second  Assembly,  and  is  acted  upon, 
the  object  of  a  reference  would  seem  to  have  been  attained, 
and  the  purpose  of  the  framers  of  that  instrument  to  have 
been  carried  out.    There  was,  I  believe,  no  formal  reference  of 
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the  amendments  adopted  in  1881  by  the  first  to  the   second 
General  Assembly. 

In  the  canvass  last  autumn  it  is  said  that  some  of  the  Sen- 
ators and  Representatives  who  were  chosen  at  the  November 
election  publicly  pledged  themselves  that,  if  they  were  chosen^ 
they  would  vote  at  the  present  session  to  submit  the  amend- 
ments to  the  electors  at  a  special  election.  Without  sayings 
anything  respecting  the  merits  of  the  several  amendments^ 
I  can  frankly  express  a  belief  that  pledges  upon  which  electors 
were  induced  to  vote  for  gentlemen  holding  seat«  in  either 
of  the  two  Houses  of  this  Assembly  will  not  be  disregarded 
except  for  overwhelming  reasons. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  importance  of  the  subjects  which  will  engage  your  at- 
tention during  the  session,  and  the  limited  time  allowed  to  you 
by  the  Constitution  for  their  consideration,  will  require  you  to- 
enter  early  and  vigorously  upon  your  work.  It  will  give  me 
pleasure  to  supply  you  with  such  facilities  for  the  perform- 
ance of  your  duties  as  can  be  furnished  by  the  Executive  De- 
partment. And  I  trust  that,  under  the  guidance  of  Divine 
Providence,  error  may  be  avoided,  and  the  best  interests  of  the 
people  subserved.

If  they  should  decline  to  proceed  further,  under  ex- 
isting circumstances,  a  grave  duty  will  be  devolved  upon  you 
in  determining  what  course  will  be  wisest  to  secure  an  early 
and  satisfactory  execution  of  the  unfinished  part,  of  the  work  ;"*

Whereas,  The  contractors  for  the  construction  of  the  New 
State  House,  in  answer  to  certain  interrogatories  propounded 
to  them,  have  indicated  that  their  present  loss  on  their  contract 

for  the  completion  of  said  State  House  is  $ ,  and  that 

their  losses  on  the  entire  contract,  at  present  prices,  would, 
amount  to  over  $800,000  and  that  such  changes  have  been 
made  by  the  State  House  Commissioners  as  to  release  them 
(the  contractors)  from  any  liability  on  their  bond;   and, 

Whereas,  The  people  of  this  State,  of  all  political  parties,, 
are  interested  in  ascertaining  the  truth  in  reference  to  the  claim 
of  losses  made  by  the  contractors,  and  especially  interested  in 
the  early  completion  of  the  New  State  House  within  the  con- 
tract price  if  possible ;  and, 

Whereas,  Many  of  the  taxpayers  of  the  State  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  claims  of  the  contractors  should  be  investi- 
gated fully,  fairly  and  completely  before  any  action  is  taken  by 
this  General  Assembly;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  seven,  composed  of  members, 
of  all  political  parties,  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker,  who  shall 
be  chargea  with  the  duty  of  inquiring  into  the  difference  in 
prices  of  material  used  and  labor  employed  in  the  construction 
of  the  new  State  House,  at  the  time  the  contract  was  awarded,, 
and  at  the  present  time;  and  to  inquire  into  the  responsibility 
of  the  contractors  who  have  undertaken  to  build  the  State 
House,  and  the  sufficiency  of  their  bond,  and  to  ascertain 
whether,  under  said  contract,  in  view  of  prevailing  prices  of 
material  and  labor,  said  new  State  House  can  be  built  within 
the  amount  provided  by  law  for  the  erection  of  said  building;. 
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and  for  all  of  these  purposes  said  committee  shall  have  power 
to  send  for  persons  and  papers,  to  examine  witnesses  under 
oath,  and  to  receive  and  publish  depositions,  and  shall  have 
leave  at  any  time  to  report  by  bill  or  otherwise. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  HeiFren,  this  resolution  was  laid  upon  the 
table,  and  200  copies  ordered  to  be  printed.

To  the  Honorable^  the  Senators  and  Members  of  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  State  of  Indiana  : 

Your  memorialist  shows  that  he  was  a  candidate  for  Congress 
in  the  Thirteenth  (13th)  Congressional  District  of  the  State  of 
Indiana  at  the  election  held  therein  on  the  Tuesday  after  the 
first  Monday  in  November,  1882. 

That  in  said  district  are  certain  large  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments having  engaged  in  them  a  great  number  of  employes. 
These  employes  are  for  the  most  part  poor  men,  depending 
upon  their  daily  earnings  for  the  support  of  themselves  and 
their  families.  These  employes  were  divided  in  political  sen- 
timent, and  many  of  them  desired  to  vote  for  your  memorialist 
for  Congressman,  and  for  the  local  and  State  ticket  on  which 
his  name  appeared.  The  proprietors  of  said  establishments 
are  opposed  in  political  sentiment,  to  your  memorialist,  d'esired 
his  defeat,  and  were  active  and  zealous  supporters  of  his  oppo- 
nent in  said  election.  On  the  day  of  said  election  said  manu- 
facturing establishments  were  not  closed,  but  were  run  and  op- 
erated during  the  time  the  polls  were  open  for  voting,  and  their 
employes  were  notified  to  report  for  work  as  usual,  and  in  case 
of  their  not  doing  so,  were  threatened  with  discharge.  Sundry 
of  those  who  disregarded  the  notice  aforesaid  were  discharged. 
The  employes  therein  were  not,  after  reporting,  allowed  to 
leave  and  approach  the  precincts  except  in  squads  of  ten  to 
thirty  in  number,  which  were  formed  under  the  order  and  cus- 
tody of  the  foremen  in  said  shops,  servants  and  agents  of  said 
proprietors,  which  foremen  furnished  the  men  under  their 
charge  with  tickets  to  be  voted  at  said  election. 

The  political  agents  and  adherents  of  your  memorialist  en- 
gaged in  distributing  ballots  with  his  name,  and  those  of  his 
5-H.  J. 
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co-candidates  for  county,  State  and  legislative  offices,  were 
not  allowed  to  approach  the  employes,  were  ordered  away 
from  the  establishments  and  excluded  therefrom.  The  conse- 
quence of  this  flagitious  management  and  carefully  planned 
and  executed  manoeuver  was  that  a  solid  vote  was  cast  by  the 
employes  of  such  establishments  under  the  order  and  custo4y 
of  their  foremen  and  the  proprietors,  against  your  memorialist 
and  his  colleagues  upon  the  ticket  which  he  represented. 

And  your  memorialist  represents  that  the  Constitution  of 
Indiana  provides  and  requires  that  all  elections  shall  be  "  free 
and  equal.'' 

The  laws  of  the  State  ought  to  carry  out  this  provision  of 
the  organi#  law  with  certainty  and  safety.  The  employes  of 
and  in  these  large  manufacturing  establishments  ought  not  to 
be  in  any  manner  disfranchised.  The  employes  ought  to  be  as 
free  in  the  opportunity  and  as  equal  in  their  right  to  vote  as 
their  fellow  citizens  outside  thereof. 

Advanced  in  years  and  engrossed*  with  the  pressing  engage- 
ments of  his  private  aftairs,  your  memorialist  does  not  care  to 
further  carry  the  investigation  of  these  evil  practices,  than  to 
call  the  attention  of  the  legislative  bodies  thereto. 

A  close  judiciar scrutiny  of  the  baneful  practices  at  said  elec- 
tion would  necessarily  involve  the  employes  in  the  displeasure, 
perhaps  farther  oppression  and  injury  by  their  employers.  It 
may  also  subject  employers  to  hatred  and  suspicion  on  the  part 
of  their  workmen. 

For  these  reasons,  I  ask  and  respectfully  pray  that  the  statute 
of  the  State  may  be  so  framed  as  assuredly  to  prevent  the  re- 
currence of  such  crimes  against  the  elective  franchise  in  the 
future,  and  that  some  measure,  in  the  form  of  a  criminal  enact- 
ment be  passed,  protecting  employes  from  this  species  of  duress 
and  espionage  upon  their  electoral  action,  especially  in  the 
large  manufactories. 

And,  as  in  duty  bound,  your  memorialist  will  ever  pray.

WEDNESDAY  MORNING. 

January  17,  1883. 

The  House  met  at  10  o'clock,  with  the  Speaker  in  the  Chair^ 

Prayer  was  oftered  by  Rev.  Joseph  E.  Jenckefi,  of  the  Epis- 
copal Church,  Cincinnati. 

The  Speaker  announced  that  he  had  appointed  Messrs.  Gor- 
don and  McClelland,  of  Lawrence,  as  additional  members  to 
the  Committee  on  Education. 

The  House  Journal  of  yesterday  was  read  and  approved. 

Mr.  Genung  was,  by  request,  granted  leave  of  absence  until 
Thursday. 

Mr.  Heftreu  arose  to  a  question  of  personal  privilege. 

Mr.  Speaker: 

I  rise  to  a  question  of  personal  privilege.  I  hold  in  my  hand 
this  morning's  Indianapolis  Daily  Journal,  in  which  is  an  ar- 
ticle entitled,  "After  Twenty  Years,"  purporting  to  come  from 
the  pen  of  "  General  Reub.  Williams,  in  the  Warsaw  Times." 
All  I  have  to  say  at  present,  is,  that  most  of  the  article  is  a  tis- 
sue of  falsehoods,  as  the  public  records  will  show.  It  is  true 
that  I  was  arrested  and  confined  in  a  Government  prison  for 
thirty-four  days ;  that  I  was  put  upon  trial  and  discharged.  It 
is  further  true,  but  not  stated  in  said  article,  that  afterwards, 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  decided  that  the  trial 
was  illegal,  and  that  the  military  commission  had  no  jurisdic- 
tion nor  right  to  try  me.  It  is  also  true  that  a  majority  of  the 
Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  were  Republicans  making  that 
decision.  When  I  was  incarcerated  I  only  weighed  180  pounds, 
but  that  imprisonment  so  ground  the  Democracy  that  was  in  me 
that  it  permeated  my  whole  system  and  gave  me  a  new  growth 
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until  I  now  tip  the  beam  at  390  pounds.  If  occasion  requires, 
I  may  go  into  the  whole  matter,  but  at  present  I  have  only  to 
ask  General  Reub.  Williams,  the  Indianapolis  Journal,  and  the 
Republican  party  generally,  supposing  this  all  to  be  true,  What 
are  you  going  to  do  about  it  ?

where  he  or  she  may  reside,  if  he  or  she  shall  have  been  duly- 
registered  according  to  law. 

Resolved^  That  in  submitting  this  proposition  to  the  electors 
to  be  voted  upon,  it  shall  be  designated  as  Amendment  No.  4.  A 
joint  resolution  proposing  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of 
the  State  of  Indiana,  by  inserting  article  seventeen,  forever  pro- 
hibiting the  manufacture,  sale,  or  keeping  for  sale,  in  the  State 
of  Indiana,  spituous,  vinous,  malt,  or  any  other  intoxicating 
liquors,  except  for  scientific,  medical,  mechanical,  and  wines 
for  sacramental  purposes,  and  providing  for  regulating  sales  for 
said  purposes. 

Resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana^  That 
the  following  amendment  be  and  is  hereby  proposed  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  State  of  Indiana,  to  be  submitted  to  the  vote  of 
the  electors  of  said  State,  viz.:  Amend  by  adding  thereto  article 
seventeenth,  so  as  to  read  as  follows:

Section  1.  The  manufacture,  sale,  or  keeping  for  sale,  in

Whereas,  There  is  great  complaint  on  account  of  the  unjust 
and  ruinous  competition  arising  from  the  contract  system  in 
vogue  in  our  State  Prisons,  by  which  not  only  free  competition 
in  the  awards  of  contracts  for  prison  labor  is  destroyed,  but 
worse  than  this,  and  far  more  ruinous,  the  labor  of  prisoners 
fed,  clothed  and  housed  by  the  State  is  put  on  the  market  at 
AH  average  of  fifty-three  and  one-half  cents  per  day,  of  nine 
and  one-third  hours  average  for  the  year,  thus  throwing  the 
manufactured  products  of  this  slave  paid  labor,  associated  with 
the  best  machinery  and  skilled  management,  on  the  market  to 
ruinously  compete  with  the  manufactures  produced  by  free 
labor,  self-clothed  laborers,  who  are  tax  payers,  faithful  to  all 
the  obligations  of  citizenship,  guilty  of  no  misdemeanor,  unless 
at  be  in  that  they  are  the  heads  and  members  of  families  whose 
fortune  it  is  to  eat  bread  honestly  earned  in  the  sweat  of  their 
brow  ;  and, 

Whereas,  This  is  an  opportune  time  to  commence  an  inves 
tigation  which  must  lead  to  prison  labor  reform ;  therefore, 

Resolcedj  That  we  instruct  our  Committee  on  Prisons  to  care- 
fully investigate  this  matter  in  its  various  phases  and  ramifica- 
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tions,  and  report  to  this  House  at  an  early  day  the  result  of" 
such  investigation,  in  order  that  this  House  may  promptly  and 
intelligently  apply  the  remedy  to  this  crying  evil.

Mr.  Montgomery  moved  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Agriculture,  on  House  Bill  No.  165,  be  recommitted  to  the 
Oommittee  on  County  and  Township  Business. 

Mr.  Pruitt  moved  to  lay  the  motion  on  the  table. 
Which  was  lost. 
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Mr.  Heffren  moved  to  amend  the  motion  by  recommitting^ 
the  bill  to  the  Committee  on  Agriculture. 

Which  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Kester,  of  the  Committee  on  Agriculture,  made  the  fol- 
lowing report : 

Mr.  Speaker: 

Your  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom  was  referred 
House  Bill  No.  134,  introduced  by  Mr.  Howland,  being  a  bill 
to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  regulation! 
of  the  running  at  large  of  all  kinds  of  animals  in  the  diflerent 
townships  of  the  State,"  have  had  said  bill  under  considera- 
tion, and  recommend  that  the  following  amendments  be  made, 
to-wit : 

First.  That  the  title  to  said  bill  be  amfended  so  as  to  read  a& 
follows,  to-wit:  An  act  to  amend  section  1  of  an  act  entitled 
"An  act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  the  running  at  large 
of  all  kinds  of  animals  within  the  different  townships  in  the 
different  counties  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  and  to  provide  for 
the  taking  up,  impounding  and  selling  of  all  such  animals  a& 
shall  not  be  allowed  by  law  to  run  at  large,"  approved  March 
29,  1879,  being  section  2637  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  1881. 

Second.  That  section  1  of  said  bill  be  amended  by  striking 
out  all  of  said  section  after  the  enacting  clause,  and  inserting 
the  following,  to-wit :  That  section  1  of  an  act  entitled  "An 
act  to  amend  section  1  of  an  act  to  provide  for  the  regulation 
of  the  running  at  large  of  all  kinds  of  animals  within  the  dif- 
ferent townships  in  the  different  counties  of  the  State,  and  to 
provide  for  the  taking  up,  impounding  and  selling  of  all  such, 
animals  as  shall  not  be  allowed  by  law  to  run  at  larg^,"  ap- 
proved March  29,  1879,  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  whenever  a  majority  of  the  freeholders  ot" 
any  township,  excluding  residents  of  incorporated  towns  and 
cities,  shall  petition  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  of  the 
county  in  which  such  township  is  situate,  to  make  an  order 
regulating  the  running  at  large  of  stuck  within  said  township, 
said  petition  setting  forth  the  kinds  of  animals  by  name,  and  of 
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what  age  and  sex,  and  at  what  season  of  the  year  the  petition- 
ers desire  said  animals  to  be  allowed  to  run  at  large  upon  the 
uninelosed  lands  and  commons  in  said  township,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  Board  of  Commissioners  of  such  county  to  direct 
by  an  order,  to  be  entered  on  the  order  book  of  said  Board  of 
Commissioners,  that  the  kind  of  animals  named  in  said  petition, 
and  none  others,  shall  be  allowed  to  run  at  large  upon  the  un- 
inelosed lands  and  commons  of  said  township  at  the  season 
named  in  said  petition :  Promded^  however^  that  they  may  also 
make  an  order  duly  entered  on  the  order  book  of  said  Board  of 
Commissioners,  allowing  the  class  of  animals  named  in  said 
petition  to  run  at  large  upon  the  public  commons  and  unin- 
elosed lands  of  certain  portions  only  of  said  township  when  the 
township  is  divided  by  a  river  or  railroad,  providing  that  such 
stock  may  run  at  large  on  one  side  of  such  river  or  railroad, 
and  not  on  the  other  side  thereof  in  the  same  township.  And 
in  determining  whether  the  petition  named  herein  is  signed  by 
a  majority  of  the  freeholders  of  such  township  outside  of  the 
incorporated  towns  and  cities  situate  therein,  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  shall  be  controlled  by  the  number  of  freeholders 
of  said  township,  as  shown  by  the  tax  duplicate  for  the  county 
made  last  before  the  filing  of  said  petition,  and  when  said  bill 
shall  have  been  amended  as  above  set  out,  your  committee  re- 
spectfully recommend  its  passage. 

Which  was  concurred  in  and  amendments  thereto  adopted. 

Mr.  Gerber,  of  the  Committee  on  Roads,  made  the  following 
report: 

Mr.  Speaker: 

Your  Committee  on  Roads,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill 
No.  147,  introduced  by  Mr.  Pruitt,  being  a  bill  providing  for 
the  election  of  Road  Supervisors  and  their  duties,  and  repeal- 
ing all  laws  in  conflict  therewith,  have  had  the  same  under 
consideration,  and  have  instructed  me  to  report  the  same  back 
to  the  House  with  the  recommendation  that  the  further  consid- 
eration of  said  bill  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Which  was  concurred  in. 
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Mr.  Eley,  of  the  Committee  on  Roads,  made  the  following 
report : 

Mr.  Speaker: 

Your  Committee  on  Roads,  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill 
No.  48,  introduced  by  Mr.  Mock,  being  a  bill  entitled,  "An  act 
providing  for  the  election  and  appointment  of  Supervisors  of 
Highways  and  matters  properly  connected  therewith,  and  re- 
pealing an  act  entitled,  'An  act  concerning  roads  and  highways,' 
approved  April  15,  1881,  *and  declaring  an  emergency,'"  have 
had  said  bill  under  consideration  and  recommend  that  the  same 
be  amended  as  follows: 

First.  That  section  16  of  said  bill  be  amended  by  striking 
out  the  following  words  in  lines  4,  5,  6,  7  and  8,  on  page  10,  to- 
wit:  "  And  may  assess  a  tax  in  ^ny  sum  not  exceeding  five 
cents  on  each  acre  of  taxable  land  for  road  purposes,  to  be  col- 
lected  as  other  taxes  are  collected." 

Second.  That  section-  18  be  amended  so  as  to  .read  as  fol- 
lows, to- wit:  "If  the  probable  cost  of  constructing  any  bridge 
or  culvert  shall  exceed  fifty  dollars,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Township  Trustee  of  any  township  in  this  State  where  such 
bridge  or  culvert  is  required,  to  notify  the  Board  of  County 
Commissioners  of  his  county  of  the  necessity  of  the  construc- 
tion of  such  bridge  or  culvert,  and  the  probable  cost  of  the 
same,  when  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners to  make  examination  of  the  location  and  public  utility 
of  the  construction  of  such  bridge  or  culvert,  and  if  in  their 
judgment  such  bridge  or  culvert  is  of  public  utility,  such  Board 
shall  at  once  prpceed  to  construct  such  bridge  or  culvert,  and 
pay  for  the  same  out  of  the  bridge  fund  of  the  county  where 
such  bridge  or  culvert  is  situate." 

Third.  That  the  following  be  added  to  said  bill  as  a  sepa- 
rate section,  and  numbered  "Section  25,"  to-wit:  Section  25. 
Every  such  Trustee  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  a  map  or 
plat  of  his  township,  showing  the  division  of  such  township 
into  road  districts,  together  with  a  description  of  the  lands 
composing  each  of  such  districts,  by  sections  and  parts  of  sec- 
tions, and  that  the  County  Auditors  of  such  county  shall  be 
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required  to  furnish  to  each  of  the  Supervisors  of  the  county, 

on  or  betore  the  —  day  of of  each  year,  a  road  tax-list, 

showing  the  amount  of  road  tax  owing  and  due  from  each  per- 
son owning  property  in  said  road  districts. 

Fourth.  That  section  25  of  said  bill  be  designated  and  num- 
bered SOT  as  to  constitute  section  26. 

Fifth.  That  section  26  of  said  bill  be  designated  and  num- 
bered so  as  to  constitute  section  27. 

And  when  said  bill  shall  have  been  so  amended,  your  com- 
mittee respectfully  rccommed  its  passage,  and  that  400  copies  of 
the  bill  be  printed  for  the  use  of  members  of  this  House. 
Which  was  concurred  in. 

Mr.  Kester,  from  the  Committee  on  Roads,  made  the  follow- 
ing report : 

Mr.  Speaker: 

Your  Committee  on  Roads,  to  whom  was  referred  House 
Bill  No.  20,  introduced  by  Mr.  Montgomery,  of  Owen  county, 
being  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  concerning  roads  and  highways, 
and  other  matters  connected  therewith,'*  have  had  said  bill 
under  consideration,  and  for  the  reason  that  there  is  another 
bill  fuller  and  more  complete  than  this  one  now  befort^  the 
House,  and  reported  for  passage  by  the  committee,  would  there- 
fore respectfully  recommend  that  said  Bill  No.  20,  be  postponed 
indefinitely.

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  House  Bill  No.  9, 
introduced  by  William  W.  Gilman,  forbidding  the  Commis- 
sioners of  counties  and  Judges  of  courts  to  hear  petitions  for 
drainage,  unless  the  same  be  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  land- 
owners to  be  affected  thereby,  report  that  said  bill  has  been 
considered  by  them,  and  they  recommend  that  the  same  be 
indefinitely  postponed.

Mr.  Speaker:

them,  and  they  recommend  that  the  word  "twenty"  instead 
"ten"  be  inserted  in  line  fourteen,  and,  with  this  addition,  thai 
the  same  do  pass.

Mr.  Speaker  : 

Your  Special  Committee  selected  to  inquire  into  the  correct 
report  that  small-pox  existed  in  the  county  jail  of  Marion 
county,  Indiana,  report  that  they  have  fully  and  carefully  ex- 
amined into  the  same  matter,  and  find  that  there  were  two 
prisoners  confined  in  said  county  jail  who  were  affected  with 
small-pox,  and  that  said  prisoners  effected  their  escape  from  the 
officers  of  the  law  while  conveying  them  to  the  pest-house  of 
said  county  aforesaid.  And  your  committee  understand,  in 
addition,  that  said  prisoners  have  not  yet  been  apprehended, 
and  it  is  believed  that  they  have  left  the  city  of  Indianapolis. 
The  county  jail  is  quarantined  at  present,  and  every  precaution 
will  be  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  this  malady.

AFTERNOON  SESSION.

Hon,  W.  Z).  Bynamy  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives: 

In  obedience  to  House  Resolution  No.  36,  relative  to  insur- 
ance and  other  corporations  filing  statements,  etc.,  as  required 
by  sections  83,  84,  85,  86  and  87  of  an  act  concerning  taxation, 
approved  March  29,  1881,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

As  section  83  of  said  act  has  sole  reference  to  foreign  insur- 
ance companies,  I  respectfully  refer  to  pages  124  to  131,  inclu- 
sive, of  my  annual  report  for  1882,  in  which  will  be  found  a 
complete  list  of  all  insurance  companies  organized  under  the 
laws  of  other  States,  and  now  engaged  in  transacting  business 
in  this  State. 

This  list  embraces  all  foreign  insurance  companies,  excepting 
those  that  openly  transact  business  in  violation  of  law,  the 
number  and  names  of  which  are  unknown. 

I  refer,  in  this  connection,  to  the  numerous  assessment  asso- 
ciations or  organizations — ^grave  yard  insurance  companies,  aid 
associations,  etc. — many  of  which  are,  or  claim  to  be,  organized 
under  the  laws  of  other  States,  and  which  do  not  and  can  not 
comply  with  the  present  statutes  regulating  foreign  State  insur- 
ance companies. 

The  answer  to  the  remainder  of  the  inquiry  embraced  in  the 
resolution  is  also  briefly  stated  on  page  68  of  said  report. 

So  far  as  this  office  is  advised,  there  are  transacting  business 
in  this  State  three  express  companies,  viz.:  The  Adams,  Amer- 
ican, and  United  States.  Two  telephone  companies,  to-wit.: 
The  Western,  and  the  Louisville  Telephone  Company.     Three 
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sleeping  car  companies,  to-wit.:  The  Pullman,  Woodruff,  and 
New  York;  and  one  telegraph  company,  to-wit:  The  Western 
Union. 

The  corporations  aside  from  insurance  companies  that  have 
reported  and  paid  the  required  tax  referred  to  in  the  resolution, 
are  the  Adams  and  United  States  Express  Companies,  the 
Western  and  Louisville  Telephone  Companies. 

The  New  York  Sleeping  Car  Company  reported  and  paid  the 
tax  for  the  year  1881,  but  failed  or  refused  to  report  and  pay 
the  tax  for  the  year  1882. 

The  Pullman  and  Woodruif  Sleeping  Car  Companies,  and 
the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  have  made' reports  as 
required  by  law,  but  refuse  to  pay  the  tax.  The  Attorney 
General  was  requested  to  bring  suit  to  recover  the  same,  and 
said  suit,  I  am  advised,  is  now  pending  in  the  United  States 
court.     (See  report  of  Attorney  General,  page  19.) 

It  may  be  proper  to  add  that  the  sleeping  car  companies  and 
the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  offered  to  pay  the  re- 
quired tax  on  gross  receipts  for  fares  and  messages  between 
terminal  points  within  the  State,  but  deny  the  right  or  au- 
thority of  the  State  to  place  any  tax  upon  their  receipts  for 
through  business,  by  which  is  meant,  fares  or  charges  for  trips 
or  messages  that  had  not  beginning  and  ending  within  the 
limits  of  this  State.

property  in  the  manner  that  other  tangible  property  is  assessed 
and  taxed.  Such  statement  shall  contain  an  abstract  of  the 
amount  received  in  each  county,  and  the  total  amount  received 
in  all  the  counties  of  this  State,  and  such  joint  stock  association, 
company  or  corporation  shall,  at  the  time  of  making  such  re- 
port, pay  into  the  Treasury  of  this  State  the  sum  of  $3  on  each 
$100  of  such  receipts,  and  every  such  joint  stock  association, 
company  or  corporation  failing  or  refusing  for  more  than  thirty 
days  after  the  first  day  of  May  of  each  year,  to  render  an  ac- 
curate statement  of  such  receipts  as  above  provided,  and  to  pay 
the  required  tax  thereon,  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  $100  for  each 
such  statement  and  payment  shall  be  delayed,  to  be  recovered 
in  an  action  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  on  the  rela- 
tion of  the  Auditor  of  State  in  any  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction, and  the  Attorney  General  shall  conduct  such  prosecu- 
tion, and  such  joint  stock  association,  company  or  corporation 
so  failing  to  make  such  statement  and  payment,  shall  be  prohib- 
ited from  carying  on  business  in  this  State  until  such  statement 
and  payment  is  made.

port that  we  find  there  are  the  muster-in  rolls  of  twelve  regi- 
ments of  the  late  war  and  of  the  muster-in  rolls  of  the  Indiana 
Legion ;  twelve  regiments  are  unrecorded.  Of  the  unrecorded 
muster-out  rolls  we  find  the  rolls  of  the  five  regiments  of  the 
Mexican  war  and  152  regiments  of  the  late  war  and  of  the  In- 
diana Legion,  and  the  muster-out  rolls  of  twenty-six  batteries 
of  artillery.  -» We  find  these  rolls  require  almost  constant  han- 
dling and  have  become  very  mUch  worn,  and  unless  some  means 
for  their  preservation  is  adopted  they  will  soon  be  so  worn  and 
defaced  that  they  will  be  lost  to  the  State  and  to  the  citizens  of 
the  State  who  are  dependent  upon  them  to  complete  their  proof 
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in  cases  pending  against  the  United  States.  Your  committee 
would  report  that,  in  their  judgment,  measures  should  be  at 
once  taken  to  have  certified  copies  of  these  muster  rolls  made 
in  good,  substantial  record  books,  so  that  the  rolls  and  record 
may  be  preserved. 

Your  committee  find  further,  that  there  has  not  been,  and  is 
not  now,  any  appropriation  whereby  the  Adjutant  General 
could  procure  such  record  books,  and  that  no  clerical  force  has 
been  provided  for  the  office  so  that  he  could  cause  the  work  to 
be  done. 

We  believe  that  the  best  interests  of  the  State  demand  that 
these  muster  rolls  should  be  carefully  recorded  and  preserved, 
and  we  now  submit  herewith  the  accompanying  bill  and  recom- 
mend that  it  do  pass.

No.  23,  introduced  by  Mr.  Stewart,  being  a  bill  to  amend  sec- 
tion twenty-seven  of  an  act  concerning  highways,  have  had  the 
same  under  consideration,  and  your  committee  request  me  to 
report  the  same  back  to  the  House  with  the  recommendation 
that  it  pass. 

Which  report  was  concurred  in. 

Mr.  Howland,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Reformatory 
Institutions,  have  had  under  consideration  House  Bill  No.  52, 
introduced  by  Mr.  Wilson  of  Marion,  entitled  "A  bill  to  pro- 
vide for  the  construction  of  a  sewer  from  the  grounds  owned 
by  the  State,  at  or  near  the  Indiana  Reformatory  Institution 
for  Women  and  Girls,  so  as  to  connect  said  sewer  with  one  of 
the  principal  sewers  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis,"  and  recom- 
mend that  said  bill  be  amended  by  striking  out  all  after  the 
enacting  clause  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following — 
and  when  thus  amended  the  committee  further  recommend  the 
passage  of  the  bill : 

That  there  shall  be  constructed,  with  the  least  possible  delay, 
a  good  substantial  underground  brick  dewer,  from  a  point  on 
the  grounds  owned  by  the  State,  at  or  near  the  Indiana  Re- 
formatory Institution  for  Women  and  Girls,  and  to  connect 
with  the  sewer  belonging  to  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  on  Wash- 
ington street,  at.  New  Jersey  street:  Provided,  That  if  the 
city  shall  extend  the  sewer  on  Washington  street  to  Noble  or 
Pine  streets,  then  the  sewer  hereby  authorized  shall  terminate 
at  the  eastern  end  of  such  extension,  and  shall  be  there  con- 
nected with  such  extended  sewer ;  and  the  Governor  is  hereby 
empowered  to  pay  to  the  city,  to  aid  in  the  extension  of  said 
sewer,  an  amount  equal  to  the.  cost  of  the  construction  of  such 
smaller  sewer,  had  such  smaller  sewer  been  constructed  for  an 
equal  distance  on  Market  street.    And  the  Governor  of  the 
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State  is  hereby  directed  and  empowered  to  construct  said  sewer, 
and  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  for  that  purpose. 
The  route  of  said  sewer  shall  be  from  such  point  near  the  Re- 
formatry  buildings,  to  be  selected  by  the  Governor,  to  a  point 
in  Ohio  street,  where  it  will  intersect  the  sewer  leading  from 
the  Insitution  for  the  Education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb; 
thence  following  the  route  of  said  sewer,  as  near  as  practicable, 
to  Market  street;  thence  down  Market  street  to  New  Jersey 
street;  thence  on  New  Jersey  street  to  the  intersection  of  the 
Washington  street  sewer:  Provided^  That  if  said  city  shall 
extend  said  Washington  street  sewer,  as  aforesaid,  then,  and 
in  that  case,  the  sewer  hereby  authorized  shall  be  connected 
with  said  Washington  street  sewer  at  such  point  of  extension. 

Sec.  2.  The  size  of  said  sewer  shall  be,  from  the  Reforma- 
tory Institution  aforesaid,  to  the  intersection  of  the  sewer  lead- 
ing from  the  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  eighteen  by 
twenty-four  inches,  egg  shaped,  and  from  that  point  to  the 
Washington  street  sewer,  thirty  inches  in  diameter. 

Sec.  3.  The  provisions  of  Article  30  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
of  the  State  of  Indiana  of  1881,  as  to  the  w^it  of  assessment  of 
damages,  are  hereby  extended  and  applied  to  all  rights  of  way 
and  other  private  rights  that  it  may  be  necessary  to  acquire  in 
constructing  said  sewer  and  in  connecting  the  same  with  such 
sewer,  as  contemplated  by  this  act,  so  far  as  said  provisions  may 
become  necessary  to  be  applied,  or  so  far  as  they  can  be  applied 
thereto,  and  such  provisions  of  said  article  may  be  invoked  for 
the  purpose  aforesaid,  either  by  the  State  at  the  instance  of  the 
Attorney  General,  under  direction  of  the  Governor,  or  by  said 
city  at  the  instance  of  the  City  Attorney,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Mayor,  as  to  the  carrying  into  effect  of  this  act  may  require. 

Sec  4.  The  Governor  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  employ  a  competent  Civil  Engineer  to  superinteud  the  con- 
struction of  said  sewer  at  a  compensation  not  exceeding  five 
dollars  per  day  for  each  day  actually  employed. 

Sec  5.  An  emergency  is  hereby  declared  to  exist  for  the 
immediate  taking  effect  of  this  act,  wherefore  the  same  shall 
take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

Amend  section  16  by  adding:  Unless  the  Town  Board  of 
Trustees  shall  remove  said  Marshal  for  neglect  of  auty,  drunk- 
enness, incapacity,  or  other  unfitness  for  office,  upon  a  proper 
charge  or  charges  and  specifications  made  by  some  resident  of 
the  town  where  such  Marshal  has  been  elected,  the  said  Mar- 
shal to  be  served  with  a  copy  of  such  charge  or  charges  and 
specifications  five  days  before  the  time  set  for  trial  by  said 
Board,  and  if  said  Marshal  shall  be  found  guilty  by  a  majority 
of  said  Board,  he  shall  be  removed  from  office,  and  a  successor 
appointed  by  said  Board,  and  said  complaining  person,  as  well 
as  such  defendant,  shall  be  entitled  to  have  writs  of  subpoena 
issued  by  the  clerk  of  said  Board,  attested  by  the  seal  thereof, 
and  who  may  be  examined  in  all  respects  the  same  as  if  said 
trial  was  in  the  circuit  court,  and  said  Board  are  empowered  to 
enforce  obedience  to  all  writs  by  attachment  as  is  now  provided 
in  criminal  cases.  The  action  of  said  Board  upon  the  trial  of 
said  charge  and  specifications  shall  be  final.  The  Town  Attor- 
ney shall  appear  and  prosecute  such  charges  so  made  against 
such  Marshal. 

Add  to  section  40  the  following :  "And  any  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  any  incorporated  town  in  this  State,  in  which  are  any 
grounds  known  as  •  commons'  within  the  limits  of  said  town, 
are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  said  commons  to 
be  surveyed  and  platted  into  lots  of  convenient  size,  as  near  as 
may  be  to  correspond  with  the  size  of  other  lots  in  said  town, 
and  shall  cause  said  lots  to  be  appraised  by  two  reputable 
freeholders  of  said  town  at  their  fair  cash  value.  If  any  im- 
provements are  made  thereon,  said  improvements  shall  also  be 
appraised  separately,  if  put  there  by  individuals,  companies,  or 
corporations.  Such  Trustees  shall  advertise  such  lots  for  sale  for 
four  weeks,  in  the  newspaper  having  the  largest  circulation  in 
said  town,  and  by  posting  up  not  less  than  ten  notices  of  the 
time  and  place  of  sale  of  said  lots,  said  lots  shall  be  sold  for 
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one-third  cash  in  hand,  one-third  in  nine  months,  and  one- 
third  in  eighteen  months  from  the  day  of  sach  sale,  the  pur- 
chaser executing  his  note,  secured  by  a  mortgage  upon  said 
property,  for  the  deferred  payments.  Should  any  lot  have  im- 
provements erected  thereon,  and  any  other  person  purchase 
the  said  lot  than  the  one  owning  such  improvements,  the  said 
Board  of  Trustees  6hall  pay  to  the  owner  of  said  improvements 
the  appraised  value  of  said  improvements.  Said  Trustees 
hereby  are  invested  with  full  power  to  make  any  and  all  con- 
veyances, and  to  receive  said  note,  or  notes,  and  mortgage,  or 
mortgages,  and  have  the  same  duly  recorded,  and  when  said 
debt  so  secured  is  fully  paid,  said  Board  shall,  by  its  President, 
release  and  discharge  the  same.  Said  lots  shall  not  be  sold  for 
less  than  two-thirds  of  their  appraised  value." 

Amend  section  41  by  striking  out  the  proviso. 

Amend  section  49  by  striking  out  ''The  Marshal  shall  be 
eX'Officio  the  Street  Commissioner  of  said  town,"  and  insert  "The 
Board  of  Trustees  shall  appoint  a  competent  and  skillful  Street 
Commissioner,  whose  duties  shall  be  prescribed  by  a  proper 
ordinance  or  ordinances."

The  Auditor  of  such  county  shall  be  the  agent 
of  such  county  to  negotiate  such  bonds  at  their  par  value,  for 
which  he  shall  receive  one-quarter  of  one  per  cent,  as  his  com- 
pensation for  said  services. 

All  purchasers  of  such  bonds  shall  pay  the  amount 
into  the  county  treasury,  on  the  certificate  of  the  Auditor,  and 
file  the  Treasurer's  receipt  therefor  with  the  County  Auditor 
and  receive  his  bond  or  bonds  according  to  his  purchase  on 
payment.

law,  or  bring  his  suit  against  said  county  in  any  court  having 
jurisdiction  of  the  person  and  subject  matter  thereof:  Provided^ 
He  brings  his  suit  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the  order 
of  said  Commissioners :  Provided  further j  That  if  said  Board  of 
Commissioners  do  not  act  on  said  claim  or  demand  for  two 
terms  of  their  court  after  the  same  has  been  filed,  then  suit  may 
be  brought  thereon  the  same  as  if  such  Board  of  Commissioners 
had  refused  to  allow  the  same,"  and,  when  so  amended,  that 
the  same  pass.

Your  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  House 
Bill  No.  223,  introduced  by  Mr.  Price,  relating  to  the  settle- 
ment of  decedents'  estates,  have  had  the  same  under  consider- 
ation, and  instruct  me  to  report  the  same  back  to  the  House 
with  the  recommendation  that  it  be  amended  as  follows: 

Strike  out  the  title  of  said  bill  and  in  lieu  thereof  insert  the 
following :  A  bill  for  an  act  to  amend  sections  4,  28,  47,  66, 
86,  87,  93,  95,  97, 114, 115,  151,  158, 159, 160,  164,  165,  176, 180, 
183, 199,  207,  208,  and  215,  and  to  repeal  sections  88,  89,  90, 
106, 157, 162, 169,  and  200,  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  providing 
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for  the  settlement  and  distribution  of  decedente'  estates/'  ap- 
proved April  14,  1881. 

Also,  strike  out  all  of  siiid  bill  after  the  enacting  clause  and 
insert  the  following: 

Section  1.  That  section  4  of  the  above  entitled  act  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  4.  The  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court  shall  examine  the 
bond  filed  by  executors  and  administrators,  with  a  view  to  as- 
certaining their  sufficiency;  examine  any  inventory,  sale  bill, 
account  current  or  final,  and  vouchers  filed  therewith,  or  ex- 
amine into  the  condition  of  an  estate  generally.  In  order  to 
make  such  examination,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  process  to  com- 
pel the  executor  or  administrator,  and  other  witnesses,  to  appear 
and  testify  before  him  on  the  hearing,  and  the  production  of 
books,  papers  and  moneys  pertinent  to  the  matter  to  be  heard. 
Any  person  refusing  to  appear  or  testify  in  vacation  may  be 
attached  for  contempt  and  held  to  bail  to  answer  therefor. 

Sbc.  2.  That  section  23  of  the  above  entitled  act  be  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec  23.  On  a  written  application,  verified  by  oath,  of  any 
person  interested  in  the  estate,  or  of  any  co-executor,  co-ad- 
ministrator, or  surety  of  such  executor  or  administrator,  speci- 
fying the  grounds  of  complaint,  any  executor,  administrator 
with  the  will  annexed,  or  administrator  may  be  removed,  and 
his  letters  superceded  by  the  court  in  which  such  letters  issued, 
for  any  of  the  following  causes: 

First.  .  Where  from  sickness,  habitual  drunkenness,  imbecil- 
ity, change  of  residence,  actual  or  intended,  or  other  cause,  he 
is  rendered  incapable  of  discharging  his  trust  to  the  interest  of 
the  estate.  ' 

Second.  When  he  shall  fail  to  make  and  return  inventories 
and  sale  bills,  or  to  render  account  of  his  administration  accord- 
ing to  law  or  the  order  of  the  Court,  or  shall  waste,  or  fail  to 
pay  over,  according  to  law,  the  money  of  such  estate. 

Third.  When  it  shall  be  shown  to  the  Court*,  by  his  sure- 
ties, that  such  executor  or  administrator  has  become,  or  is  likely 
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to  become  insolvent,  in  consequence  of  which  his  sureties  have 
suffered  or  will  suffer  loss. 

Fourth.  Where  any  adrainistratix  or  executrix  at  the  time 
letters  issued,  was  unmarried,  and  shall  afterwards  marry,  and 
her  husband  shall  fail  to  file  his  consent  in  open  court,  in  writ- 
ing, to  her  continuance  as  such. 

Fifth.  But  whenever  an  executor  or  administrator  shall  be 
about  removing  from  the  county  in  which  he  resided  at  the 
time  he  became  such  executor  or  administrator,  he  shall,  before 
leaving  such  county,  make  a  true  and  final  exhibit,  under  oath, 
to  the  Circuit  Court,  of  the  condition  of  the  estate  of  which 
he  is  executor  or  administrator,  at  which  time  his  letters  of 
executorship  or  administration  shall  be  revoked,  provided  that 
if  an  executor  or  administrator  removes  to  another  county  in 
this  State,  his  letters  shall  be  revoked,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Court. 

Sixth.  Where  he  shall  fail  to  give  additional  bond  and  sure- 
ties, as  required  by  the  Court;  or,  the  Court  may,  without  such 
application,  for  any  such  causes,  in  cases  of  emergency,  remove 
such  executor  or  administrator  instauter,  without  citation. 

Sec.  3.  That  section  47  of  the  above  entitled  act  be  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  47.  The  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court,  to  whom  such  in- 
ventory and  appraisement  are  returned,  shall  immediately 
thereafter,  and  before  the  same  are  filed  and  recorded,  present 
them  to  the  Judge  of  such  Court,  who  shall  carefully  examine 
the  same  and  indorse  an  approval  thereon,  if  found  correct  and 
in  proper  form,  and  return  them  to  the  Clerk,  to  be  filed  and 
recorded  in  the  record  kept  for  that  purpose.  If  the  same  bo 
found  incorrect  or  informal,  the  defects  shall  be  noted  thereon, 
and  the  inventory  and  appraisement  returned  to  the  executor 
or  administrator  for  correction,  and  the  same,  when  corrected, 
shall  be  returned  to  the  Clerk,  and  filed  and  recorded  as  afore- 
said. 

2290.  Sec  4.  That  section  66  of  the  above  entitled  act  be 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  66.  An  executor  or  administrator  making  a  public  sale 
of  personal  property,  shall  select  a  clerk  to  keep  an  account

thereof,  who  shall  not  be  related  to  him,  or  interested  in  the 
estate.  He  shall  be  furnished  by  the  executor  or  administrator 
with  a  copy  of  the  inventory  of  the  property  to  be  sold,  and 
shall  kelip  a  minute  of  each  article  sold,  the  number  thereof  on 
the  inventory,  to  whom  and  for  how  much  sold,  the  amount  of 
cash  paid  by  each  purchaser,  and  names  of  sureties  taken  on 
notes.  He  shall,  upon  completion  of  the  sale,  make  ont  upon 
printed  blanks  prepared  for  that  purpose  a  sale  bill  thereof, 
which  shall  specify  the  time,  place,  and  terms  of  sale,  the  dif- 
ferent articles  sold,  prices  thereof,  amount  of  cash  paid,  and 
names  of  purchasers  and  sureties. 

The  articles  shall  be  arranged  in  the  sale  bill  in  the  same  nu- 
merical order  in  which  they  appear  on  the  inventory,  and  op- 
posite each  article  on  the  margin  shall  be  noted  the  number  it 
bears  on  the  inventory.  If  any  of  the  articles  named  in  the 
inventory,  and  subject  to  sale,  remain  unsold,  the  clerk  of  the 
sale  shall  subjoin  to  the  sale  bill  a  list  thereof,  in  the  oi-der  in 
which  they  appear  on  the  inventory,  noting  in  the  proper  col- 
umns, opposite  each  article,  the  number  and  appraisement 
thereof  as  shown  on  the  inventory. 

The  sale  bill  and  subjoined  list  shall  be  correctly  added  up 
and  the  footings  noted  on  each. 

The  clerk  shall  thereupon  take  and  subscribe  an  oath,  to  be 
indorsed  upon  or  attached  to  the  sale  bill,  that  the  sale  bill  and 
subjoined  list,  if  any,  contain  a  true  and  complete  account  of 
the  sale  of  the  personal  property  of  the  deceased  by  the  execu- 
tor or  administrator,  and  of  the  articles  remaining  unsold,  as 
shown  by  the  inventory.  The  sale  bill  and  subjoined  list  shall 
then  be  returned  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  in  which  the  estate 
is  pending,  who  shall  present  the  same  to  the  Judge  for  exam- 
ination, whereupon  like  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  upon  the 
return  of  an  inventory  and  appraisement. 

2310.  8bc.  5.  That  section  86  of  the  above  entitled  act  be 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

8ec.  86.  No  action  shall  be  brought  by  complaint  and  sum- 
mons against  the  executor  or  administrator  of  an  estate  for  the 
recovery  of  any  claim  for  which  the  estate  is  alone  liable,  ex- 
cept as  hereinafter  provided,  but  the  holder  of  such  a  claim, 
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whether  the  same  be  due  or  not,  shall  file  a  succinct  and  def- 
inite statement  thereof,  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Court 
in  which  the  estate  is  pending,  but  the  executor  or  adminis- 
trator may  waive  the  filing  of  and  pay  all  just  claims^  not  ex- 
ceeding fifty  dollars  in  amount,  provided  the  estate  is  solvent. 

Any  claim  of  the  executor  or  administrator  against  the  de- 
cedent shall  be  in  like  manner  made  out  and  filed.  If  any 
claim  against  the  decedent  be  funded  upon  any  written  instru- 
ment, alleged  to  have  been  executed  by  him,  the  original,  or  a 
complete  copy  thereof,  shall  be  filed  with  the  statement. 

The  statement  shall  set  forth  all  credits  and  deductions  to 
which  the  estate  is  entitled. 

If  the  claim  be  secured  by  a  lien  upon  all  or  any  part  of  the 
real  or  personal  estate  of  the  deceased,  such  lien  shall  be  par- 
ticularly set  forth  in  such  statement,  and  a  reference  given  to 
where  the  lien,  if  of  record,  will  be  found,  unless  such  state- 
ment, when  filed,  shall  be  accompained  by  the  affidavit  of  the 
claimant,  his  agent  or  attorney,  that  the  claim,  after  deducting 
all  credits  to  which  the  estate  is  entitled,  is  justly  due  and 
wholly  unpaid,  the  claimant  shall  be  bound  for  all  costs  in  the 
prosecution  of  the  claim.  If  such  claim  be  filed  after  the  ex- 
piration of  one  year  from  the  giving  of  notice  by  the  executor 
or  administrator  of  his  appointment,  it  sliaU  be  posecuted  solely 
at  the  costs  of  the  claimant,  and  if  not  filed  at  least  thirty  days 
before  the  final  settlement  of  the  estate,  it  shall  be  barred,  ex- 
cept as  hereinafter  provided  in  the  case  of  the  liabilities  of 
heirs,  devisees,  and  legatees. 

2311.  Sec.  6.  That  section  87  of  the  above  entitled  act  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec  87.  No  action  shall  be  brought  before  a  Justice  of  the 
Peace  against  any  executor  or  administrator,  and  no  action 
brought  by  complaint  and  summons  against  any  executor  or 
administrator  upon  any  joint  or  joint  and  several  liability  shall 
be  prosecuted  to  final  judgment  except  when  one  or  more  of 
the  persons  jointly  or  jointly  and  severally  liable  with  the  de- 
ceased have,  by  reading,  been  legally  served  with  summons  in 
the  action.

Sbc.  93.  The  book  required  by  this  act  to  be  kept  by  the 
clerk  for  the  general  entry,  claim  and  allowance  docket  shall 
contain  on  each  page  a  printed  heading :     No.  — ,  Estate  of 

; ,  Executor  (or  Administrator).     On   the 

left  hand  page  shall  be  kept  the  general  entry  docket,  and  on  the 
corresponding  right  hand  page  the  claim  and  allowance  docket. 
As  soon  as  letters  testamentary  or  of  administration  shall  be 
issued  on  an  estate,  the  clerk  shall  note  the  estate  on  the  gen- 
eral entry  docket,  and  note  thereon  the  number  of  the  estate, 
name  of  executor  or  administrator,  his  postoffice  address,  date 
of  letters,  penalties  of  bond  and  sureties  thereon.  When  an 
inventory  or  sale  bill  shall  be  filed,  he  shall  note  thereon  the 
amount  and  date  of  filing.

the  claim,  and  thereupon  the  executor  or  administrator  shall 
report  to  the  court  which  of  the  claims  should  be  allowed,  and 
if  no  objection  appear  or  be  shown  thereto  to  the  court,  the 
court  shall  enter  an  allowance  for  the  amount  of  the  claim,  and 
six  per  cent,  interest  thereon  from  the  date  of  allowance,  and 
cost  in  cases  allowed  by  this  act  to  be  paid  out  of  the  assets  of 
the  estate. 

If  such  claim  be  not  due  and  not  bearing  interest,  the  court 
shall  rebate  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per 
annum  for  the  unexpired  time. 

If  the  executor  or  administrator  reports  to  the  court  that  a 
portion  only  of  the  claim  should  be  allowed,  or  that  a  set-oiFor 
counter-claim  exists  in  favor  of  the  estate  against  the  claim,  and 
the  claimant  appearand  consent  that  an  allowance  be  made  for 
such  portion  only  or  for  any  balance  remaining  after  deducting 
such  set-off  or  counter-claim,  and  no  objection  to  such  allow- 
ance appear,  the  court  shall  requite  a  succinct  statement  of  such 
set-off  or  counter-claim  to  be  filed,  and  thereupon  enter  an  al- 
lowance for  the  residue  as  aforesaid.  If  such  claim  be  secured 
by  or  constitute  a  lien  upon  the  real  or  personal  estate  of  the 
decedents,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  court  shall  also  in  such  order 
fix  the  extent  and  date  of  such  lien:  Provided^  That  for  all 
services,  of  every  description,  performed  by  the  clerk  in  con- 
nection with  any  claim  filed  against  aii  estate  which  is  not  ac- 
tually litigated  and  tried,  such  clerk  shall  tax  and  receive  a  fee 
of  twenty-five  cents  and  no  more.

Sec.  97.  If  any  claim  pending  for  adjustment  be  not  ad-

Portions  of  this  note  were  paid,  and  portions 
renewed;  but  when  Shuler  ceased  to  be  warden,  and  the 
Southern  Car  Company  went  into  bankruptcy,  the  security, 
Rosenthal  &  Co.,  had  to  pay  the  balance,  of  $283.70.  Subse- 
quently they  were  paid  $49.70,  out  of  the  assets  of  said  car  com- 
pany, leaving  due  them  $234.  Rosenthal  &  Co.  had  no  interest 
in  this  transaction,  received*  no  pay  or  profits,  and  were  simply 
accommodation  indorsers  for  the  warden.  This  claim  was 
before  the  Commissioners  to  settle  debts  of  the  prison,  who 
refused  to  allow  it  on  the  ground  that  Brown  was  paid,  and 
the  State  held  his  receipt  in  full.

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Mr.  Wiley  made  the  following  motion :

The  Senate  has  passed  a  bill  amending  the  law  governing  the 
settlement  of  decedents'  estates.  The  House  has  also  parsed  a 
similar  measure,  but  the  two  bills  are  not  the  same.  That  the 
matter  may  be  harmonized,  I  move  that  a  conference  com- 
mittee of  three  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  consisting  of  the 
sub-committee  of  the  Judiciary  Committee  to  act  with  a  like

Amend  section  tw^o  as  follows:  add  thereto  the  following 
words:  '* Except  for  delay  caused  by  floods  or  storms  so  great 
as  to  materially  interfere  with  running  of  trains,  or  on  account 
of  some  great  and  unexpected  demand  for  cars,  or  transporta- 
tion which  could  not  reasonably  have  been  expected,  or  event 
which  could  not  be  provided  against." 

Amend  section  seven  by  inserting  after  the  word  located  in 
line  seventeen  of  said  section  the  following  words,  to-wit:  "In 
which  said  company  or  corporation  shall  have  an  oflice,  or 
agent  upon  whom  summons  may  be  served." 

Amend  section  6  as  follows : 

Strike  out  the  following  words,  commencing  on  line  7  of  said 
section :  "  Shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  forcible  entry,  and  re- 
fusing to  vacate  when  ordered  by  the  proper  owner  or  occupant 
to  do  so,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  forcible  detainer  or  both,  as 
the  case  may  be,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,"  and  further  amend  the  section 
by  striking  out  the  last  two  words  "  or  detainer."  And  that  said 
bill  be  further  amended  by  inserting  after  section  7  the  follow- 
ing additional  sections,  to-wit: 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  railroad  company  or 
other  corporation,  association  of  persons,  or  individual,  owning 
or  operating  a  line  of  railway. in  this  State,  to  advance  or  in- 
crease the  rates  of  freight  after  any  offer  or  tender  of  such 
freight  for  transportation,  so  as  to  aftect  the  rate  on  such  freight 
so  oft e red. 

Sec.  9.  If  any  such  railroad  company  or  other  corporation, 
or  association  of  persons,  or  individual  owning  or  operating  a 
line  of  railway  in  this  State,  at  the  time  any  freight  is  offered 
for  shipment  at  any  of  its  stations  or  places  for  receiving  freight, 
shall  refuse  or  neglect,  whether  for  the  want  of  cars  or  for  any 
other  cause  or  reason,  to  receive  and  transport  such  freight 
when  so  offered,  within  a  reasonable  time,  then  upon  an  offer 
or  tender  to  such  company,  or  association  of  persons,  or  indi- 
vidual, by  any  agent  or  agents  of  any  other  railroad  or  trans- 
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portation  company  or  individual,  of  cars  or  means  of  transport 
tation  for  such  freight,  or  if  such  offer  be  made  by  or  through 
the  shippers  of  said  freight,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
railroad  company,  corporation,  association  of  persons,  or  indi- 
vidual, so  owning  or  operating  a  line  of  railway,  receiving  said 
offer  or  tender  to  receive  «aid  cars  or  means  of  transportation, 
and  transport  and  deliver  said  freight  by  such  route,  line  or 
connecting  lines  as  the  agent  or  agents  thereof,  or  the  shippers' 
of  said  property  may  direct,  in  all  respects  as  if  the  same  were- 
shipped  in  cars  ow^ued  or  controlled  by  said  company,  corpora- 
tion, association  of  persons,  or  individual  so  owning  or  operat- 
ing a  line  of  railways,  the  charges  thereon  not  to  exceed  the 
usual  and  customary  rates  for  such  freight. 

Sec.  10.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  and  gov- 
ern any  lessee  or  lessees,  receiver  or  receivers,  agent  or  agents 
that  may  have  charge,  control  or  management  of  any  railroad 
or  transportation  company  for  the  transportation  of  freight  on 
railroads  in  this  State. 

Amend  the  title  of  said  bill  by  inserting  after  the  word  "cor- 
porations" the  following  words,  to-wit:  "Association  of  per- 
sons or  individual,"  and  let  the  last  section  of  the  original  bill 
be  the  last  section  of  the  bill  as  amended. 

Which  amendments  were  adopted. 

Mr.  Gordon  moved  that  three  hundred  copies  of  the  bill  and 
amendments  be  printed. 

Which  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Gordon  moved  that  the  bill  be  made  the  special  order  for 
next  Tuesday  morning  at  10  o'clock.

To  amend  by  striking  out  the  title  to  said  bill,  and  insert  the 
following : 

A  bill  for  an  act  concerning  common  carriers. 
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Also,  further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  en- 
acting clause,  and  inserting  the  following : 

That  common  carriers,  of  either  freight  or  passengers,  doing 
business  within,  or  partly  within  and  partly  without  this  State, 
are  hereby  prohibited  from  charging  or  receiving,  directly  or 
indirectly,  for  the  transportation  of  either  freight  or  passengers, 
within  this  State,  a  greater  price  than  the  same  carrier  may,  at 
the  same  time,  be  charging  or  receiving  for  the  transportation 
of  like  freight  or  passengers  any  greater  distance  on  its  line  or 
route  within  this  State,  or  partly  within  and  partly  without 
this  State. 

Sbc.  2.  Common  carriers  of  freight  doing  business  within, 
or  partly  within  and  partly  without  this  State,  are  hereby  pro- 
hibited from  charging  or  receiving,  directly  or  indirectly,  for 
the  transportation  of  freight  from  any  place  within  this  State 
to  any  other  place,  within  or  without  this  State,  to  any  other 
place  within  or  without  this  State,  a  price  greater  than  the  same 
carrier  may,  at  the  time,  be  charging  or  receiving  for  the 
transportation  of  like  quantities  of  like  freight,  a  greater  dis- 
tance from  any  place  within  this  State  to  any  other  place  within 
or  without  this  State. 

Sbc.  8.  Common  carriers  of  freight  doing  business  within 
or  partly  within  and  partly  without  this  State,  are  hereby  pro- 
hibited from  charging  or  receiving,  directly  or  indirectly,  for 
the  transportation  of  freight  from  any  place  within  or  without 
the  State,  to  any  other  place  within  this  State,  a  price  greater 
than  the  same  carrier  may,  at  the  time,  be  charging  or  receiv- 
ing for  the  transportation  of  like  quantities  of  like  freight  a 
greater  distance  from  any  place  without  this  State  to  any  place 
within  this  State. 

Sec  4.  The  common  carriers  of  freight  doing  business 
within,  or  partly  within  and  partly  without,  this  State,  are 
hereby  prohibited  from  making,  directly  or  indirectly,  any  dis- 
crimination in  charges  or  prices  between  shippers  of  freight  of 
like  quantities  at  a  time,  for  the  transportation  thereof  between 
the  same  points  or  places,  whetTier  both  of  such  points  or 
places  be  within  this  State,  or  one  of  them  be  within  and  the 
other  without  this  State. 
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Sec.  5.  Any  discrimination  in  charges  for  handling  or  stor- 
ing goods  or  chattels  transported,  or  to  be  transported,  by  any 
common  carriers,  whether  made  by  such  carriers,  or  any  ware- 
houseman handling  or  storing  goods  transported,  or  to  be  trans- 
ported, by  such  carriers,  whereby  a  greater  sum  shall  be  charged 
for  such  handling  or  storage  of  such  property,  when  trans- 
ported or  to  be  transported  any  distance  than  when  transported 
or  to  be  transported  a  greater  distance,  whereby  the  aggregate 
sum  for  transportation,  handling  and  storage  shall  be  made 
to  exceed  the  sum  charged  for  a  greater  distance,  shall  be 
deemed  an  evasion  of  this  act. 

Sec.  6.  Common  carriers  by  railroad  doing  business  within, 
or  partly  within  and  partly  without  this  State,  are  hereby  pro- 
hibited from  at  any  time  increasing  or  advancing  their  rates  of 
freight  or  charges  for  the  transportation  thereof,  from  any 
place  within  this  State  to  any  other  place  within  or  without 
this  State,  or  from  any  place  without  this  State  to  any  place 
within  this  State,  a  greater  sum  than  the  rate  of  freight  or 
charge  for  transportation  asked  or  charged  by  such  common 
carrier  at  the  time  such  freight  is  offered  or  tendered  to  said 
common  carrier  for  transportation. 

Sec  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  common  carrier  by  rail- 
road, doing  business  within  or  partly  within  and  partly  with- 
out this  State,  to  receive  all  freight  in  condition  for  shipment 
at  its  usual  or  customary  places  of  receiving  such  freight,  sueh 
as  depots,  warehouses,  elevators,  side-tracks,  switches  or  other 
places  for  receiving,  delivering  or  transferring  freight:  Pro- 
vided^ however^  That  such  common  carriers  shall  not  be  com- 
pelled to  receive  any  freight  at  such  places,  except  such  as  it 
has  been  accustomed  to  handle  and  receive  at  such  places. 

Sec  8.  Any  common  carrier  who  shall  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act  by  charging  or  receiving,  directly  or  in- 
directly, from  any  person  or  persons,  any  sum  in  excess  of  that 
which  is  permitted  by  this  act,  shall  be  liable  to  pay  to  such 
person  or  persons  a  sum  equal  to  ten  times  the  amount  of  such 
excess,  to  be  recovered  by  suit  in  any  court  of  competent  jur- 
isdiction. 

Sec  9.  Whereas,  an  emergency  exists  for  the  immediate 
taking  effect  of  this  act,  therefore,  it  shall  take  effect  and  be 
in  force  from  and  after  its  passage. 
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The  Speaker  announced  that  he  had  signed  House  Resolu- 
tion No.  11.

Amend  the  title  of  said  bill  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

An  act  requiring  railroad  companies  to  provide  for  the  safety 
of  persons  and  property  while  engaged  in  removing  freight 
from  and  into  cars  and  prescribing  penalties  for  the  failure  to 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  act,  and  making  it  un- 
lawful for  any  person  or  persons  to  drive  any  team  upon  any 
main  or  second  track  and  suffer  such  team  to  remain  standing 
while  removing  freight  from  or  into  cars.  Strike  out  all  after 
the  enacting  clause  and  insert  the  following :  That  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  any  railroad  company  or  companies  owning  or 
controlling  any  line  of  railroads  in  this  State,  to  provide  for 
the  safety  of  persons  and  property,  while  engaged  in  removing 
freight  from  and  into  cars,  and  to  that  end  shall  construct,  or 
otherwise  provide,  a  good  and  safe  means  of  access  to  any  cars 
that  may  arrive  at  their  destination,  or  where  any  railroad 
company,  by  its  agents  or  employes,  leaves,  or  permits  any  cars 
upon  their  tracks  to  be  used,  shall  place  such  car  or  cars  upon 
such,  side  track  as  may  enable  the  person  loading  or  unloading, 
the  same  to  approach  with  teams  upon  the  side  farthest  away 
from  the  main  or  second  track,  and  any  railroad  company  fail- 
ing to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  act,  shall  be  liable 
to^prosecution  in  any  court  having  competent  jurisdiction,  and 
shall  be  lined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars, 
nor  less  than  fifty  dollars,  nor  shall  any  railroad  company  assess 
or  collect  any  additional  charges  for  detention  of  cars  when  it 
can  be  proven  that  such  cars  were  not  in  a  safe  place  to  ap- 
proach with  teams,  as  contemplated  in  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  And  providing  farther^  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall 
be  construed  to  effect  any  transfer  yards  or  track  yards  at  the 
end  of  the  division,  or  side  track,  which  may  have  been  con- 
structed for  the  benefit  of  any  private  or  individual  use,  but 
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shall  include  all  way  stations  where  not  more  than  three  side 
tracks  have  been  constructed:  And  providing  further ^  That 
it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  drive  any  team 
on  any  main  or  second  track,  and  sufter  the  same  to  remain 
standing  while  removing  freight  from  and  into  cars,  and  per- 
sons so  offending  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  in  any  sura 
not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars,  nor  less  than  five  dollars, 
and  when  so  amended  we  recommend  that  said  bill  do  pass.

cating liquors,  except  for  scientific,  medicinal,  mechanical,  and 
wines  for  sacramental  purposes,  and  providing  for  regulating 
sales  for  said  purposes. 

Resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  That 
the  following  amendment  be  and  is  hereby  proposed  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  to  be  submitted  to  the 
vote  of  the  electors  of  said  State,  viz.:  Amend  by  adding 
thereto  article  17,  so  as  to  read  as  follows:

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Resolved^  That  a  special  committee  of  five  be  appointed,  to 
whom  this  subject  shall  be  referred,  with  instructions  to  sug- 
gest a  remedy  for  the  present  system  of  employing  convict 
labor.

The  argument  of  the  people  is  that  A,  being  in  debt  to  B  to 
the  amount  of  one  thousand  dollars,  more  or  less,  A  pays  on 
all  his  property,  and  B  pays  to  X  on  all  the  notes  he  holds  on 
A.  A  claims  he  pays  more  than  his  equal  share  of  tax  accord- 
ing to  the  value  of  his  property,  being  in  debt  to  B  to  the 
amount  of  all  he  is  worth,  more  or  less.  We  think  unequal 
assessment  is  the  cause  of  some  delinquency  within  the  State. 

Resolvedy  That  the  Judiciary  Committee  be  instructed  to  take 
in  consideration  the  present  law  in  relation  to  the  assessment 
and  collection  of  taxes  of  the  people  of  this  State.

The  Treasurer  of  State  shall,  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  execute  an  official  bond,  to  be 
approved  by  the  Governor,  in  the  penal  sum  of  one  million 
dollars,  with  twenty-five  or  more  good  and  sufficient  sureties, 
residents  of  this  State  and  freeholders,  who  together  shall  be 
worth  double  the  amount  of  the  penalty.  The  condition  of 
such  bond  shall  be  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of 
his  office ;  for  the  fidelity  of  all  persons  by  him  intrusted  with 
any  of  the  concerns  thereof;  that  he  will  render  just  and  true 
accounts  of  the  conditions  of  the  Treasury  of  S*:ate  when  re- 
quired by  law;  and  that  at  the  end  of  his  term,  or  sooner,  or  at 
the  expiration  of  his  office,  he  will  pay  and  deliver  to  his  suc- 
cessor or  to  such  person  as  may  be  authorized  to  receive  them, 
all  moneys,  securities,  assets,  and  property  of  every  kind  be- 
longing to  the  Treasury  of  State  in  his  hands  as  Treasurer  of 
State,  or  in  the  hands  of  any  of  his  employes.  If  at  any  time 
the  Governor,  with  the  Auditor  and  Secretary  of  State,  ascer- 
tain that  by  reason  of  failures  or  otherwise  the  securities  are 
not  worth  the  amount  above  required,  the  Governor  shall  re- 
quire such  other  and  further  security  as  shall  make  the  bond 
good  and  sufficient;  and  if  the  Treasurer  fails  to  give  such 
additional  security  within  thirty  days  after  notice,  the  Gov- 
ernor shall,  by  proclamation,  declare  his  office  vacant  and  ap- 
point his  successor:  Provided^  That  the  previsions  of  this  act 
shall  apply  only  to  State  Treasurers  elected  after  the  taking 
efliect  of  this  act.

the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State.

Mr.  Speaker: 

Your  Committee  on  Insurance,  to  whom  was  referred  House 
Bill  No.  293,  introduced  by  Mr,  Shively,  beg  leave  to  report 
that  they  have  had  said  bill  under  consideration,  and  they  re- 
commend that  the  same  be  amended  as  follows,  to-wit: 

By  striking  out  the  title,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the 
following : 

An  act  to  provide  for  organizing  and  regulating  the  business 
of  life  insurance  corporations,  associations  and  societies  trans- 
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acting  business  on  what  is  known  as  the  assessment  plan,  and 
fixing  penalties  for  the  violation  of  its  provisions,  and  declar- 
ing an  emergency. 

And  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  insert- 
ing the  foUowing: 

Any  number  of  persons,  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than 
thirteen,  citizens  of  the  United  States,  one  or  more  of  whom 
shall  be  bona  fide  citizens  and  voters  of  this  State,  may  associate 
themselves  together  as  a  body  corporate,  for  the  purpose  of  or- 
ganizing a  corporation,  association  or  society  to  transact  the 
business  of  life  insurance  on  the  assessment  plan,  subject  to 
conditions  and  restrictions  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  A  corporation,  association  or  society,  organized 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  a  body  corporate  and 
politic  by  the  name  stated  in  certificate  of  organization,  and  by 
that  name  they  and  their  successors  may  have  succession,  and 
shall  be  persons  in  law  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  may 
have  power  to  make  and  enforce  contracts  in  relation  to  the 
legitimate  business  of  their  corporation,  association  or  society, 
may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  may  change  or  alter  the 
same  at  pleasure,  and  they  and  their  successors  in  their  cor- 
porate name,  shall  in  law  be  capable  of  taking,  purchasing, 
holding  and  disposing  of  real  and  personal  estate  for  purposes 
of  their  association  or  society,  and  may  make  by-laws,  not  in- 
consistent with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  or  the 
United  States,  in  which  by-laws  shall  be  defined  the  manner 
and  form  of  electing  directors  and  officers  of  the  corporation, 
association  or  society,  and  the  qualifications  and  privileges  of 
members  thereof. 

Sbc.  3.  The  corporators  shall  submit  the  title  or  name  of 
the  proposed  corporation  to  the  Auditor  of  State,  who  shall 
approve  the  same:  Provided^  It  indicates  the  object  or  purpose 
for  which  the  corporation  is  formed,  and  does  not  too  closely 
resemble  a  title  in  use.  Before  approving  a  title  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Auditor  of  State  to  examine  the  titles  of  corpora- 
tions appearing  in  all  the  published  insurance  reports  at  his 
command,  and  not  to  approve  any  title  that  would  tend  to  mis- 
lead the  public  on  account  of  its  too  closely  resembling  son^e 
other  title. 
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Sec.  4.  Before  the  charter  is  granted  to  any  such  corpora- 
tion it  shall  file  its  statement,  sworn  to  by  at  least  two  of  ita 
executive  officers,  with  the  proper  State  officer,  showing  that 
application  has  been  made  for  not  less  than  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars  insurance  by  not  less  than  one  hundred  per- 
sons, and  that  the  amount  of  the  first  assessment  on  each  policy 
or  certificate  has  been  deposited  in  the  bank  to  the  credit  of  the 
mortuary  fund,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  corportion,  asso- 
ciation, or  society,  or  its  agents,  to  solicit  and  secure  business 
to  that  amount  for  the  purpose  herein  provided,  before  its 
charter  shall  have  been  granted. 

Sec  5.  Assessment  notices  sent  to  members  by  any  such 
an  association  shall  state  the  object  for  which  the  money  to  be 
collected  from  the  insured  is  intended,  and  no  part  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  any  assessment  shall  be  applied  to  any  other  purpose 
than  the  stated  purpose  for  which  it  was  collected. 

Skc.  6.  A  policy  or  certificate  issued  by  any  such  an  asso- 
ciation shall  be  exempt  from  the  valuation'  based  upon  the 
American  experience  table  or  any  other  table  of  mortality,  in 
consequence  of  such  association  conducting  its  business  on  the 
plan  of  assessing  its  members,  and  such  policy  or  certificate 
when  the  payments  thereon  are  made  by  any  person  other  than 
the  insurer,  and  without  the  written  consent  of  the  insured,  to 
be  valid  must  be  supported  by  an  insurable  interest. 

Sec.  7.  No  corporation,  association  or  society,  organized 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  issue  endowment  certifi- 
cates or  policies  undertaking  or  promising  to  pay  members  dur- 
ing life,  except  for  accident  or  temporary  illness,  any  stipulated 
sum  of  money;  the  expenses  of  such  corporation,  association 
or  society  shall  be  provided  for  by  admission  fees,  and  either 
fixed  annual  payments  or  assessments  made  and  designated  to 
be  for  such  expenses,  and  no  part  of  the  expense  fund  shall  in 
any  case  be  used  to  pay  death  claims,  and  no  part  of  the  mor- 
tuary fund  shall  in  any  case  be  used  to  pay  expenses. 

Sec.  8.  Any  corporation,  association  or  society  carrying  on 
the  business  of  life  or  accident  insurance  on  the  assessment 
plan,  shall  submit  annually,  before  the  Slst  day  of  August,  un- 
der oath,  to  the  Auditor  of  State,  a  detailed  statement  of  assets, 
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liabilities,  insurance  in  force,  and  number  of  persons  upoii  whom 
risks  are  in  force  on  the  preceding  80th  day  of  June,  and  an- 
swer such  interrogatories  as  the  Auditor  of  State,  who  shall 
furnish  a  blank  for  the  purpose,  may,  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  make  in  order^to  ascertain  its  financial  character  and 
condition,  and  shall  pay  to  the  Auditor  of  State,  upon  filing 
said  statement,  a  fee  of  five  dollars,  and  the  Auditor  of  State 
shall  publish  such  statement  in  his  annual  report.  For  the 
purpose  of  verifying  such  statement,  the  Auditor  of  State  shall, 
on  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  oflBicers,  or  of  ten  members  of 
such  association,  supported  by  the  affidavit  of  one  or  more  of 
the  petitioners  showing  the  necessity  therefor,  institute  an  ex- 
amination of  its  affairs,  to  ascertain  its  true  character  and  con- 
dition. 

Sec.  9.  Any  agent,  physician,  or  other  person  who  shall 
knowingly  secure  a  policy  certificate,  or  any  •  person,  without 
his  knowledge  or  consent,  or  by  means  of  misrepresentation  or 
false  or  fraudulent  statements,  be  instrumental  in  securing  a 
certificate  of  insurance  on  an  aged  or  infirm  person,  or  restore 
insurance  on  a  person  not  in  an  insurable  condition,  shall  be 
deemed  and  held  to  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  con- 
viction thereof  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  one  hun- 
dred nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  to  which  may  be  added 
imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison  not  less  than  thirty  days  nor 
more  than  two  years. 

Sbc.  10.  Whenever  any  such  coi'poration  or  association  shall 
fail  to  make  its  annual  statement  to  the  Auditor  of  State,  it  is 
conducting  its  business  fraudulently,  or  not  in  compliance  with 
this  act,  or  is  not  carrying  out  its  contracts  with  the  members 
in  good  faith,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  of  State 
to  communicate  the  fact  to  the  Attorney  General,  who  may 
thereupon  commence  proceedings  by  writ  of  quo  warranto  against 
such  corporation,  association  or  society  requiring  it  to  show 
cause  why  its  officers  should  not  be  removed  or  its  business 
closed,  and  the  court  or  judge,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  there- 
upon h«:ar  the  allegations  and  proofs  of  the  respective  parties, 
and  if  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said  judge  or 
"court  that  the  officers  of  such  corporation,  association  or  soci- 
ety, or  any  one  or  more  of  them  have  been  guilty  of  any  ma-

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terial  irregularity  or  violation  of  law  to  the  injury  of  such  cor- 
poration, association  or  society,  the  said  court  or  judge  shall 
decree  a  removal  from  office  of  the  guilty  party  or  parties,  and 
substitute  suitable  persons  to  serve  until  the  regular  annual 
election,  or  until  a  successor  is  regularly  chosen,  or  if  it  shall 
appear  to  the  said  judge  or  court  that  tne  interest  of  the  public 
so  require,  the  said  judge  or  court  shall  decree  a  dissolution  of 
such  corporation,  association  or  society,  and  a  distribution  of 
its  effects. 

Sec  11.  No  agent  or  officer  of  such  corporation,  association 
or  society,  shall  be  permitted  to  collect  or  receive  any  dues  or 
assessments  for  or  on  account  of  the  same  until  he  executes, 
jointly  with  two  responsible  sureties,  a  bond  to  the  corporation, 
approved^  by  the  Board  of  Directors  thereof,  in  such  sum  as 
they  shall  prescribe,  conditioned  upon  the  payment  of  all  dues, 
assessments  and,  funds  over  to  the  proper  officer  of  such  cor- 
poration, and  all  receipts  of  any  such  corporation  shall  be  paid 
into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  thereof,  who  shall,  before  as- 
suming the  duties  of  his  office,  give  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  not 
less  than  $10,000,  with  not  less  than  two  sureties,  to  be  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  conditional  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duties,  and  the  accounting  for  and  the  proper 
payment  and  disbursement  by  him  of  all  moneys  thereof  which 
come  into  his  hands. 

Sec  12.  Said  bond  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  examined  as  to 
its  efficiency  annually,  by  the  Auditor  of  State,  and  it  shall 
then  be  renewed  if  he  shall  deem  the  present  bond  insufficient. 
Said  bond  shall  be  recorded  in  the  Recorder's  Office  in  the 
county  in  this  State  in  which  one  of  the  incorporators  resides, 
and  a  certified  copy  of  said  record  shall  by  said  Recorder  be 
forwarded  to  the  Auditor  of  State,  who  shall  file  and  preserve 
the  same  in  his  office. 

Sec  13.  Any  corporation,  association  or  society  organized 
under  the  laws  of  any  other  State  or  government  to  insure  lives 
on  the  assessment  plan,  or  any  corporation  carrying  on  the 
business  of  life  or  accident  insurance  on  the  assessment  plan, 
shall  be  licensed  by  the  Auditor  of  State  upon  the  payment  to 
him  of  a  fee  of  $25,  to  do  business  in  the  State:  Providedy 
Such   corporation   or  association  shall  first  deposit  with  the 
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Auditor  of  State  a  certified  copy  of  its  charter  or  articles  of 
incorporation,  a  copy  of  its  statement  of  business  for  the  pre- 
ceding year,  with  the  names  and  residence  of  its  officers,  sworn 
to  by  the  President  and  Secretary,  or  like  officers,  showing  a 
detailed  account  of  expenses  and  income,  the  amount  of  in- 
surance in  force,  its  assets  and  liabilities  in  detail,  setting  forth 
that  it  has  the  ability  to  pay  policies  or  certificates  to  the  full 
limit  named  therein.  A  certificate  from  the  Insurance  Com- 
missioner, or  from  a  Judge  of  a  court  of  record  of  its  home 
State,  certifying  that  corporations  or  associations  insuring  life 
on  the  assessment  plan,  and  paying  policies  in  full  or  providing 
accident  indemnities,  and  chartered  under  the  laws  of  this 
State  are  legally  entitled  to  do  business  in  its  home  State;  a 
copy  of  its  policy  or  certificate  of  membership,  application  and 
by-laws,  which  must  show  that  death-losses  are,  in  the  main, 
provided  for  by  assessment  upon  the  surviving  members,  and 
it  shall  legally  designate  a  person  agent  or  attorney,  in  fact  re- 
siding m  this  State,  upon  whom  service  of  process  for  said 
company  or  association  may  be  made,  and  in  default  of  such 
designation,  service  of  process  may  be  made  upon  the  Auditor 
of  State  of  this  State,  who  shall  be  deemed  its  agent  for  that 
purpose,  and  he  shall  immediately  notify  any  corporation  or 
association  thus  served. 

Sbc.  14.  Such  corporation,  association,  or  society,  shall,  by 
its  officers,  execute  a  bond,  payable  to  this  State,  with  two  res- 
ident or  non-resident  sureties  thereon,  for  the  sum  of  $20,000, 
to  be  approved  by  the  Auditor  of  State,  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  its  contracts  with  its  policy  holders  re- 
siding in  this  State.  Said  bond  shall  be  examined  as  to  its  ef- 
ficiency annually  thereafter,  by  the  Auditor  of  State,  and  shall 
then  be  renewed,  if  he  shall  deem  the  present  bond  insufficient, 
and  with  his  indorsement  thereon  shall  be  filed  in  his  office. 

Sbc.  15.  Such  corporation,  association,  or  society,  shall  pay 
to  the  Auditor  of  State,  upon  filing  each  annual  statement,  a 
fee  of  ten  dollars,  and  in  the  event  of  its  failure  to  make  such 
statement  on  or  before  the  31st  day  of  August  of  each  year, 
the  Auditor  of  State  shall  revoke  its  license,  and  thereafter,  or 
until  such  statement  is  made,  it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  doing 
business  unlawfully  in  this  State.     When  the  Auditor  of  State 
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of  this  State  shall  have  reason  to  doubt  the  solvency  of  auy 
such  foreign  corporation,  association  or  society,  he  shall  accept 
a  statement  from  the  Insurance  Commissioner,  or  like  officer  of 
the  State,  under  whose  authority  it  was  organized,  as  prima 
facie  evidence  of  its  solvency. 

Sko.  16.  When,  in  the  Auditor's  opinion,  such  corporation 
or  association  is,  in  this  State,  conducting  its  business  fraudu- 
lently, or  is  not  carrying  out  its  contracts  with  members  resid- 
ing in  this  State  in  good  faith,  he  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
Attorney  General,  who  shall  thereupon  commence  proceedings 
by  writ  of  quo  warranto  against  such  corporation  or  association 
requiring  it  to  show  cause  why  its  license  to  do  business  in  this 
State  should  not  be  revoked. 

Sec.  17.  Any  corporation,  society,  company  or  association 
now  doing  business  upon  what  is  known  as  the  assessment  plan 
in  this  State  that  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  within  the  space  of  ninety  days  after  its 
passage,  shall  be  deemed  and  held  to  be  doing  business  unlaw- 
fully. And  if  any  officer,  agent  or  employe  of  any  such  cor- 
poration, society,  company  or  association  shall  do  business  in 
this  State,  or  assist  in,  or  knowingly  permit  the  same,  unless 
such  corporation  or  association  has  complied  with  the  provi- 
sions of  the  laws  of  this  State  applicable  to  the  same,  he  shall 
be  deemed  and  held  to  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon 
conviction  thereof,  shall  be  tined  not  more  than  |600,  nor  less 
than  $50,  to  which  may  be  added  imprisonment  in  the  county 
jail  not  more  than  ninety  days,  nor  less  than  thirty  days. 

Sec.  18.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  in  no  way  apply  to 
any  secret  or  fraternal  society,  or  lodge,  or  association,  which, 
under  the  supervision  of  a  grand  or  supreme  lodge,  secures 
membership  through  the  lodge  system  exclusively,  and  provides 
insurance  to  its  members,  nor  to  insurance  organizations  of  a 
purely  benevolent  character  which  pay  no  commission  nor  em- 
ploy any  paid  agents,  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  or  any 
other  State. 

Sec.  19.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed. 
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Sbc.  20.  An  emergency  is  hereby  declared  to  exist  for  the 
immediate  taking  effect  of  this  aqt;  therefore,  the  same  shall 
be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage. 

And  your  committee  most  respectfully  recommend  that  when 
60  amended  said  bill  do  pass.

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AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

February  21, 1883. 

The  House  met  at  2  o'clock,  with  the  Speaker  in  the  Chair. 

Mr.  Smith,  of  Blackford,  was,  by  request,  granted  leave  of 
absence  until  next  Saturday. 

The  Joint  Committee  on  Enrolled  Bills  made  the  following 
report: 

Mr.  Speaker: 

Your  Committee  on  Enrolled  Bills  have  examined  Enrolled 
Senate  Bill  No^  219,  and  find  the  same  correctly  enrolled. 

John  R.  Gordon, 
Of  the  House  Committee. 

The  Speaker  announced  that  he  had  signed  Enrolled  Senate 
Act  No.  219. 

The  Committee  on  Prisons  made  the  following  report : 

Mr.  Speaker  : 

Your  Committee  on  Aftairs  of  Prisons  submit  the  following 
as  their  report  on  the  condition,  management  and  improvement 
necessary  to  the  Prisons  North  and  South : 

"We  find  that  Mr.  Hurette,  the  Clerk  and  Bookkeeper  of  the 
Southern  Prison,  has  the  books  of  that  institution  in  good  shape, 
and  we  have  every  reason  to  believe  the  books  show  the  actual 
condition  of  the  business  of  the  prison  as  far  as  he  has  been 
able  to  make  them.  We  think  Mr.  Hurette  entitled  to  credit 
for  his  management  in  his  special  department. 

We  find  that  purchases  of  supplies  for  the  prison  are  made 
b^  the  Steward  and  Warden,  and  in  small  quantities,  and  that 
payments  are  made  on  thirty,  sixty  and  ninety  days  time, 
48— IL  J. 
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thereby  not  obtaining  for  the  State  wholesale  prices,  with  cash 
discounts,  the  result  being  losses  to  the  State. 

In  matter  of  coal  used  at  the  prison,  we  find  upon  examina- 
tion of  the  books  that  from  July,  1881,.  to  July,  188-,  the  prices 
paid  for  coal  ranged  from  eleven  cents  to  seventeen  cents  per 
bushel,  the  higher  prices  prevailing  during  the  winter  months, 
when  the  greater  quantity  was  used.  This  loss  upon  coal  might 
with  sagacious  managemeiit,  have  been  averted. 

We  also  find  that  the  contractors  are  not  required  to  pay 
interest  to  the  State  upon  moneys  withheld  thirty  to  ninety 
days  after  due,  nor  have  they  been  required  to  pay  to  the  State 
for  the  use  of  room  in  which  are  employed  free  labor. 

And  further,  that  the  custom  exists  of  having  the  contractors 
make  needed  repairs  on  the  prison  buildings,  for  which  they 
are  allowed  for  labor  and  material  the  prices  (Current  outside  of 
prison  walls. 

We  find  that  all  goods  brought  into  the  prison  are  simply 
checked  off  on  the  bill  by  D.  M.  Allen,  the  steward;  that  they 
then  go  into  the  store  room  and  no  further  account  kept  of 
them,  one  of  the  prisoners  carrying  a  key  to  the  store  room, 
this  earelfess  manner  giving  ample  opportunity  for  fraud. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  salary  of  the  Warden  be 
made  conunensjirate  with  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  his 
position,  and  that  all  waste  material  be  sold  or  disposed  of  by 
the  Board  of  Directors;  that  the  Directors  establish  in  the 
house  now  occupied  by  the  Deputy  Warden,  a  prison  boarding 
house,  at  which  all  guards  shall  board,  and  be  charged  therefor 
such  sums  only  as  shall  be  sufiicient  to  pay  all  expenses  of  con- 
ducting such  boarding  house,  all  work  of  such  boarding  house 
to  be  done  by  prison  labor,  and  charged  up  in  expense  account 
at  average  price  paid  for  contract  convict  labor  within  the 
prison. 

As  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  Prison  South,  we  find 
that  the  ventilation  in  the  old  cell  house  is  not  as  good  as  it 
should  be.  The  beds  and  bedding  are  not  kept  in  as  good  con- 
dition as  they  might  be.  The  hospital  dining  room  and  kitchea 
are  clean  and  in  good  condition,  except  the  bedding  in  the  hos*- ' 
pital.   We  find  the  supply  of  food  abundant  and  well  prepared. 
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We  find  that  the  library  consists  of  fifteen  hundred  volumes  of 
readable  books,  three  hundred  and  six  of  which  have  been 
added  during  the  present  year.  About  four  hundred  are  con- 
stantly in  the  hands  of  the  prisoners.  Each  cell  contains  a 
copy  of  the  Bible.  The  number  of  volumes  in  the  library  will 
be  increased  from  time  to  time  by  means  of  an  admission  fee 
chai'ged  visitors.  The  prisoners  who  desire  it  are  also  supplied 
with  slates  and  text  books.  There  is  now  on  hand  a  library 
fund  of  $498,  and  is  constantly  increasing.  The  pastor,  Rev. 
F.  G.  Beherral,  is  held  in  the  highest  esteem  by  the  prisoners. 
We  consider  him  eminently  qualified  tor  his  position.  We  find 
the  chapel  in  an  unfinished  condition,  and  unfit  for  use  in  ex- 
treme cold  weather.  The  chaplain  holds  service  every  Sabbath 
when  the  weather  permits. 

PRISON   NORTH. 

Your  committee  find  the  books  and  accounts  of  Prison  North, 
as  far  as  we  could  learn  from  a  cursory  examination,  kept  in 
good  form  and  business  manner.  We  further  find  that  in  mat- 
ters pertaining  to  purchase  of  supplies  and  general  management 
of  the  aifairs  of  the  prison,  that  the  oflBcials  have  manifested 
economy  and  business  sagacity.  We,  however,  find  the  Steward 
does  not  keep  any  account  showing  where  and  to  whom  supplies 
are  issued.  We  find  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  prison  good; 
the  cell-houses  are  clean  and  well  ventilated,  free  from  oflfensive 
odors;  the  beds  and  clothing  are  good,  clean  and  sufiicient. 
The  hospital  is  well  kept  and  in  good  condition.  We  find  that 
the  prisoners  are  supplied  with  good,  wholesome  food  in  abun- 
dance. Services  are  held  in  the  chapel  every  Sunday.  They 
have  a  Sabbath  school  in  successful  operation,  conducted  by 
young  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  Michigan  City. 

We  find  the  library  scantily  supplied  with  books,  which  are 
in  a  dilapidated  condition  from  long  usage.  It  has  been  four 
years  since  the  State  made  any  additions  to  the  library.  Books 
are  of  great  benefit  to  the  prisoners;  their  thoughts  are  thus 
frequently  turned  into  other  channels,  resolutions  are  formed 
to  lead  better  lives,  and  the  principles  thus  instilled,  we  have 
no  doubt,  follow  them  in  after   life.     We  would,  therefore, 
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recommend  that  an  appropriation  of  $500  be  made  for  the 
purchase  of  a  library  for  that  prison. 

We  find  that  the  new  cell-house  at  the  Southern  Prison  is 
about  completed,  but  that  no  appropriation  has  been  made  for 
furnishing  the  same,  we  therefore  recommend  that  $5,000  be 
appropriated  for  that  purpose.  We  further  recommend  that 
three  and  one-third  acres  of  ground,  adjoining  the  Prison  on 
the  west  side,  be  purchased  for  the  use  of  the  State.  We  fur- 
ther recommend  that  an  appropriation  of  $35,000  be  made  for 
the  purpose  of  replacing  the  wooden  wall  on  the  west  side  of 
the  prison  with  a  wall  of  brick. 

We  would  also  recommend  that  an  appropriation  of  $1,500 
be  made  for  the  purpose  of  finishing  the  chapel  and  hospital 
building  of  the  Prison  South. 

We  find  that  the  boilers  and  heating  apparatus  of  the  North* 
ern  Prison  are  in  bad  condition  and  unsafe.  We,  therefore, 
recommend  that  an  appropriation  of  $15,000  be  made  for  new 
boilers  and  necessary  improvements  to  the  heating  apperatus. 

We  would,  in  addition,  recommend  that  $15,000  be  appropri- 
ated for  building  a  wash-house,  dry-house,  and  storage  room 
for  coal,  and  for  furnishing  bath-house  for  said  prison. 

We  find  that  at  neither  prison  is  a  suitable  place  for  the  con- 
finement of  insane  convicts,  that  they  are  at  present  kept  in 
temporary  cells  ill  suited  for  proper  treatment.  We,  therefore, 
recommend  that  an  appropriation  of  $6,000  be  made  for  the  con- 
struction of  an  insane  hospital  at  said  Northern  Prison,  and 
that  all  insane  convicts  be  transferred  thereto. 

We  would  further  recommend  that  an  appropriation  of 
$1,000  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  buying  1,000  feet  of  new 
hose  to  replace  the  old  at  the  Southern  Prison. 

We  would  further  recommend  that  the  law  be  so  amended 
that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Directors  to  superintend  the 
purchase  of  supplies,  and  at  the  first  of  each  month  give  notice 
that  they  will  entertain  propositions  to  furnish  such  supplies 
as  may  be  needed,  and  that  the  contract  to  furnish  such  sup- 
plies be  awarded  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder,  all  goods  and 
supplies  to  be  delivered  at  the  prison. 
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That  the  Directors  be  required  to  employ  a  man  to  act  as 
Steward,  one  fully  competent  for  the  duties  of  his  office,  who 
ehall  be  required  to  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  whose 
duties  should  be  to  keep  an  account  of  all  supplies  bought  and 
brought  into  the  prison,  and  also  keep  a  daily  register  of  all 
Bupplies  furnished  and  to  whom,  and  report  the  same  to  the 
Board  of  Directors  at  the  end  of  each  month,  said  Board  to 
furnish  all  necessary  books  and  blanks  for  that  purpose. 

CONVICT    LABOR. 

Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  in  a  certain  measure 
our  present  system  of  contracting  convict  labor  works  an  injus- 
tice to  free  labor,  at  present  prices  paid  for  said  convict  labor. 
Contractors  are  realizing  large  profits  at  the  expense  of  the 
State,  who  furnishes  convict  labor  placed  in  her  possession  at  a 
price  less  than  is  paid  for  free  labor.  However,  considering 
the  disadvantage  the  State  labors  under  in  undertaking  to 
work  the  convicts  to  tbe  immediate  advantage  of  the  State,  we 
can  but  recommend  that  a  higher  price  be  uniformly  maintained, 
and  that  the  present  General  Assembly  pass  upon  a  maximum 
price  per  day  for  such  labor. 

We  recommend  that  the  amounts  for  the  special  purposes 
above  named  be  included  in  the  Specific  Appropriation  Bil]^

Message  from  the  Governor. 

ExKCUTivB  Department,         1 
February  17, 1888.      f 
Gentlemen  of  the  Senate : 

I  respectfully  return  to4he  Senate,  with  my  objections.  Senate 
Bill  No.  1,  entitled,  "An  act  providing  for  the  better  govern- 
ment and  management  of  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  the  Asy- 
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lum  for  the  Blind,  and  the  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dnmb, 
repealing  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith,  and  de- 
claring an  emergency." 

The  power  of  the  Governor  to  appoint  Trustees  for  the  three 
benevolent  institutions,  the  Hospitalfor  the  Insane,  the  Institute 
for  Ec^ucation  of  the  Blind,  and  the  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and 
Dumb,  was  conferred  by  the  act  of  March  6, 1879,  reorganizing 
these  institutions.  But  one  Legislature  has  intervened  since  the  . 
passage  of  this  act.  The  Legislature  that  passed  it  deemed  the 
necessity  so  strong  for  the  provision  transferring  from  itself  to 
the  Executive  the  power  of  appointing  Trustees,  that  it  did 
not  allow  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  two  other 
trustees  whose  terms  of  office  had  then  two  years  to  run,  to 
serve  out  any  part  of  the  residue  of  their  terms. 

The  reasons  of  the  Legislature  for  desiring  to  transfer  this 
power  from  itself  to  the  Governor,  are  not  difficult  to  under- 
stand. The  sessions  of  the  Legislature  are  limited  by  the  Con- 
stitution to  sixty  days.  Except  when  some  extraordinary  duty 
is  devolved  upon  it,  such  as  revising  the  whole  body  of  our 
laws,  the  time  is  sufficient  when  the  Legislature  is  in  a  condi- 
tion to  address  itself  with  earnestness  to  its  legitimate  work* 
But  to  perform  the  duties  intrusted  to  it  within  the  time  limited, 
and  to  frame  wise  laws,  the  uninterrupted  and  deliberate  atten* 
tion  of  members  to  their  legislative  duties  is,  of  course,  imper- 
atively necessary.  That  attention  can  not  be  given  when  the 
Legislature  converts  itself  into  a  body  for  the  distribution  of 
offices,  and  time  is  necessarily  consumed  every  day  in  t^e  lob- 
bies of  the  Houses, and  elsewhere, in  listening  to  the  solicitations 
of  candidates  and  their  friends.  The  inevitable  effect  is  a  dis- 
traction from  duties  incumbent  upon  members  and  a  great 
waste  of  time. 

It  is  also  well  known  Jthat  when  the  Legislature  makes  itself 
a  direct  agency  for  bestowing  offices,  party  spirit  always  runa 
so  high  that  the  greater  portion  of  its  time  is  spent  in  useless 
political  controversies,!  to  the  great  detriment  of  the  business 
which  its  members  were  elected  to  discharge. 

These  may  well  be  supposed  to  have  been  the  considerations 
which  induced  the  Legislature  in  1879  to  change  the  law  to- 
what  it  now  is. 
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The  chief  complaint  of  the  people  against  our  laws  is  that 
they  are  so  unstable.  The  people  do  not  see  why  the  laws 
should  be  changed  so  often  that  plain  men  can  never  be  certain 
what  the  laws  are,  and  are  obliged  to  resort  to^  a  professional 
class  to  learn  what  they  are  on  the  simplest  subjects.  It  is  a 
wise  rule  not  to  change  a  law  until  evil  consequences  from  It 
are  sensibly  felt.  It  is  claimed  by  the  friends  of  the  bill 
now  returned,  that  the  present  law,  which  it  is  intended  to  re- 
place, has  thus  far  worked  well.  If,  under  it,  the  Governor 
nominates  for  Trustees  persons  unsatisfactory  to  the  Senate, 
that  body  can  refuse  to  confirm  the  nominations  and  put  upon 
him  the  responsibility  of  nominating  others  whom  they  may 
ultimately  approve.  If  he  omits  to  do  so,  the  incumbents  will 
continue  to  hold  their  places.  The  people  will,  therefore,  per- 
ceive no  satisfactory  reason  why,  in  four  years  after  the  passage 
of  the  present  law^  it  should  be  replaced  by  the  law  which  the 
Legislature  in  1879  condemned. 

The  power  of  appointing  to  offices  is  not  one  to  be  coveted 
by  the  Executive.  To  a  sensitive  mind  the  disappointment 
inflicted  upon  many  worthy  applicants  is  more  keenly  felt  than 
the  gratification  of  giving  to  a  successful  few.  In  arguing  in 
favor  of  the  law  as  it  now  is,  I  feel  that  I  can  speak,  therefore, 
in  an  impersonal  way  for  what  is  best  for  the  public,  and  ^ot 
for  what  would  be  moat  agreeable  to  the  appointing  officer.

The  special  committee  to  investigate  the  condition  of  the 
flooded  districts  along  the  Ohio  river,  made  the  following  re- 
port: 

Mr.  Speaker: 

Your  committee  appointed  to  visit  the  flooded  districts  on  the 
Ohio  river,  in  company  with  a  like  committee  from  the  Senate, 
have  visited  Jeftersonville,  New  Albany,  Madison,  Aurora,  and 
Lawrenceburg,  and  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following,  based 
upon  statements  made  by  city  officials,  relief  committees,  and 
the  personal  observations  of  the  committee  at  each  point  visited : 

In  the  city  of  Jeftersonville  2,000  people  are  thrown  out  of 
employment,  and  6,200  persons  are  dependent  upon  the  charity 
of  the  reliet  committees. 

In  the  city  of  New  Albany  2,000  people  are  out  of  employ- 
ment, and  4,000  persons  are  being  fed  by  relief  committees. 

In  the  city  of  Madison  200  persons  are  thrown  out  of  em- 
ployment, and  700  people  are  being  fed  by  relief  committees, 
and  128  families  are  homeless. 
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In  the  city  of  Aurora  900  persons  are  thrown  out  of  employ- 
menty  600  people  are  dependent  upon  charity,  and  150  families 
are  homeless. 

In  the  city  of  Lawrencebij^'g  2,300  persons  are  thrown  out  of 
employment,  1,500  families  are  homeless,  and  8,000  people  are 
being  fed  by  relief  committees.  .* 

There  are,  according  to  these  estimates,  about  14,000  persons 
receiving  food  from  the  relief  committees  at  these  visited  points. 

Nearly  all  the  factories  at  these  cities  are  submerged  by  the 
flood,  many  of  them  are  totally  destroyed,  and  all  seriously 
damaged  and  closed  down,  throwing  their  thousands  of  em- 
ployes out  of  employment  for  from  three  to  five  weeks. 

The  immediate  suffering  in  all  the  overflowed  cities,  towns, 
and  farms  along  the  Ohio  river  is  very  great,  and  the  most  in* 
tense  distress  is  yet  to  come.  Thousands  of  families  have  lost 
all  their  possessions,  and  they  have  no  means  of  preventing 
starvation.  Unless  they  are  constantly  and  promptly  provided 
for,  famine  and  great  suffering  will  be  the  inevitable  result. 

Owing  to  the  high  water  and  the  lack  of  railroad  facilities, 
we  were  unable  to  visit  many  smaller  towns  along  the  Ohio 
river,  but  from  reliable  sources  we  learned  that  great  suffering 
exista  in  all  the  small  towns  that  have  been  overflowed.  We 
would  suggest  that*the  inhabitants  of  these  towns  be  carefully 
provided  for,  and  that  no  flooded  district,  however  remote  and 
apparently  inaccessible,  be  neglected. 

We  found  the  city  authorities,  the  relief  committees,  and  tlfee 
benevolent  societies  in  all  these  cities  using  every  possible  en- 
deavor to  alleviate  the  almost  complete  destitution  that  has  so 
suddenly  and  unexpectedly  come  upon  them. 

We  find  that  the  $140,000  voted  these  sufferers  by  this  House 
was  timely,  humane  and  absolutely  necessary,  and  we  most 
earnestly  hope  that  the  bill  now  pending,  appropriating  JlOO,- 
000  tor  suffering  caused  by  the  recent  flood,  will  become  a  law.

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  : 

I  respectfully  return  to  the  Senate,  with  my  objections.  Sen- 
ate Bill  No.  91,  entitled,  •'^An  act  designating  a  name  by  which 
the  House  of  Refuge  for  the  correction  and  reformation  of  ju- 
venile offenders  shall  hereafter  be  known,  providing  for  the 
appointment  of  Commissioners  and  their  compensation,  and 
prescribing  their  powers  and  duties,  regulating  the  commit- 
ments thereto,  and  for  the  more  efficient  and  uniform  govern- 
ment of  said  institution,  authorizing  the  Governor  to  commute 
the  sentences  of  boys  under  twenty-one  years,  declaring  how 
the  expenses  of  maintaining  the  institution  shall  be  paid,  re- 
pealing all  laws  in  conflict  with  this  act,  and  declaring  an  emer- 
gency." 

The  bill  relating  to  the  management  and  government  of  the 
Hospital  for  the  Insane,  the  Institution  for  the  Education  of 
the  Blind,  and  the  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  which 
has  passed  both  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  during  the 
present  session,  provides,  expressly,  that  the  several  trustees  of 
those  institutions,  the  terms  of  whose  appointment  have  not 
expired,  shall  continue  to  hold  their  offices  during  the  terma 
for  which  they  were  appointed.  The  terms  of  office  of  all  but 
one  of  the  Trustees,  called  Commissioners,  of  the  House  of 
Refuge  have  expired.  The  term  of  that  one,  Dr.  William 
Freeman,  runs,  under  the  appointment,  until  March  1,  1886. 
The  present  bill,  however,  puts  an  end,  immediately,  to  Dr. 
Freeman's  term  of  office. 

Dr.  Freeman  was  a  private  soldier  in  the  30th  regiment  of 
Indiana  Volunteers,  in  the  war  of  the  rebellion.  At  the  battle 
of  Chickamauga,  he  was  shot  through  the  body,  the  ball  hav- 
ing passed  through  his  lungs.  He  lay  upon  the  battle  field 
several  days.    He  was  so  near  to  death  from  the  wound  in- 
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flicted,  that  his  recovery  is  recorded  in  the  "Medical  and  Surg- 
ical History  of  the  War,"  published  by  the  Surgeon  Qeneral 
of  the  United  States,  as  one  of  the  remarkable  recoveries  from 
gunshot  wounds.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Legislature  from 
Switzerland  county  in  1877,  and  served  with  much  credit  on 
the  House  Committee  on  Reformatory  Institutions.  On  ac- 
count of  his  patriotic  services,  spotless  character  and  peculiar 
fitness,  I  nominated  him  to  the  Senate  during  the  session  of 
1881,  as  a  trustee  of  the  House  of  Refuge.  The  nomination 
was  confirmed  without  a  dissenting  voice.  I  personally  know 
that  he  has  discharged  his  duties  as  a  trustee  of  that  institu- 
tion with  the  utmost  diligence  and  fidelity.  Why  should  this 
patriotic  and  faithful  oflicer  be  singled  out  to  be  deprived  of 
office  two  years  before  the  term  of  office  for  which  he  was  ap- 
pointed has  expired.  I  refuse  to  make  myself  a  party  to  this 
proceeding,  which  I  would  do  by  giving  my  approval  to  the 
bill  now  returned,  and  I  hope  that  I  shall  gratify  a  majority  of 
the  Senate  by  giving  them  an  opportunity,  by  a  return  of  this 
bill,  to  reconsider  what  they  have  done. 

The  8th  section  of  the  bill  provides  that  if  any  boy  over  the 
age  of  eight  years  and  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  be  ar- 
raigned for  trial  in  any  court  having  criminal  jurisdiction,  on 
a  charge  of  any  violation  of  any  criminal  law  of  this  State,  the 
court  or  jury  trying  the  same  may  commit  said  boy  to  this  in- 
stitution instead  of  the  jail  of  the  county  or  State's  prison,  and 
the  Judge  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  accused,  arrest  at  any 
stage  of  the  cause  any  further  proceedings  on  the  part  of  the 
prosecution,  and  commit'  the  accused  to  the  guardianship  of 
said  institution:  Provided^  That  no  commitment  shall  be  for 
a  shorter  period  than  until  the  boy  shall  obtain  ttfle  age  of 
twenty-one  years. 

Two  cases  are  here  contemplated — the  case  of  a  trial  and 
conviction  \ot  crime,  and  sentence  of  commitment  to  this  in- 
stitution instead  of  a  jail  or  the  State  Prison ;  and  the  case  of 
an  arrest  of  proceedings  before  conviction,  and  a  commitment 
of  the  accused  to  the  guardianship  of  this  institution. 

Section  13  provides  that  boys,  for  whatever  cause  committed, 
may  at  any  time  be  discharged  or  released  on  trial,  by  the 
Board  of  Control.     In  the  case  of  a  person  convicted  of  crime, 
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it  not  being  treason  or  a  case  of  impeachment,  the  power  to 
pardon  resides,  under  the  Constitution,  in  the  Governor.  The 
Governor  may  pardon  absolutely  or  conditionally,  but  the 
power  can  not  be  transferred  by  the  Legislature  to  any  other 
person  or  to  any  body  of  persons. 

In  the  case  of  a  boy  not  prosecuted  to  conviction,  who  has 
been  committed  to  the  House  of  Refuge,  a  power  of  discharg- 
ing or  releasing  may  be  conferred  upon  a  board,  but  when  he 
has  been  convicted  of  a  crime,  and  committed  to  the  House  of 
Refuge  therefor,  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  not  discharge  or 
release  him.  Under  the  Constitution,  the  Governor  only  has 
authority  to  do  so. 

It  is  not  pleasant  to  be  obliged  to  difter  from  a  majority  of 
the  Legislature  on  the  propriety  of  the  passage  of  a  bill,  but  it 
seems  to  me  to  be  my  plain  and  obvious  duty  to  return  this  bill 
with  an  earnest  expression  of  disapproval.

If  the  probable  cost  of  constructing 
any  bridge  or  culvert  shall  exceed  fifty  dollars,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Township  Trustee  of  the  township  where  such 
proposed  bridge  or  culvert  is  to  be  located,  to  notify  the  Board 
of  Commissioners  of  his  county  of  the  necessity  of  such  bridge 
or  culvert,  and  to  state  the  probable  cost,  and  thereupon  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  such  Commissioners  to  appoint  three  disinter- 
ested freeholders  of  the  county  to  examine  and  report  upon 
such  proposed  bridge  or  culvert,  and  if  a  majority  of  such 
viewers  report  that  such  bridge  or  culvert  would  be  of  general 
utility,  and  that  the  same  would  cost  $50  or  more,  such  Board 
shall  order  such  bridge  or  culvert  to  be  constructed  and  paid 
for  out  of  the  county  bridge  fund."

road  tax  credit,  so  certified,  upon  the  tax  duplicate  in  the 
proper  place,  in  favor  of  such  persons  having  so  worked  out 
their  taxes."

All  road  money  on  hand  or  that  may 
hereafter  be  paid  to  the  County  Treasurer  under  the  provisions 
of  any  previous  act,  shall  be  paid  to  the  proper  Township  Trus- 
tee and  be  expended  by  him,  as  other  road  funds  are  required 
by  this  act  to  be  expended,  during  the  year  it  was  received." 

Amend  section  30  by  striking  out  of  line  1  the  words  "on  the 
last  Saturday  in  September,"  and  insert  these  words:  "On  or 
before  the  first  day  of  December." 

Amend  section  35  by  inserting  in  line  13,  after  the  word  Su- 
perintendent, the  words  "or  former  Trustee,"  and  when  said 
Senate  Bill  No.  6  is  so  amended  we  recommend  its  passage.

Any  person  holding  any  deed  of  lands  or  lots 
executed  by  the  County  Auditor  for  the  non-payment  of  taxes, 
may  commence  a  suit  in  the  circuit  court  of  the  county  where 
sucVi  lands  be  to  quiet  his  title  thereto,  without  taking  possess- 
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ion  of  such  lands ;  and  all  parties  who  have  a  claim,  or  appear 
of  record  in  any  of  the  public  oflSces  of  the  county  where  such 
lands  or  lots  is  situated,  to  have  any  interest  in  or  upon  such 
lands  or  lots,  shall  be  made  defendants  in  such  suits.  No  out- 
standing, unrecorded  deed,  mortgage,  or  claim  shall  be  of  any 
effect  as  against  the  right  or  title  of  the  complainant,  as  fixed 
and  declared  by  the  decree  made  in  such  cause.  If  upon  the 
hearing  of  such  cause,  it  shall  appear  that  the  complainant's 
title  was  invalid  for  any  cause,  such  suit  shall  not  be  dismissed 
by  the  court;  but  the  court  in  cases  where  the  tax  was  due  and 
unpaid,  or  where  the  complainant's  title  was  invalid  for  defect 
or  uncertainty  of  description,  shall  ascertain  the  amount  due 
to  the  complainant  for  principal  and  interest,  (said  interest  to 
be  computed  at  ten  per  centum  per  annum),  and  shall  decree 
the  payment  thereof,  within  a  reasonable  time,  by  the  owner  of 
such  lands,  and  in  default  thereof,  shall  direct  that  such  land 
or  lot  be  sold  therefor,  and  that  the  equity  and  right  of  re- 
demption of  all  the  defendants  in  such  suit,  and  all  persons 
claiming  under  them,  shall  be  conducted  in  the  same  manner,  as 
near  as  may  be,  in  conformity  with  the  practice  in  the  case  of 
foreclosure  of  mortgage.

Message  from  the  Senate. 

Mr.  Speaker  : 

I  am  directed  by  the  Senate  to  inform  the  House  that  the 
Senate  has  passed  Engrossed  House  Bill  No.  133,  being  a  bill 
providing  for  a  Metropolitan  Police  force  in  cities  of  29,000  (or 
more)  inhabitants,  and  providing  for  the  appointment  of  a 
Board  of  Metropolitan  Police  and  defining  their  duties,  and 
providing  for  the  appointment  of  officers  and  patrolmen,  and 
abolishing  the  oflSce  of  City  Marshal,  aild  declaring  an  emer- 
gency. 

A.  J.  Kellet, 
Secretary  of  the  Senate. 
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Mr.  Heifren,  Chairman  of  the  Special  Committee  to  investi- 
gate matters  connected  with  the  building  of  a  new  State  House, 
made  the  following  majority  report: 

Mr.  Speaker: 

We,  the  undersigned  members  of  the  committee  to  whom 
was  referred  House  Resolution  No.  2,  have  had  the  same  under 
consideration,  and  would  respectfully  report  as  follows: 

That  the  committee  proceeded  by  the  examination  of  witnesses 
under  oath  to  find  the  differences  in  prices  of  labor  and  mate- 
rial at  the  time  of  letting  the  contract  and  the  present  time, 
and  also  to  find  the  average  prices  paid  various  classes  of  labor 
employed  on  the  construction  of  the  new  State  House  during 
the  years  1880, 1881  and  1882,  and  also  the  average  prices  of 
the  various  kinds  of  materials  used  in  the  construction  of  said 
building  during  the  same  years. 

Said  committee  also  examined  into  the  character  of  the  work 
and  materials  used  in  the  work  of  said  building  down  to  Jan- 
uary 1, 1888. 

The  committee  has  also  examined  into  the  changes  made  in 
the  plans  and  specifications,  who  made  the  same,  why  they 
were  made,  and  what  they  have  cost  the  State. 

The  committee  has  also  obeyed  that  part  of  the  resolution 
requiring  it  to  learn  who  the  original  contractors  were,  to 
whom  the  contract*  was  assigned,  if  anybody,  who  the  present 
contractors  are,  and  the  sufBciency  of  all  the  bonds  executed 
by  the  original  architect,  State  House  Commissioners,  contract- 
ors, superintendents,  and  present  supervising  architects,  to- 
gether with  the  responsibility  of  the  contractors,  and  also  the 
commercial  rating  of  the  firm  of  Howard  &  Denig,  and  of  Wm. 
B.  Howard,  contractor,  Denig's  partner. 

The  committee  has  also  required  the  Staters  supervising  arch- 
itect, Adolf  Scherrer,  to  prepare,  under  oath,  an  estimate  of 
the  amount  of  money  necessary  to  finish  the  new  State  House, 
and  have  examined  several  members  of  the  State  House  Board 
and  the  contractors  upon  that  question,  and  have  further  in- 
quired into  the  question  of  whether  the  building  can  be  com- 
pleted for  two  millions  of  dollars.     Upon  these  various  ques- 
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tions  your  committee  have  examined  a  large  number  of  wit- 
nesses, and  closely  inspected  and.  examined  the  various  plans 
and  specifications^  together  with  all  the  changes  made  in  the 
same,  as  well  as  the  cost  of  said  changes  and  all  other  matters 
as  provided  by  the  above  and  foregoing  resolution. 

Your  comuiittee,  after  a  most  laborious  and  exhaustive  re- 
search into  all  the  management  of  the  State's  interests  by  the 
Board  of  State  House  Commissioners  would  respectfully  report 
that  their  entire  management  of  the  construction,  and  all  con- 
nected therewith,  from  the  time  of  their  appointment  to  the 
present  time,  has  been  wise,  prudent,  eflScient  and  economical, 
and  that  they  deserve  great  praise  for  the  constant  care  they 
have  manifested  in  the  full  performance  of  their  duties.  Noth- 
ing less  can  be  said  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  Captain 
Godown,  and  the  Supervising  Architect,  Mr.  Scherrer. 

Your  committee  finds  from  the  evidence  that  the  prices  of 
material  and  labor  entering  into  the  construction  of  the  new 
State  House  are  now,  and  have  been  for  some  time,  at  least  20 
per  cent,  higher  than  when  the  contract  was  awarded.  We  also 
find  that  the  work  has  been  done  in  accordance  with  the  plans 
and  specifications  on  file  in  the  Commissioners'  oflice,  the  ma- 
terial and  design  being  unexcelled.  We  also  find  from  the  evi- 
dence that  there  have  been  many  changes  in  the  plans  and  speci- 
fications found  necessary  by  the  Board  in  the  progress  of  the 
work;  that  all  the  changes  have  been  made  by  the  Board  in 
strict  conformity  with  the  contract.  We  also  find  that  these 
several  changes  have  been  grouped  together  in  eight  diflferent 
supplemental  contracts  at  an  actual  cost  to  the  State  of  $109,- 
639.66,  making  the  total  cost  of  the  building,  according  to  the 
original  contract,  $1,750,417.57.  We  believe  that  all  of  said 
changes  have  been  made  at  a  minimum  cost  to  the  State,  and 
that  all  of  said  changes  have  been  wise  and  proper. 

The  evidence  shows  that  the  original  contractors,  Messrs. 
Kanmacher  &  Denig,  are  the  present  contractors,  but  the  evi- 
dence further  discloses  the  fact  that  said  Kanmacher  has  sev- 
ered his  relations  with  the  firm,  but  has  not  been  released  by 
the  Board  of  Commissioners. 

The  evidence  further  disclosed  that  one  Wm.  B.  Howard  now 
owns  Kanmacher's  interest  in  the  contract,  but  that  he  is  not 
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recognized  by  the  Board  as  a  contractor.  The  evidence,  while 
very  meagre  upon  that  subject,  would  seem  to  indicate  that  the 
contractors,  Kanmacher  &  Denig,  are  not,  financially,  very  re- 
sponsible. 

The  evidence  shows  that  the  State  has  up  to  January  1, 1883, 
expended  $688,982.70  besides  cost  of  excavation  upon  the  build- 
ing, and  that  the  Commissioners  have  withheld  ten  per  cent. 
of  the  amount  earned  by  the  contractors,  as  provided  by  law, 
amounting  to  $65,478.65,  making  the  total  amount  earned  by 
the  contractors,  if  they  should  complete  the  building,  $749,- 
461.35. 

While  the  evidence  of  the  contractors  shows  that  they  have 
expended  upon  the  building  $996,808.98,  making  an  apparent 
loss  of  $287,484.10,  this  apparent  loss  includes  the  ten  per 
cent,  retained  by  the  Board,  together  with  all  interest  accrued 
upon  the  amounts  advanced  over  and  above  the  amounts  re- 
ceived by  the  contractors  upon  estimates  for  work  done,  as  well 
as  plank,  machinery,  etc.,  reducing  the  total  loss  of  the  con- 
tractors on  the  building  proper  to  $100,000. 

In  view  of  all  the  foregoing  facts,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that 
the  State  House  can  be  built  within  the  amount  allowed  by 
law  if  completed  under  the  present  management  of  Howard  & 
Denig  ($2,000,000,)  but  not  at  the  contract  price,  $1,762,207.58. 

We  are  of  the  opinion,  from  the  evidence,  that  if  the  con- 
tract is  re-let  to  other  contractors,  that  the  building  can  never 
be  completed  within  the  two  millions. 

We  believe,  further,  from  the  evidence,  that  a  re-letting  to 
new  contractors  will  retard  the  completion  of  the  building  at 
least  one  year. 

We  also  find  that  Mr.  Kanmacher  is  a  non-resident  and  in- 
solvent, and  that  Mr.  Denig  has  little  financial  ability,  and  that 
without  pecuniary  aid  he  can  not  complete  his  contract. 

We  also  find  that  the  sureties  are  non-residents  of  Indiana. 

We  also  find,  by  a  communication  from  the  Board  of  State 
House  Commissioners,  that  the  contractors  are  desirous  to  be 
released  from  their  contract,  and  that  the  contract  be  re-let  to

Howard  &  Denig.     We  requested  the  Commissioners  to  favor 
us  with  their  views,  which  are  as  follows : 

Hon,  Horace  HeffreUy 

Chairman  State  House  Investigation  Committee: 

Sir — Enclosed  herewith  is  a  bill  proposed  by  the  undersigned, 
at  your  request,  which,  we  think,  embraces,  about  all  the  legis- 
lation necessary  to  continue  the  work  on  the  new  Stat«  House 
building,  and  complete  it  in  the  least  time  possible.  We  pre- 
fer to  let  the  work  of  completing  the  building  to  the  present 
contractors,  because  their  preparations  for  working  are  all 
ready,  and  there  would  be  no  delay  in  the  progress  of  construc- 
tion. If  we  invite  bids  from  other  contractors,  the  work  must 
be  delayed  until  new  plans  and  specifications  are  prepared,  a 
letting  advertised,  bids  examined  and  contracts  made,  and  to 
do  this  will  consume  so  much  time  that  the  successful  con- 
tractor will  do  little  more  than  to  make  preparations  for  work- 
ing before  the  season  ends. 

Again,  we  are  assured  if  the  present  contractors  continue  the 
work  that  the  entire  cost  of  the  building  will  not  exceed  the 
limit  of  two  millions  of  dollars.  If  other  bids  are  resorted  to, 
we  have  no  such  assurance;  on  the  contrary,  we  think  it  more 
than  probable  that  a  new  contractor  would  require  a  consider- 
able increase  over  the  two  millions.  These  are  briefly  the  prin- 
cipal reasons  why  we  think  it  greatly  to  the  best  interests  of 
the  State  to  make  such  a  contract  as  we  have  presented  with 
the  present  contractors,  if  they  are  willing  to  enter  into  it.

We  also  required  Mr.  Denig  to  state  under  oath  what  he 
thought  it  would  require  to  complete  the  State  House  as  it  now 
stands,  and  his  answer  was  about  $2,000,000. 

We  also  required  the  Supervising  Architect,  Mr.  Sheerer,  to 
give  his  estimate  of  the  total  cost  of  the  building,  including 
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that  already  completed,  and  he  estimated  the  same  at  $1,959,- 
353.41,  being  $40,646.59  less  than  the  two  millions  allowed  by 
law  to  erect  the  State  House.  We  believe,  from  a  strong  pre- 
ponderance of  the  evidence,  that  the  building  can  be  com- 
pleted inside  the  $2,000,000  if  the  contract  be  relet  to  Howard 
&  Denig. 

We  report  resolution  for  adoption,  and  recommend  that  the 
House  take  some  action  in  regard  to  the  preservation  of  the 
evidence  iu  the  case. 

We  also  report  a  bill  for  the  consideration  of  this  House.

Mr.  McCormaok,  from  the  committee  to  investigate  matters 
connected  with  the  building  of  a  new  State  House,  made  the 
following  minority  repost : 

Mr.  Speakeb  : 

The  undersigned  members  of  the  committee,  to  whom  was 
referred  House  Resolution  No.  2,  have  had  the  same  under  con- 
sideration, and  would  respectfully  report  as  follows: 

That  the  committee  proceeded,  by  the  examination  of  wit- 
nesses under  oath,  to  find  the  difference  in  prices  of  labor  and 
material  at  the  time  of  letting  the  contract  and  the  present 
time,  and  also  to  find  the  average  prices  paid  various  classes  of 
labor  employed  in  the  construction  of  the  new  State  House 
during  the  years  1880,  1881  and  1882,  and  also  the  average 
prices  of  the  various  kinds  of  material  used  in  the  construction 
of  said  building  during  the  same  year. 

Said  committee  also  examined  into  the  character  of  the 
work  and  material  in  said  building  down  to  January  1, 1883. 

The  committee  has  also  examined  into  the  changes  made  in 
the  plans  and  specifications,  who  made  the  same,  why  they 
were  made,  and  what  they  have  cost  the  State. 
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The  committee  has  also  obeyed  that  part  of  the  resolution 
requiring  it  to  learn  who  the  original  contractors  were,  to 
whom  the  contract  has  been  assigned,  if  anj'body,  who  the 
present  contractors  are,  and  the  sufficiency  of  all  the  various 
bonds  executed  by  the  original  Architect,  State  House  Cona- 
missioners,  contractors,  superintendents,  and  present  Supervis- 
ing Architect,  together  with  the  responsibility  of  the  contract- 
ors, and  also  the  commercial  rating  of  the  firm  of  How^ard  & 
Denig,  and  of  Wm.  B.  Howard,  contractor,  Denig's  partner. 

The  committee  has  also  required  the  State's  Supervising 
Architect,  Adolf  Scherrer,  to  prepare,  under  oath,  an  esti- 
mate of  the  amount  of  money  necessary  to  finish  the  New 
State  House,  and  have  also  examined  several  members  of  the 
State  Board  and  the  contractors  upon  that  question,  and  have 
further  inquired  into  the  question  whether  the  building  can  be 
completed  for^two  millions  of  dollars. 

Upon  these  various  questions  your  committee  has  examined 
a  large  number  of  witnesses,  and  closely  inspected  and  exam- 
ined the  various  plans  and  specifications,  together  with  all  the 
changes  made  in  the  same,  as  well  as  the  cost  of  said  changes 
and  all  other  matters,  as  provided  by  the  above  and  foregoing 
resolution. 

Your  committee,  after  a  most  laborious  and  exhaustive  re- 
search into  all  the  management  of  the  State's  interests  by  the 
Board  of  State  House  Commissioners,  would  respectfully  re- 
port that  their  entire  management  indicates  a  disposition  to 
favor  the  contractors  and  to  aid  them  in  securing  from  this  ^ 
Legislature  an  additional  appropriation. 

Your  committee  finds,  from  the  evidence,  that  the  prices  of 
labor  required  in  the  new  State  House  have  been  for  some  time 
at  least  ten  per  cent,  higher  than  they  were  at  the  time  the 
contract  was  awarded,  but  that  the  prices  of  stone  and  iron 
have  not  advanced  to  the  contractors. 

We  also  find  that  the  work  has  not  been  done  in  accordance 
with  the  plans  and  specifications  as  originally  adopted  by  the 
State  House  Commissioners,  as  many  changes  have  been  made. 

We  also  find,  from  the  evidence,  there  have  been  many 
changes  in  the  plans  and  specifications  found  necessary  by  the 
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board  in  the  progress  of  the  work  on  account  of  the  incom- 
pleteness of  the  original  specifications. 

We  also  find  that  these  several  changes  have  been  grouped 
together  in  eight  supplemental  contracts  at  an  actual  cost  to 
the  State  of  $109,639  66,  making  the  total  cost  to  the  building, 
according  to  the  original  contracts,  $1,619,261.31. 

We  believe  all  of  said  changes  have  been  made  at  an  increased 
cost  to  the  State  in  proportion  to  the  amount  paid  for  the  same 
class  of  work,  as  originally  contracted  for.  In  some  cases  three 
prices  were  paid.  We  also  believe  that  part  of  said  changes 
were  wise  and  proper,  as  they  made  good  the  deficiency  in  the 
plans  and  specifications. 

The  evidence  shows  that  the  original  contractors,  Messrs. 
Kanmacher  &  Denig,  are  the  present  contractors ;  but  the  evi- 
dence further  discloses  the  fact  that  said  Kanmacher  has  sev- 
ered his  relations  with  the  firm,  but  that  he  has  not  been  re- 
leased by  the  Board  of  State  House  Commissioners. 

The  evidence  further  discloses  that  one  Wm.  B.  Howard  now 
owns  a  two-thirds  interest  in  the  contract,  but  that  he  is  not 
recognized  by  the  Board  as  a  contractor.  The  evidence,  while 
very  meagre  upon  that  subject,  would  seem  to  indicate  that  the 
contractors,  'Kanmacher  &  Denig,  are  not,  financially,-  very 
responsible. 

The  evidence  shows  that  the  contractors  have  earned  $749,- 
461.35  on  the  building  proper,  and  the  Commissioners  have 
withheld  ten  per  cent,  on  $654,786.50,  amounting  to  $65,478.65, 
which  amount  will  be  paid  the  contractors  when  they  complete 
the  building.  The  Commissioners  have  paid  the  contractors 
$29,196.20,  on  which  amount  the  ten  per  cent,  has  not  been  re- 
tained, making  the  total  amount  paid  the  contractors  up  to 
January  1,  1883,  $683,982.70. 

While  the  evidence  of  Mr.  Denig,  the  contractor,  shows  that 
he  has  expended  $996,^08.98,  making  an  apparent  loss  of  $246,- 
847.63  to  the  contractor,  this  apparent  loss  includes  their 
machinery,  mills  and  derricks,  stone  quarries,  brick-yards,  and 
an  item  of  $30,000  for  interest  on  money  used  to  carry  on  the 
work.      All   of   the   above    items    mentioned    should    not  be 
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charged  as  loss  on  the  building,  but  regarded  as  stock  on  hand, 
belonging  to  the  contractor,  excepting  the  item  of  f30,O0O 
charged  as  interest. 

We  find  the  evidence  conflicting  as  to  the  probable  cost  of 
the  State  House  when  completed.  The  architect  for  the  State 
House,  Mr.  Scherrer,  swears  that  the  building  can  be  completed 
for  less  than  two  millions  of  dollars.  The  contractor,  Mr. 
Denig,  and  his  superintendent,  Mr.  Johnson,  says  that  the 
building  can  not  be  completed  for  less  than  two  million  five 
hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  State  House  can 
be  completed  for  a  great  deal  less  than  $2,000,000,  and  would 
respectfully  refer  to  report  No.  6,  page  32  of  the  State  House 
Commissioners,  which  gives  the  bids  of  nine  competing  con- 
tractors for  the  completion  of  the  State  House,  when  the  build- 
ing was  let.  We  find  from  the  evidence  of  William  B.  Howard, 
who  owns  two-thirds  interest  in  the  contract,  that  the  bond  of 
the  contractors  is  good  for  the  amount  of  $250,000.  We  find 
from  the  evidence  that  the  management  of  the  work  has  not 
been  economical,  and  costing  more  than  was  necessary  if  the 
work  had  been  properly  managed. 

In  view  of  all  the  foregoing  facts,  we  believe  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  contractor  to  proceed  with  the  building  according  to  the 
contract  made  with  the  State,  to  complete  the  building  for  the 
amount  specified  in  the  original  contract,  excepting  where  the 
Commissioners  have  made  changes  in  material  used  in  the 
building,  there  the  Commissioners  should  pay  the  difference, 
if  any,  for  the  changes  above  the  contract  price.

-Be  it  resolved  by  the  JBouse,  the  Senate  concurring  therein,  That 
the  State  Relief  Committee,  consisting  of  the  Governor,  Lieu- 
tenant Governor^  Auditor  of  State,  and  Secretary  of  State,  to 
whom  was  assigned  the  duty  of  expending  an  appropriation  of 
$60,000,  be  and  are  hereby  instructed  and  empowered  to  draw 
such  sums  of  money  from  said  $60,000  as  may  be  necessary,  in 
their  judgment,  upon  proper  presentation  of  the  said  sufiering, 
to  enable  said  sufierers  from  such  overflow  to  resume  their  oc- 
cupation and  labor  on  such  land,  and  such  money  as  may  be 
allowed  or  set  apart  for  the  sufferers  in  said  country  be  given 
for  expenditure  into  the  hands  of  a  reliable  committee  of  ex- 
penditure, in  said  district,  which  committee  on  such  expendi- 
ture will  return  proper  vouchers  to  said  State  Board  for  such 
expenditure.

When  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  by  aflidavit  that 
notice  of  intention  to  present  such  petition  has  been  posted  for 
twenty  days  in  three  public  places  in  each  township  where  the 
lands  are  situate,  described  in  the  petition,  and  near  the  line  of 
said  proposed  work,  and  one  at  the  door  of  the  Court  House  of 
each  of  the  counrties  in  which  said  lands  are  situated,  the  Court 
shall  hear  the  same,  and  if  the  provisions  of  the  last  preceding 
section  have  not  been  complied  with,  shall  dismiss  the  petition, 
otherwise  it  shall  make  an  order  referring  the  matter  to  the 
Commissioners  of  Drainage  of  the  county,  and  fix  therein  a 
time  and  place  for  the  meeting  of  said  Commissioners,  and  a 
time  when  they  shall  report.  The  Clerk  shall  deliver  to  them 
a  copy  of  such  petition  and  order,  and  they  shall  meet  accord- 
ingly. They  shall  make  personal  inspection  of  the  lands  of 
the  petitioner  or  petitioners,  and  consider,  first,  whether  the 
drainage  proposed  is  practicable;  second,  whether,  when  ac- 
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complished,  it  will  improve  the  public  health  or  benefit  any 
public  highway  in  the  county,  or  street  of  a  town  or  city,  or  be 
of  public  utility;  and,  third,  whether  the  costs,  damages  and 
expenses  of  eftecting  the  drainage  will  be  less  than  the  benefits 
to  the  owners  of  the  lands  likely  to  be  benefited  by  the  pro- 
posed drainage;  and,  if  they  find  any  of  these  inquiries  in  the 
negative,  they  shall  make  report  of  such  finding  to  the  Court, 
and  thereupon  the  petition  shall  be  dismissed  at  the  costs  of 
such  petitioner.  But  if  they  find  otherwise,  they  shall  proceed 
and  definitely  determine  the  best  and  cheapest  method  of  drain- 
age, the  terminus  and  route,  location,  and  character  of  the  pro- 
posed method,  and  fix  the  same  by  metes  and  bounds,  courses 
and  distances,  and  description,  estimate  the  cost  thereof,  assess 
the  benefits  or  injury,  as  the  case  may  be,  to. each  separate  tract 
of  land  to  be  effected  thereby,  and  to  easements  therein  held 
by  railway  or  other  corporations,  and  make  report  to  the  Court, 
as  directed,  under  oath.  They  may  determine  that  the  method  of 
drainage  may  be  by  removing  obstructions  from  a  natural  water 
course,  by  deepening,  widening,  straightening  or  changing  its 
natural  channel,  by  constructing  an  artificial  channel,  ditch  or 
drain,  open  or  covered,  or  by  making  levees,  or  by  any  or  all 
such  methods  combined.  In  making  the  assessment  of  benefits 
the  Commissioners  shall  give  the  owner  of  each  tract  of  land, 
so  assessed,  a  proper  and  equitable  credit  for  work  done  in  the 
construction  of  any  ditch  or  drain  upon  the  same  line  within 
three  years  preceding  the  time  of  the  assessment  by  said  Com- 
missioners. Any  two  Commissioners  may  act  without  the 
presence  or  concurrence  of  the  third.  The  County  Surveyor 
shall  be  the  engineer  and  make  the  necessary  surveys.  If  any 
Commissioner,  or  those  of  kin  to  him,  be  interested  in  any  case, 
he  shall  not  act  therein,  and,  if  need  be,  the  Court  shall  appoint 
a  person  duly  qualified  to  act  in  such  case. 

And  when  so  amended,  we  recommend  that  the  bill  pass.

Engrossed  House  Bill 
No.  223,  the  same  being  a  bill  concerning  the  Decedents'  Es- 
tates Act,  and  I  herewith  return  the  same  to  the  House  for  fur- 
ther action  thereon.

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EngroBsed  Senate  Amendments  to  House  Bill  No.  223: 

Amend  said  bill  as  follows  : 

Strike  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  insert  the  follow- 
ing: 

That  section  5  of  the  above  entitled  act  be  amended  to  read 
as  follows : 

Sec.  5.  All  proceedings  touching  the  probate  of  wills  and 
settlement  of  decedents'  estates  shall  be  recorded  in  separate 
books  kept  for  that  purpose :  Provided^  That  proceedings  touch- 
ing the  guardianship  of  infants  and  insane  persons  may  be  re- 
corded therein. 

The  Clerk  of  each  Circuit  Court  shall  also  keep  in  his  office 
a  book  for  the  recording  of  wills  and  probate  thereof;  a  book 
in  which  he  shall  record  all  letters  testamentary  and  of  admin- 
istration, within  ten  days  after  the  same  are  issued;  a  book  in 
which  he  shall  record,  in  ten  days  after  the  same  are  filed,  all 
bonds  of  executors  and  administrators;  a  book  in  which  he 
shall  record  all  inventories  and  sale  bills  of  personal  estate, 
within  thirty  days  after  the  same  are  filed;  a  general  entry, 
claim,  and  allowance  docket  combined,  and  a  fee  book. 

He  shall  also  keep  a  final  record  book,  in  which  he  shall,  upon 
the  order  of  the  Court,  or  request  of  a  party  in  interest,  but 
not  otherwise,  enter  complete  record  of  any  matter  or  proceed- 
ing in  the  administration  of  an  estate,  and  the  cost  thereof,  if 
ordered  by  Court,  shall  be  taxed  as  costs  against  the  estate,  or 
if  such  complete  record  be  made  at  the  request  of  a  party  in 
interest,  then  the  cost  thereof  shall  be  paid  by  him  and  charged 
to  the  estate,  and  in  advance,  if  required  by  the  Clerk. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  23  of  the  above  entitled  act  be  amended 
to  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec  23.  On  a  written  application,  verified  by  oath,  of  any 
person  interested  in  the  estate,  or  of  any  co-executor,  co-admin- 
istrator, or  surety  of  such  executor  or  administrator,  specifying 
the  grounds  of  complaint,  any  executor  or  administrator  with 
the  will  annexed,  or  administrator,  may  be  removed  and  his 
letters  superceded  by  the  court  in  which  such  letters  issued,  for 
any  of  the  following  causes :

1.  When,  from  sickness,  habitual  drnnkeuuess,  imbecilitj, 
(change  of  residence,  actual  or  intended,  or  other  cause,  he  is 
rendered  incapable  of  discharging  his  trust  to  the  interest  of 
the  estate. 

2.  When  he  shall  fail  to  make  and  return  inventories  and 
sale  bills  or  to  render  account  of  his  administration  according 
to  law  or  the  order  of  the  court,  or  shall  waste  or  fail  to 'pay- 
over  according  to  law  the  money  of  such  estate. 

3.  When  it  shall  be  shown  to  the  court  by  his  sureties  that 
such  executor  or  administrator  has  become,  or  is  likely  to  be- 
come, insolvent,  in  consequence  of  which  his  sureties  have  suf- 
fered, or  will  suft'er,  loss. 

4.  When  any  administratrix  or  executrix,  at  the  time  letters 
issued,  was  unmarried  and  shall  afterwards  marry,  and  her 
husband  shall  fail  to  file  his  consent,  in  open  court,  in  writing, 
to  her  continuing  as  such. 

5.  But  whenever  an  executor  or  administrator  shall  be  about 
removing  from  the  county  in  which  he  resided  at  the  time  he 
became  such  executor  or  administrator,  he  shall,  before  leaving 
such  county,  make  a  true  and  final  exhibit  under  oath  to  the 
Circuit  Court,  of  the  condition  of  the  estate  of  which  he  is  ex- 
ecutor or  administrator,  at  which  time  his  letters  of  executor- 
ship or  administration  shall  be  revoked:  Provided^  That  if  any 
executor  or  administrator  removes  to  another  county  in  this 
State,  his  letters  shall  be  revoked  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court. 

6.  When  he  shall  fail  to  give  additional  bond  and  sureties, 
as  required  by  the  Court,  or  the  Court  may  without  such  ap- 
plication for  any  such  cause  in  cases  of  emergency,  remove 
such  executor  or  administrator  instantly  without  citation. 

Sec.  3.  That  section  47  of  saia  act  be  amended  to  read  as 
follows  :  Section  47.  The  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  in  vaca- 
tion, or  the  Judge  thereof,  to  whom  such  inventory  and  ap- 
praisement are  returned,  shall  immediately  examine  the  same 
and  indorse  an  approval  thereon,  if  found  correct  and  in  proper 
form,  and  the  Clerk  shall  file  and  record  the  same  in  the  record 
kept  for  that  purpose.  If  the  same  be  found  incorrect  or  in- 
formal, the  defect  shall  be  noted  thereon,  and  the  inventory 
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and  appraibement  returned  to  the  executor  or  administrator 
for  correction,  and  the  same,  when  corrected,  shall  be  returned 
to  the  Clerk  and  filed  and  recorded  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  4.  That  section  66  of  said  act  be  amended  to  read  as 
follows: 

Sec.  66.  An  executor  or  administrator  making  a  public  sale 
of  personal  property,  shall  select  a  clerk  to  keep  an  account 
thereof,  who  shall  not  be  related  to  him  or  interested  in  the  es- 
tate. He  shall  be  furnished  by  the  executor,  or  administrator, 
with  a  copy  of  the  inventory  of  the  property  to  be  sold,  and 
shall  keep  a  minute  of  each  article  sold,  the  number  thereof  on 
the  inventory,  to  whom,  and  for  how  much  sold,  the  amount 
of  cash  paid  by  each  purchaser,  and  names  of  sureties  taken 
on  notes.  He  shall,  upon  completion  of  the  sale,  make  out,  on 
printed  blanks  prepared  for  that  purpose,  a  sale  bill  thereof, 
which  shall  specify  the  time,  and  place  and  terms  of  sale,  the 
different  articles  sold,  prices  thereof,  amount  of  cash  paid,  and 
names  of  purchasers  and  sureties.  The  articles  shall  be  ar- 
ranged in  the  sale  bill  in  the  same  numerical  order  in  which 
they  appear  on  the  inventory,  and  opposite  each  article  on  the 
margin  shall  be  noted  the  number  it  bears  on  the  inventory. 
K  any  of  the  articles  named  in  the  inventory,  and  subject  to 
sale,  remain  unsold,  the  clerk  of  the  sale  shall  subjoin  to  the 
sale  bill  a  list  thereof,  in  the  order -in  which  they  appear  on  the 
inventory,  noting,  in  the  proper  columns  opposite  each  article, 
the  number  and  appraisement  thereof,  as  shown  on  the  inven- 
tory. The  sale  bill  and  subjoined  list  shall  be  correctly  added 
up,  and  the  footings  noted  on  each.  The  clerk  of  the  sale  shall 
thereupon  take  and  subscribe  an  oath,  to  be  indorsed  upon  or 
attached  to  the  sale  bill,  that  the  sale  bill  and  subjoined  list,  if 
any,  contain  a  true  and  complete  account  of  the  sale  of  the 
personal  property  of  the  deceased,  by  the  executor  or  adminis- 
trator, and  of  the  articles  remaining  unsold,  as  shown  by  the 
inventory.  The  sale  bill  and  subjoined  list  shall  be  returned  to 
the  Clerk  of  the  Court  in  which  the  estate  is  pending,  where- 
upon like  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  upon  the  return  of  an  in- 
ventory and  appraisement. 
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Sec.  5.  That  section  86  of  said  act  be  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

Sec.  86.  No  action  shall  be  brought  by  complaint  and  sum- 
mons against  the  executor  or  administrator  of  an  estate  for 
the  recovery  of  any  claim  against  the  decedent.  But  the 
holder  thereof,  whether  such  claim  be  due  or  not,  shall  file  a 
sufficient  and  definite  statement  thereof  in  the  office  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  Court  in  which  the  estate  is  pending.  Any  claim 
of  the  e;xecutor  or  administrator  against  the  decedent  shall  be 
made  out  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  in 
which  the  estate  is  pending.  If  any  claim  against  the  decedent 
be  founded  upon  any  written  instrument,  alleged  to  have  been 
executed  by  him,  the  original  or  a  complete  copy  thereof  shall 
be  filed  with  the  statement.  The  statement  shall  set  forth  all 
credits  and  deductions  to  which  the  estate  is  entitled,  and  shall 
be  accompanied  by  the  affidavit  of  the  claimant,  his  agent  or 
attorney,  that  the  claim,  after  deducting  all  credits,  set-ofls  and 
deductions  to  which  the  estate  is  entitled,  is  justly  due  and 
wholly  uppaid,  and  no  claim  shall  be  received  unless  accompa- 
nied by  such  affidavit.  If  the  claim  be  secured  by  a  lien  on 
any  real  or  personal  property,  such  lien  shall'  be  particularly  set 
forth  in  such  statement,  and  a  reference  given  to  where  the 
lien — if  of  record — will  be  found.  If  such  claim  be  filed  after 
the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  giving  of  notice  by  the  ex- 
ecutor or  administrator  of  his  appointment,  it  shall  be  prose- 
cuted solely  at  the  costs  of  the  claimant,  and  if  not  filed  at 
least  thirty  days  before  final  settlement  of  the  estate,  it  shall  be 
barred,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  in  case  of  liabilities  of 
heirs,  devisees  and  legatees. 

Sec  6.  That  section  93  of  the  above  entitled  act  be  amended 
to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  93.  The  book  required  by  this  act  to  be  kept  by  the 
Clerk  for  general  entry  claim  and  allowance  docket  shall  contain 

on  each  page  a  printed  heading,  "No. ,  estate  of -, 

executor  (or  administrator)."  On  the  left  hand  page  shall  be 
kept  the  general  entry  docket,  and  on  the  corresponding  right 
hand  page  the  claim  and  allowance  docket. 

As  soon  as  letters  testamentary,  or  of  administration,  shall

be  issued  on  an  estate,  the  Clerk  shall  note  the  estate  on  the 
general  entry  docket,  and  note  thereoq  the  number  of  the 
estate,  name  of  executor  or  administrator,  his  post  office  ad- 
dress, date  of  letters,  penalty  of  bond,  and  sureties  thereon. 
When  an  inventory  or  sale  bill  shall  be  filed,  he  shall  note 
thereon  the  amount  and  date  of  filing.  He  shall  from  time  to 
time  thereafter,  note  thereon  briefly  the  proceedings  of  the 
Court  and  date  thereof,  each  estate  set  oft'  to  a  widow  with- 
out administration,  ^nd  the  number  thereof  shall  also  be  noted 
on  said  docket. 

Estates  shall  be  numbered  from  one  upwards  consecutively, 
and  shall  retain  the  same  number  pending  the  settlement 
thereof.  On  the  right  hand  page,  opposite  the  general  entry 
docket  of  an  estate,  shall  be  kept  the  claim  and  allowance 
docket  of  said  estate.  It  shall  be  provided  with  columns  and 
printed  headings  thereto,  for  number  of  the  claim,  name  of 
claimant,  date  of  the  filing,  date  of  allowance  and  amount 
thereof  and  remarks.  The  claims  where  filed  shall  be  by  the 
Clerk  numbered  from  one  upwards  and  bear  the  same  number 
in  all  subsequent  proceedings  thereon,  and  for  all  services  in 
filing  and  recording  on  such  docket  any  claim  the  Clerk  shall 
be  allowed  ten  cents,  and  no  more. 

Sec.  7.  That  section  95  of  said  act  be  amended  to  read  as 
follows: 

Sec.  95.  Whenever  any  claim  against  the  estate  of  any  de- 
cedent shall  have  been  filed  and  placed  upon  the  appearance 
docket  of  such  court  ten  days  before  the  first  day  of  the  ensu- 
ing term  thereof,  the  executor  or  administrator  of  such  estate 
shall  admit  or  refuse  to  admit  such  claim  in  writing  on  the 
margin  of  such  appearance  docket,  opposite  such  claim.  If 
Buch  claim  is  not  so  admitted  before  the  last  day  of  said  term, 
the  same  shall  be  transferred  to  the  issue  docket  of  such  court, 
and  shall  stand  for  trial  at  the  next  term  thereof,  as  other  civil 
actions  pending  therein:  Provided^  That  the  Court  may,  in  its 
discretion,  require  further  proof  as  to  any  claim,  notwithstand- 
ing the  executor  or  administrator  may  have  admitted  the  claim 
in  the  manner  provided  in  this  act. 
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Sec.  8.  That  section  96  of  said  act  be  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

Sbc.  96.  The  allowance  of  a  claim  as  provided  for  in  this 
act,  shall  be  as  between  the  claimant  and  the  executor  be  oper- 
ative as  an  adjudication  of  the  validity  and  amount  of  the 
claim,  and  presumptive  evidence  thereof  in  any  proceeding  by 
the  executor  or  administrator  for  the  sale  of  the  real  estate  of 
the  decedent  to  discharge  the  liabilities  of  his  estate. 

Sbc.  9.  That  section  97  of  the  said  act  be  amended  to  read 
as  follows: 

Sbc.  97.  Whenever  a  claim  in  favor  of  an  executor  or  ad- 
ministrator against  the  estate  he  represents,  which  accrued  be- 
fore the  death  of  such  decedent  shall  be  filed  against  said  estate, 
with  the  affidavit  of  the  claimant  attached,  thirty  days  before 
the  commencement  of  the  term  of  said  court  during  which 
the  claim  is  to  be  presented  for  allowance,  the  Judge  of  said 
Court  shall  represent  said  estate,  and  shall  examine  into  the 
nature  of  said  claim,  and  if  the  same  be  by  said  Court  deemed 
just  and  right,  said  Court  shall  allow  said  claim  and  order  the 
same  paid  out  of  said  estate,  as  other  claims  of  the  same  class, 
and  said  Court  may,  in  its  discretion,  examine,  under  oath,  such 
executor  or  administrator,  or  any  other  person,  touching  such 
claim,  and  if  such  Court  shall  be  of  the  opinion  that  the  in- 
terests of  said  estate  will  be  promoted  by  active  opposition  to 
such  claim,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  Court  to  appoint  a  prac- 
ticing attorney  of  said  Court  to  represent  said  estate,  and  the 
same  pleadings,  issues  and  trial  may  be  had  as  in  other  claims, 
and  such  Court  shall  allow  to  such  attorney  to  be  paid  out  of 
said  estate  such  for  his  services  as  may  be  deemed  by  said  Court 
just  and  right.  And  no  attorney  shall  be  allowed  compensa- 
tion for  representing  the  estate  of  a  decedent  in  defence  of  such 
a  claim,  except  when  appointed  in  pursuance  of  this  act. 

Sec.  10.  That  section  98  of  said  act  be  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

Sec  98.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  executor  and  admin- 
istrator to  inquire  into  the  correctness  of  all  claims  filed  against 
the  estate  that  he  represents,  and  to  make  all  available  defenses 
thereto,  and  if  he  fails  so  to  do  he  shall,  be  liable  on  his  bond 
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at  the  suit  of  any  person  interested  in  the  estate,  for  all  dam- 
ages sustained  by  the  estate  in  consequence  of  such  neglect. 

Sec.  11.  That  section  100  of  said  act  be  amended  to  read  as 
follows: 

'  Sec.  100.  When  any  claim  is  transferred  for  trial,  it  shall 
not  be  necessary  for  the  executor  or  administrator  to  plead  any 
matter  by  way  of  answer,  except  a  set-off  or  counter  claim,  to 
which  the  plaintiff  shall  reply.  If  the  executor  or  administra- 
tor plead  any  other  matter  by  way  of  defense,  the  claimant 
shall  reply  thereto.  The  sufficiency  of  the  statement  of  the 
claim  or  any  subsequent  pleading,  may  be  tested  by  demurrer, 
and  if  objection  be  made  that  the  assignor  of  a  claim,  not  as- 
signed by  indorsement,  is  not  a  party  to  the  action,  leave  shall 
be  given  the  claimant  to  amend  by  making  him  a  party  to 
answer  to  his  interest  in  the  claim,  and  to  sue  out  process 
against  the  assignor  to  answer  in  that  behalf.  And  if  it  shall 
be  shown  to  the  Court  that  any  person  is  bound  with  the  dece- 
dent in  any  contract  which  is  the  foundation  of  the  claim,  the 
Court  shall  direct  that  the  claim  be  amended  by  making  such 
person  a  defendant  in  the  action,  and  process  shall  be  issued 
against  and  served  upon  him,  and  thereafter  the  suit  shall  be 
prosecuted  against  him  as  a  codefendant  with  such  executor  or 
administrator,  and  judgment  shall  be  rendered  accorningly. 

Sec  12.     That  section  101  be  amended  to  read  as  follows;    . 

Sec.  101.  The  trial  of  such  claims  shall  be  conducted  as  in 
ordinary  civil  cases,  and  if  the  finding  be  for  the  claimant  in 
damages,  the  Court  shall  render  judgment  against  the  executor 
or  administrator  for  the  amount  thereof,  and  six  per  cent,  in- 
terest therein,  and  for  costs,  if  allowed  by  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  assets  of  the  estate  to  be  admin- 
istered. If  the  claim  sued  on  be  secured  by  a  lien  upon  prop- 
erty of  the  deceased,  the  date  and  extent  shall  be  ascertained 
and  fixed  by  the  finding  and  judgment. 

If  the  finding  be  in  favor  of  the  executor  or  administrator, 
upon  a  set-off  or  counter-claim,  judgment  shall  be  rendered 
thereon  as  in  ordinary  cases.  If  a  set-off*  or  counter-claim  be 
pleaded,  and  the  claim  be  afterward  dismissed,  the  executor 
may  neverthless  proceed  to  trial  and  judgment  on  the  set-off  or 
counter-claim.

ISec.  18.  That  section  102  of  said  act  be  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

Sec.  102.  In  all  cases  where  a  claim  is  filed  against  the  estate 
of  a  decedent,  and  has  been  allowed  by  the  executor  or  admin- 
istrator, any  person  interested  in  the  estate,  upon  written  peti- 
tion of  the  Court,  shall  be  allowed,  at  his  expense,  to  defend 
such  claim,  notwithstanding  such  allowance,  but  such  petition 
must  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  proper  court  within  sixty 
days  after  the  claim  has  been  by  such  executor  or  administra- 
tor indorsed  and  allowed  on  the  claim  docket,  and  before  the 
final  settlement  of  such  estate,  and  such  petition  shall  be  ac- 
companied by  a  bond,  with  sufficient  surety,  payable  to  the 
executor,  or  administrator,  to  be  approved  by  the  clerk,  condi- 
tioned for  the  payment  of  the  costs  that  shall  be  adjudged 
against  him. 

If  the  amount  of  the  claim  be  rendered  ten  per  cent.'  on  such 
trial,  the  court  shall  order  the  costs  and  all  expenses  incurred 
by  such  person  in  contesting  said  claim  paid  out  of  such  estate, 
but  in  case  of  failure  to  so  reduce  it,  such  person  contesting  the 
claim  shall  pay  all  costs  occasioned  the  estate  thereby. 

Sec  14.  That  section  104  of  said  act  be  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

Sec.  104.  No  execution  or  other  final  process  shall  be  issued 
on  any  allowance  or  judgment  rendered  upon  a  claim  against  a 
decedent's  estate  for  the  collection  thereof  out  of  the  assets  of 
the  estate,  but  all  such  claims  shall  be  paid  by  the  executor  or 
administrator,  in  full  or  pro  ratUy  in  due  course  of  administra- 
tion. 

Sec  15.  That  section  115  of  the  above  entitled  act  be 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Sec  115.  Notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  hearing  of  suck 
petition  shall  be  given  by  three  successive  publications  in  a 
weekly  newspaper  nearest  thereto,  in  the  State,  thirty  days  be- 
fore the  hearing  of  such  petition,  and  by  posting  up  written  or 
printed  notices  thereof,  in  public  places,  in  the  township  where 
such  real  estate  is  situated. 
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Sec.  16.  That  section  126  of  said  act  be  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

Sec.  126.  The  Court  holding  the  sale  shall  specify  the  terms 
of  sale,  but  no  credit  shall  be  directed  to  be  given  for  a  longer 
period  than  eighteen  months  except  that  when  the  appraisement 
of  the  real  estate  is  over  five  thousand  dollars,  a  credit  may  be 
given  for  a  period  of  not  more  than  three  years.  If  it  appear 
to  the  Court  that  a  private  sale  of  the  real  estate  would  be  ad- 
vantageous to  the  estate  of  the  decedent,  the  Court  may  so 
order,  and  shall,  in  such  cases,  prescribe  in  the  order  the  notice 
to  be  given  of  the  sale :  Provided^  That  if  the  appraised  value 
of  the  real  estate  ordered  to  be  sold  shall  not  exceed  one  thou- 
sand dollars,  the  Court  may  order  such  sale  without  giving 
notice  thereof. 

Sec.  17.  That  section  151  of  the  above  entitled  act  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec  151.  No  proceeding  shall  be  instituted  before  the  end 
of  one  year  from  the  death  of  the  decedent  to  enforce  the  lien 
of  any  judgment  rendered  against  the  decedent  in  his  lifetime 
npon  real  estate,  or  any  decree  specifically  directing  the  sale  of 
such  real  estate  to  discharge  any  lien  or  liability  created  or 
suffered  by  the  decedent;  nor  shall  any  suit  be  brought  be- 
fore that  time  against  the  heirs  or  devisees  of  the  deceased 
to  foreclose  any  mortgage  or  other  lien  thereon,  for  the 
payment  of  which  his  personal  estate  shall  be  liable;  and 
in  case  of  suit  to  foreclose  any  mortgage  or  other  lien 
thereon,  the  executor  or  administrator  shall  be  made  a  party 
defendant  thereto;  and  if  the  executor  or  administrator  shall 
be  diligently  prosecuting  his  proceeding  to  sell  the  real  es- 
tate of  the  deceased  for  the  purpose  of  making  assets  to  dis- 
charge such  liens,  further  proceeding  for  the  sale  thereof  by 
holders  of  liens  thereon  shall  be  stayed  upon  the  application  of 
the  executor  or  administrator.  This  section  shall  not  apply  to 
cases  when,  before  the  end  of  the  year,  the  real  estate  shall 
have  been  sold  by  the  executor  or  administrator,  subject  to 
liens  thereon,  nor  to  mortgages  and  judgments  in  favor  of  the 
State.

Sec.  18.  That  section  153  of  said  act  be  amended  to  read  as 
follows: 

Sec.  153.  Any  person  entitled  to  any  legacy,  or  to  a  distribu- 
tive share  of  the  estate  of  any  deceased  person,  may,  at  any 
time  previous  to  the  settlement  of  such  estate,  apply  to  the 
Court,  either  in  person  or  by  guardian,  after  giving  reasonable 
notice  to  the  executor  or  administrator  to  be  allowed  to  receive 
a  portion  of  such  legacy  or  distributive  share. 

Sec.  19.  That  section  157  of  said  act  be  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

Sec.  157.  At  the  end  of  one  year  from  the  issuing  of  letters 
and  notice  thereof,  or  so  soon  thereafter  as  the  sale  notes  for 
personal  property  shall  mature  the  executor  or  administrator 
shall  file  in  the  Court  issuing  his  letters  a  true  and  complete 
account  of  all  the  assets  of  the  estate  of  the  decedent  which 
shall  have  come  to  his  hands  and  of  all  disbursements  made  by 
him  and  all  credits  to  which  he  may  be  entitled.  In  such  ac- 
count he  shall  charge  himself  with  the  amount  of  each  rerent- 
ing  of  personal  and  real  estate  filed  by  him,  with  each  item  of 
principal  or  interest,  or  both,  collected  by  him  in  addition  to 
the  amounts  thereof,  as  shown  by  the  inventories  and  sale  bills 
filed  by  him,  with  the  profits  realized  on  the  sales  of  property, 
with  the  kind  and  value  of  all  property  of  decedent  received 
by  him  and  not  inventoried,  and  with  all  income,  rents  and 
other  increase  of  the  estate  received  by  and  chargeable  to  him 
as  such  executor  or  administrator.  He  shall  also  exhibit  in 
such  account  the  total  amount  of  moneys  received  by  him  and 
the  total  amount  thereof  paid  out  on  account  of  the  estate, 
and  the  particulars  and  amount  of  each  claim  due  or  owing  to 
the  estate  and  remaining  unpaid,  and  his  claim  for  services, 
expenses  and  attorney's  fees.  Such  account  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  the  aflidavit  of  the  executor  or  administrator,  sub- 
scribed by  him  that  the  account  is  a  true  and  complete  exhibit 
of  his  administration  of  the  estate,  and  upon  the  finding  of  the 
Court  upon  any  report  showing  the  receipts  and  expenditures, 
and  appeal  lie  to  the  Supreme  Court  as  in  final  judgment. 

Sec   20.     That  section   158  of   the   above  entitled   act  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows : 
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Sec.  158.  Upon  the  filing  of  any  of  the  accounts  required 
by  this  act,  and  upon  its  appearing  to  the  court  that  the  estate 
is  clearly  solvent,  the  court  shall  order  the  distribution  of  the 
moneys  so  received  among  the  creditors  of  the  deceased  whose 
claims  have  been  allowed  according  to  the  order  of  classes  be-

Message  from  the  Governor.

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  March  5.  1883.     / 

(jrcntlemen  of  the  House  of  Representatives : 

I  return  to  you,  with  my  objections  thereto.  House  Bill  No. 
133,  commonly  known  as  the  "  Metropolitan  Police  Bill.'' 

The  bill  declares  that  in  cities  of  this  State  containing 
29,000  or  more  inhabitants,  according  to  the  United  States  cen- 
sus of  1880,  there  shall  be  established  a  Board  of  Metropolitan 
Police,  to  consist  of  three  Commissioners,  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Governor  and  the  Secretary,  Auditor  and  Treasurer  of 
State.  One  of  the  Commissioners  shall  be  of  *' opposite  poli- 
tics" to  the  other  two.  It  provides  that  these  Commissioners 
shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  Superintendent  of  Police,  Cap- 
tains, Sergeants,  Detectives,  and  such  other  oflBcers  and  patrol- 
men as  they  may  deem   advisable,  to   be   appointed   equally

between  the  two  leading  political  parties.  The  number  ot 
patrolmen  is  limited  to  one  for  each  thousand  inhabitants.  No 
limit  whatever  is  placed  upx)n  the  number  of  Captains,  Ser- 
geants and  Detectives.  Though  they  might  be  made  so  num- 
erous to  gratify  party  or  personal  favorites  as  to  impose  a  most 
unjust  burden  upon  the  city  treasury,  the  voters  of  the  city 
can  do  nothing  to  regulate  their  number. 

There  are  but  two  cities  in  the  State  the  population  of  which, 
as  shown  by  the  census  of  1880,  exceeds  29,000  inhabitants. 
They  are  Indianapolis  and  Evansville,  the  city  governments  of 
which  have  been,  except  during  great  intervals,  in  the  control 
of  officers  holding  diflferent  political  opinions  from  a  majority 
of  the  members  of  the  present  General  Assembly.  Ft.  Wayne, 
by  the  census  of  1880,  contained  a  population  of  nearly  27,000 
inhabitants.  The  city  government  of  Ft.  Wayne  is  steadily 
under  the  control  of  officers  who  agree  with  the  majority  of 
the  members  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  Legislature  in  political 
opinion.  Ft.  Wayne  is  not  included  within  the  provisions  of 
the  bill,  nor  are  any  of  those  provisions  of  the  bill  which  its 
advocates  claim  are  necessary  for  good  municipal  government 
and  fair  elections,  made  applicable  to  that  city,  either  by  the 
bill  itself  or  by  any  other  bill  which  has  been  before  the  pres- 
ent Legislature.  It  is  evident,  therefore,  that  the  design  is,  for 
merely  party  reasons,  to  deprive  the  citizens  of  Indianapolis 
and  ot  Evansville  of-  the  power,  through  officers  chosen  by 
themselves,  ta  appoint  their  police. 

That  these  are  the  controlling  reasons  is  placed  further  be- 
yond doubt  by  the  mode  provided  for  selecting  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Police.  Instead  of  appointing  two  or  four  officers, 
equally  divided  in  political  opinion,  to  make  the  selection,  three 
State  officers,  differing  in  political  opinion  from  the  Governor, 
are  appointed  along  with  him  to  make  the  choice.  These  are 
officers,  too,  who,  unlike  the  Governor,  are  eligible  under  the 
Constitution  to  re-election  at  the  end  of  their  present  terms, 
and  who,  naturally  desirous  of  being  re-elected,  may  well  be 
supposed,  without  meaning  to  judge  of  them  with  any  disre- 
spect, to  be  peculiarly  susceptible  to  party  bias. 

The  Commissioners  to  be  selected  are  not  required  to  be 
equally  divided  in  political  opinion,  but  are  to  consist  of  three 
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persons,  one  of  whom  shall  be  of  opposite  politics  from  the 
•other  two. 

It  is  well  known,  of  course,  from  the  composition  of  the 
hoard  chosen  to  appoint  them,  of  what  politics  the  majority  of 
the  Commissioners  will  be,  and  the  member  required  to  be  of 
*' opposite  politics"  need  not,  under  the  terms  of  the  bill,  be  a 
member  even  of  one  of  the  two  leading  political  parties.  He 
may  belong  to  any  party  opposed  in  opinion  to  the  majority  of 
the  Commissioners,  no  matter  how  inconsiderable  may  be  its 
numbers. 

The  Commissioners  are  required,  in  appointing  the  officers 
and  men  who  shall  compose  the  police,  to  appoint  them  equally 
between  the  political  parties.  This  fair  sounding  phrase  will 
deceive  nobody  acquainted  with  the  course  of  parties. 

If  men  are  to  be  chosen  as  policemen  impartially,  the  men 
who  choose  them  must  be  impartial ;  when  so  careful  a  provision 
is  made  that  they  shall  not  be  impartial,  it  is  easy  to  foresee  what 
will  be  the  real  party  composition  of  the  police.  Those  who 
agree  in  political  opinion  with  a  majority  of  the  Commissioners 
will  be  bold,  aggressive  partisans;  those  who  do  not  will,  for 
the  most  part,  be  likely  to  be  persons  of  weak  political  con- 
victions, and  will  be  afraid  to  utter  their  sentiments,  lest  by 
doing  so  they  may  lose  their  places. 

The  citizens  of  Evansville  and  Indianapolis  are,  by  this  bill, 
to  be  deprived  of  the  political  rights  which  belong  to  the  citi- 
zens of  Fort  Wayne,  because  a  majority  of  their  inhabitants 
chance  to  difter  in  political' opinion  from  a  majority  of  the 
members  of  this  General  Assembly.  This  majority,  claiming 
to  be  members  of  a  party  favoring  popular  rights,  propose  to 
set  the  first  example  in  this  State  of  depriving  the  people  of  a 
right  to  regulate  their  own  local  affairs.  They  have  found  out, 
as  they  suppose,  a  better  way  of  educating  the  people  for  the 
duty  of  self-government  than  by  confiding  to  them  the  man- 
agement of  their  own  local  concerns. 

They  are  better  pleased,  it  would  seem,  with  the  aristocratic 
forms  which  give  to  others,  than  the  people,  the  right  to  deter- 
mine what  is  best  for  the  people.

I  refuse  to  subscribe  to  such  views.  The  best  government, 
in  the  long  run,  is  that  which  confides  to  the  people  the  great- 
est power  in  regulating  their  local  aftairs. 

The  best  way  to  cure  the  evils  of  bad  local  administration, 
where  such  evils  exist,  is  to  make  the  people  affected  by  them, 
feel  that  they  will  suffer  from  them  until  they  exert  themselves 
locally  to  remedy  them. 

I  object  to  this  bill  for  another  reason.  It  is  the  beginning, 
if  it  shall  pass  into  a  law,  of  party  contests  at  each  recurring 
Legislature,  to  take  cities  out  of  the  control  of  a  majority  of  the 
inhabitants,  where  a  majority  of  the  Legislature  diflfer  from 
them  on  party  questions.  Like  the  scheme  to  renew  the  old 
abuse  of  giving  to  the  Legislature  the  appointment  of  the  trus- 
tees of  our  benevolent  and  reformatory  institutions,  its  inevit- 
able effect  will  be  to  increase  party  wrangling  and  frenzy  in  the 
two  Houses,  to  make  the  real  interests  of  the  people  subordinate 
to  party  triumphs,  and  to  prolong  the  sessions  of  the  Legisla- 
ture beyond  the  limit  prescribed  by  the  Constitution  for  regular 
sessions  of  that  body. 

The  present  session  of  the  Legislature  is  an  illustration  of 
the  effect  of  this  merely  partisan  legislation.  The  Constitution 
of  the  State  gives  to  the  Governor  three  days,  exclusive  of  Sun- 
days, for  the  consideration  of  every  bill,  after  the  day  it  shall  have 
been  presented  to  him.  It  is  a  very  brief  time,  even  under 
ordinary  circumstances,  but  especially  is  it  so  where,  as  during 
the  present  session,  party  strife  has  postponed  the  passage  of 
nearly  all  legislation  until  the  closing  hours  of  the  session. 
Bills  enough  are  now  on  my  table,  properly,  to  occupy  at  least 
a  fortnight  in  order  to  be  considered  even  with  reasonable  care. 
Yet,  because  I  have  not  been  willing  to  waive  my  constitutional 
right  to  deliberate  for  the  brief  term  of  three  days  upon  the 
provisions  of  the  bill  now  returned,  the  two  Houses  have  re- 
fused to  pass  the  General  Appropriation  Bill.  They  have  said, 
in  substance,  that  they  will  not  allow  the  State  government  to 
be  carried  on  if  they  can  prevent  it,  unless  a  co-ordinate  branch 
of  the  government  will  yield  to  their  will  and  surrender  a  plain 
and  most  necessary  constitutional  right. 

It  is  believed  that  if  this  bill  shall  become  a  law,  the  city  of 
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Indianapolis  will  not  be  able,  under  the  levy  and  assessment  it 
is  now  allowed  by  law  to  make,  to  meet  its  necessjlry  expenses. 
The  city  is  now  operating  under  an  assessment  as  high  as  the 
law  allows. 

The  expense  of  the  present  police  force  is  stated  to  me  by 
the  Mayor  to  be  $50,210  a  year.  The  annual  expense  of  the 
police  force  provided  for  by  the  present  bill  will  be,  at  a  mod- 
crate  estimate,  as  I  am  assured  by  persons  competent  to  judge, 
more  than  $80,000. 

The  fourteenth  section  of  the  bill  now  returned  is,  in  my 
opinion,  repugnant  to  the  Constitution.  It  requires  that  the 
fees  fixed  and  allowed  to  City  Marshals  shall  be  taxed  and  al- 
lowed in  all  cases  where  the  arrests  are  made  or  process  served 
by  any  of  the  police  force  of  said  cities,  in  favor  of  said  city, 
and  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  other  costs  are 
collected,  and  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  of  said  city 
by  the  officers  or  party  or  person  collecting  the  same  every 
three  months. 

Section  12,  of  Article  I,  of  the  Constitution,  ordains  that 
justice  shall  be  administered  "  freely  and  without  purchase." 
In  a  case  which  arose  under  a  statute  giving  a  salary  to  Clerks 
and  Sheriffs,  and  requiring  them  to  pay  all  their  fees  and  costs 
into  the  County  Treasury,  Judge  Worden  said,  that  while  it 
may  be  that  litigants  can  be  required  to  pay  docket  fees,  or 
otherwise  contribute  to  the  support  of  the  judiciary  in  such 
manner  as  might  be  provided  by  law,  it  is  clear  to  my  mind 
that  they  can  not  be  required  through  the  medium  of  Clerks 
and  Sheriffs,  nominally,  as  for  their  fees,  to  put  money  into  the 
County  Treasury,  which  may  be  used  for  general  purposes,  and 
as  the  condition  upon  which  justice  can  be  administered  to  the 
litigating  parties  by  the  courts  of  the  State.  The  opinion  of 
Judge  Wordon  was  adopted  as  a  true  statement  of  the  law  in 
Tulk  vs.  The  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Monroe  County,  46 
Indiana,  l''>0. 

Under  that  decision  it  appears  that  the  requirement  that  the 
fees  allowed  to  Marshals  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury 
is  unconstitutional. 
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For  the  several  reasons  above  stated,  I  am  constrained  to  re- 
turn this  bill  without  my  approval.

Whereupon  the  Speaker  delivered  the  following  address : 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representatives  : 

Our  labors  are  at  an  end.  The  present  session  has  been  one 
of  special  importance  to  the  people.  I  congratulate  you  upon 
the  faithful  discharge  of  your  duties.  You  have  labored  earn- 
estly and  diligently,  and  although,  at  times,  there  has  been  ex- 
citement and  division  in  your  ranks  upon  some  questions, 
upon  all  those  which  aftected  the  people  directly  and  univers- 
ally there  has  been  but  one  desire  and  sentiment,  and  that  was 
to  formulate  and  enact  the  best  laws  in  the  briefest  period- 
No  inember  of  this  House  should  feel  the  slightest  hesitation  in 
saying  that  we  have  assisted  to  accomplish  a  good  work.  We 
began  our  labors  with  many  disadvantages. 

The  constitutional  amendments  were  thrust  upon  us  in  the 
most  complicated  form ;  we  were  confronted  with  the  proposi- 
tion that  unless  an  increased  price  of  more  than  a  quarter  of  a 
million  dollars  was  given  to  the  State  House  contractors  the 
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building  would  be  abandoned  at  a  great  loss  to  the  State.  Upon 
these  we  had  to  gather  information  and  make  up  our  minds — 
whether  correctly  or  not  remains  a  question. 

Deducting  the  time  required  for  the  consideration  of  these 
questions,  we  have  assisted  to  enact  more  good  and  beneficieut 
laws  than  any  preceding  House  in  the  same  length  of  time.  We 
have  assisted  in  the  enactment  of  a  law  in  relation  to  the  set- 
tlement of  decedents'  estates,  which  will  prevent  their  being 
squandered  in  costs  and  fees.  We  have  assisted  to  onact  a  road 
law  unanimously  demanded  by  the  people  in  all  parts  of  the 
State.  We  have  assisted  in  taking  the  first  step  towards  pro- 
viding for  the  construction  of  asylums  for  that  helpless  and 
unfortunate  class  in  our  State,  the  incurable  insane.  We  have 
assisted  in  the  enactment  of  many  other  laws  which  are  less  in 
importance  only  because  of  their  local  application. 

When  your  labors  are  laid  before  your  constituents  and  fully 
tested,  I  have  no  fears  but  what  your  labors  will  meet  with  their 
hearty  approbation.  As  for  myself,  I  can  only  say  I  have 
labored  hard  to  advance  your  work.  No  person  who  has  not 
occupied  the  position  assigned  me,  can  realize  the  cares  and 
labors  it  imposes. 

When  chosen  to  preside  over  your  deliberations,  I  felt  that 
my  elevation  was  to  some  extent  a  personal  sacrifice.  I  ac- 
cepted it  with  the  firm  intention  of  strictly  forcing  business 
as  fast  as  possible.  At  times  I  may  have  seemed  harsh  and 
arbitrary,  but  nothing  was  further  from  my  thought  or  purpose. 
If  I  have  done  any  member  a  wrong,  it  was  unintentional  and 
caused  by  the  excitement  incident  to  legislative  work.  I  have 
used  my  utlnost  endeavors  to  favor  each  and  every  member, 
and  to  assist  them  in  securing  the  passage  of  laws  in  which 
they  felt  a  special  interest,  and  I  only  regret  that  I  have  not 
been  able  to  accomplish  more  in  this  particular. 

I  have  nothing  but  the  kindest  feeling  for  each  and  every 
member  of  this  House,  and  return  to  you  my  thanks  for  the 
assistance  you  have  given  me  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties, 
and  for  the  uniform  kindness  shown  me.  My  relations  with  the 
officers  of  the  House,  and  their  assistants,  have  been  pleasant 
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throughout,  aud  to  them  I  also  extend  my  thanks  for  the  court- 
eoua  manner  in  which  they  have  at  all  times  assisted  me  in 
my  labors.
